Illini Fairs on Increase; 
State Appropriation Less

SPRINGFIELD, Il., 
Tllinois face an unusual 
year. While they will be greater in 
number than in 1929, the State fund 
for their support is $32,503.42 less than 
the amount distributed as partial reim- 
bursement of their premium payments 
last season. 

Director Stuart E. Pierson of the State 
Department of Agriculture, who ad- 
ministers the appropriation for county 
fairs, says the situation strongly indi- 
cates that the amount available, 8243,- 
748.29, will not be sufficient to reim- 
burse the fairs in accordance with the 
percentage basis that the law provides 
This means that each fair entitled to 
State aid probably will get less money 


-™ 


this season for premium purposes than 
last year, the amount depending upon 
what premiums are paid, as the law says: 
“If, however, the amount appropriated 
by the general assembly for payment of 
the respective premiums shall be insuffi- 
cient to pay the several amounts in full, 
then the sum shall be prorated among 
all the fairs entitled thereto.” 

State aid to fairs in Illinois is granted 
on following basis: Eighty-five per cent of 
the first $1,000 in premiums; 75 per cent 
of the second 81,000: 65 per cent of the 


next $2,000, and 55 per cent of all in 
excess of $4,000. The appropriation for 
1929 and 1930 was $520,000. Last year 


62 fairs participated and drew an aggre-

The spring of 1930 for outdoor amuse- 
ment enterprises goes down in history 
as a most unusual one. On top of the 
business depression in almost every line 
of industry and in practically every sec- 
tion of the country the weather has 
been unseasonable, the evenings in par- 
ticular cool, with occasional light show- 
ers in some sections and almost incessant 
rain in others, while in still other sec- 
tions the farmers have been begging for 
more rain. All of this has had its effect 
upon outdoor amusements. Despite this 
the amusement impresarios are hopeful 
for the summer and fall play. 

While industrial conditions have been 
none too favorable for months, amuse- 
ment parks, circuses, carnivals, fairs and 
other outdoor enterprises proceeded with 
their improvement plans for 1930 on a 
basis comparable with previous years and

their employees It was reported 


that an employee of one production organization had sought to dispose of a block 


of seats to a ticket agent, but the pro- 
ducer in question was said to have ex- 
plained the matter to the satisfaction 
of the league's board of governors and 
a definite understanding that no more 
“buys” will be allowed has been brought 
about. 

Approximately $150,000, according to 
resent plans, will be used as an annual 
budget for policing ticket agencies to 
enforce the 75 cents fee principle. H. 
D. Savage, executive secretary, will su- 
pervise the workings of the organization 
at a salary of $25,000 per year, and the 


date set for actual league operation is 
July 7. 

A rift in the ticket plan was caused 
this week by the announcement that 
he Chanin interests controlling the 


Mansfield Theater where Green Pastures 
is housed would not join the league in 
lieu of their belief that their attraction 
requires a “buy” during the hot months. 
The “buy” on Green Pastures is re- 
ported in existence until September. By 
July 7 the “buys” on Simple Simon, 
the Ziegfe'd show; George White's Flying 


High and several other attractions will 
have expired. 

League officials are of the opinion 
that every reputable manager in New 


York will have joined the organization 


by fall, and that the league will be 
workine with a fair degree of smooth- 
ness by July 19, by which time almost 
every existing agency “buy” wil] have 
terminated, 

Agencies that have been officially 
recognized by the league are: McBride's, 
Tyson & Company. Tyson-United, Bas- 


com, Sullivan, Kay's, Louis Cohn, Arrow, 
Superior, Leo Neumann, Library, Marks, 


Sussman, Broadway, Alexander's and 
Equity. 
The main object of the league is to 


put the business of disposing of theater 
tickets on a sound economical and hon- 
est basis since the box office is the ba- 


rometer of the theater. 
Various league officials are reported 
out of sympathy with the attitude of 


the various newspapers toward their or- 
ganization, feeling that a critical atti- 
tude on the part of journalists is unfair 
since the majority of managers involved 
in the move to end ticket speculation 
are sincere in their purpose, and at- 
tempting to remedy theatrical business 
conditions.

There is sex, sex, and more sex, for 
this little comedy tells in no uncertain 
terms of the women of Athens who put 
an end to war by refusing to share their 
beds with men until a treaty had been 
effected. That the women get their way 
goes without saying 

The general effect of the piece is akin 
to something Cecil B. DeMille and Mack 
Sennett might have concocted had the 
talkies appeared prior to the advent of 
Brother Hays, but with the aid of Nor- 
man. Bel Geddes’ splendid direction and 
eye-filling set representing a spot before 
the Gates of the Acropolis, Athens, the 
goings-on appear artistic tho bawdy. 
There is also some excellent off-stage 
music provided by Leo Ornstein, and the 
dances by Doris Humphrey and Charles 
Weidman help to hold aloft the halo of 
art. Thus, after the women have warded 
off their men by this and that coy trick 
for some two acts of laugh-provoking 
events, the entire cast breaks into a 
bacchanal, giving the general impres- 
sion that there will be a hot time in 
Athens tonight. 

As Lysistrata, who leads the women in 
the move to end war, Violet Kemble 
Cooper is most effective. She has dignity 
and charm. and her appearance in classic 
robes is all it should be. Miriam Hop- 
kins and Hortense Alden lend the It 
note to the proceedings.

The Players’ Club in reviving the Ben- 


which has since developed into a pseudo 
classic, is deserving of a distinguished 
service medal for providing the most 
adequate cast of players seen on our 
local stage in some time. It is a great 
pity, however, that such worthy players 
should be obliged to dawdle about with 
such See-Saw-Marjorie-Daw stuff in gen- 
eral when there are bigger-better-and 
finer things to be tackled even tho that 
old demon summer is creeping toward 
Times Square. 

Milestones has, nevertheless, a deal of 
charm, and it provides an adequate 
portrait of the foibles of human nature 
illustrated in a simple tale of family 
life covering a period from 1860 to 1912. 
The manner in which today’s young en-

Now things seem to 
be looking up a bit, the shows which 
are in the “red”, and particularly the 
carnivals, are looking to the fairs to 
pull them thru. Any showman who got 
the “nut” this spring, or a little better, 
considered himself fortunate, but there 
were instances where not even that 
point was reached. Some shows unable 
to make the grade with their regular- 
size outfits had to do some reducing 
and send cars back to winter quarters. 
Still others failed entirely 

The outdoor situation this season ap- 


‘pears to be considerably different from 


that of the past when good business 
done in one spot augured well for the 
next stopping place. This year a show 
strikes one good stand to two, three or 
four bad ones, the bloomers more than 
eating up the profits of the good ones. 
Gocd stands have proved to be purely 
spasmodic, with bad ones ruling in the 
majority of cases. 

With amusement parks, more money 
was spent on improvements during the 
winter and early spring than probably 
ever before. Of course, there were some 
that merely painted up here and there a 
bit, and there were still some that didn't 
even go that far.

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Operators Cut 
Is Considered 


Mich. exhibs. delay accept- 
ance of union’s “condi- 
tional” proposal 


DETROIT, June 7.—Endeavors to work 
out a cut in the union scale of wages 
for motion picture operators are being 
made by the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners of Michigan. The matter has 
been under discussion for the past few 
weeks, with no open announcement of 
result made to date. However, it has 
been learned that the reduction has 
been agreed upon by the union with 
conditions. . 

Efforts of the theater owners’ associa- 
tion were started when it became ap- 
parent that the season was to find a new 
low ebb for the summer. Business con- 
ditions have not improved materially to 
date, altho a number of industrial lines 
have maintained a steady growth, mostly 
in expanding industries. 

Facing the threat of closing of over 50 
theaters in Detroit alone, throwing 
operators out of work and putting a 
stop to all revenue for the management, 
the owners approached the union with 
a plan for a general wage cut to be ef- 
fective until September 1 only. The 
present contracts, which are upon a two- 
year basis, expire on that date. 

Following consultation of the delega- 
tion of the theater owners with the 
executive board of the Motion Pic*ure 
Operators’ Union, a proposal was volun- 
tarily made by the union, giving a 
straight 10 dollars per week cut off all 
present steps of the wage scale for 
operators, to be effective until Septem- 
ber 1, upon condition that the theater 
owners sign new contracts restoring the 
present rates for another two years, ef- 
fective from September 1, 1930, to Sep- 
tember 1, 1932. This offer, while no de- 
tails could be confirmed by the union 
officials in Detroit, because of the ab- 
sence of Roger Kennedy, business man- 
ager, and others at the national conven- 
tion, was confirmed by officials of the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners. 

The offer remains the basis of negotia- 
tions to date. Union officials have ex- 
pressed a willingness to meet the wishes 
of owners for a temporary reduction as 
relief for the summer months, but evi- 
dently intend to use this concession to 
demand maintenance of the present 
standards for another two years. 

Officials of the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners have expressed an unwillingness 
to accept the conditions. It is felt that 
the present condition of the industry 
does not justify making of a two-year 
contract at this time. and that any ad- 
justment must be made when production 
and exhibition standards are better 
known later in the summer. 

About six Detroit theater owners have 
signed contracts accepting a reduction 
in scale for the present time and a raise 
to present rate standards after Septem-

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Born Reckless 
(FOX) 
A large number of exhibitors, assisted 


by Fox exploiteers, have adopted a plan 


to assist in the unemployment situa- 
tion, in a small measure at least, during 
the showi! of Born Reckless. In each 
town 8 to 10 jebless men are selected, 
and each given placard. The idea is 
that they are to parade the street in 
single file, the stunt advertising their 
unemployment, telling of the chance 
the local theater manager has given 


them to get a day’s pay ballyhooing the 


picture, and also notifying all and 
sundry that the iocal newspaper is be- 
hind the stunt. The series of placards 
carried by the men forms a sequenced 
story about their plight, the picture,

Hell’s Angels 
(CADDO) 

Hell’s Angels, at Grauman’s Chinese 
Theater, Hollywood, was boosted to the 
skies; in fact, from the skies the opening 
hight, when planes soared above the 
theater and all of Hollywood releasing 
balloons. Traffic was blocked on Holly- 
wood boulevard completely, with thou- 
sands milling the street and about the 
theater. Hundreds of sun arcs were used 
to illuminate the heavens. Miniature 
airplanes were fastened to wires strung 
across the street at close intervals from 
Vine street to Le Brea avenue, about a 
mile in distance. Large Neon signs are 
used on the theater. In the courtyard 
of the theater are two planes, one sus- 
pended in the air with the propeller re- 


volving, which is lighted with Neon 
tubes. The other machine is on the 
ground and draws many _ spectators.

Mammy 
(WARNER BROTHERS) 
Old-time minstrel days were revived 
at Albany, N. Y., when a large aggrega- 


tion of black-face characters accom- 
panied by a brass band presented a 
typical minstrel street parade.

pose by inciting public interest in the 
appearance of Al Jolson in Mammy at 


the. Strand Theater. Manager Robert 
Rosenthal, of the Strand, created the 
exploitation. The large company was 


perfectly made up and attired in dark 
red satin dress suits, high silk hats and 
carried walking sticks. 


One Romantic Night

A large number of unusual exploita- 
tion stunts were used by the manager 
of the Strand, New Orleans, in connec- 
tion with the exhibiting of One Roman- 
tic Night recently. Five demonstration 
autos with police escort were driven 
thru the streets on the day of the show- 
ing, each one containing a young couple 
who advertised thru the medivin of signs 
that they were “Just Married” and on 
their way to see One Romantic Night at 
the Strand. The theater made an ad 
tieup with a realty company to dis- 
tribute thousands of lithographs, print- 
ed at the cost of the theater. Tearooms 
and restaurants distributed thousands 
of leaflets in packages sent out from 
each of a large chain of such places and 
local merchants helped with a tieup on 
merchandise and theater advertising 
handled jointly. A paint store gave a 
prominent window display to an air- 
brush portrait of Lillian Gish, the star 
of the picture.

A 
“Cuckoo-Verse” contest was announced 
in the daily, with prizes to be awarded 
for the cleverest ditties concerning the 
laugh-talkie. A cash prize was given for 
the first place, with ticket awards for 
several] others. 


RKO’s Orpheum Theater, Los Angeles, 
where Cuckoos is being shown, has a 
unique lobby display in that it is ap- 
propriate and has attracted wide atten- 
tiom because of its mechanical devices.

M. E. Baylis, manager of the Granada 


Theater, Santa Barbara, Calif.,. made a 
tieup with the Lamb Electric Co., a 


local concern, in putting over the Rogue 
Song in that city recently. He was as- 
sisted in exploitation stunt by the 
local newspapers and a number of prom. 
inent judges in the musical world of 
Santa Barabara. A Majestic Redio was 
awarded to the winner of a Rogue Song 
Contest, which was conducted thru the 
columns of the Santa Barbara Morning 
Press to discover the city's leading singer. 
Entrants were required to sing numbers 
from the picture on the stage. and a 
preliminary audition was held to select 
the six best voices for the contest finals, 
judged by competent musical officials 
The stunt received editorial support for 
10 days, and all of the advertising for 
the local electric company, as well as 
that of the theater, made mention of 
the contest for nearly two weeks in ad- 
vance of ahd during the showing of the 
picture. Lawrence Tibbett being a Cali- 
fornian, the Mayor proclaimed a “Law- 
rence Tibbett Week", also giving the 
privilege of placing compo board shields 
on street electric standards along the 
streets, advising the townsmen of the 
celebration, the picture, the theater, and 
play date Newspaper stores on the 
stunt made good lobby display during 
the run.

In the exploitation put on by Man- 
ager M. D. Cohn of the Rialto for the 
Rogue Song nothing spectacular was at- 
tempted, but the fact that the picture 
was held over is proof that the cam- 
paign was successful The advertising 
was very intensive and a large part of 
it was in co-operation with the local 
Victor dealers. Heralds were used in 
music-store mailing lists, passed out at 
the store and at the theater. Banners 
were carried on all the music-store 
trucks a week in advance and during the 
two-week run of the picture Badges 
were made up with a reproduction of 
Tibbett’s head on a button and gold copy 
on a red ribbon. These were worn by 
ushers and all girls in music stores. Night 
telegrams were sent to 100 of Denver's 
stores and commercial institutions ad- 
dressed to the employees and were post- 
ed on the bulletin boards. Counter cut- 
outs were used thruout the music coun- 
ters of the down-town stores and many 
valuable and unusual window displays 
were obtained. One contained as a back- 
ground a cutout of a 24-sheet. One 
store bas a 48-sheet signboard on Broad- 
way with a show window center and 
in this was placed a 24-sheet cutout of 
Tibbett. This same store ran a co-opera- 
tive Tibbett ad in return for an under- 
line in the theater’s page ads. Selections 
from the picture were plugged over the 
radio and the theater was given special 
mention. 


Aleck Sayles, manager of the Har- 
manus Bleeker Hall, Albany, N. Y., in- 
cluded a monster benefit performance in 
his exploitation campaign for The Rogue 
Song showing in Albany recently. He 
made a tieup with a city-wide campaign 
to raise $100,000 as a memorial fund 
for a local minister, and contributed a 
benefit performance at 11:30 in the 
evening. The performance fell on the 
night preceding the opening of the pic- 
ture and received special publicity from 
the two leading newspapers of Albany, 
The Albany Evening News and The 
Knickerbocker Press. Another tieup was 
arranged with a third daily, The Times- 
Union, to conduct a song-writing con- 
test, the idea being for readers to write 
a song for Lawrence Tibbett and George 


Williams of the picture. Judges were 
selected by the editor from among 
prominent musical persons of Albany, 


and the newspaper ran both’ stories and 
pictures on the stunt for eight days 
preceding the showing The five best 
selections were to be sent Lawrence Tib- 
bett for his approval and possible selec- 
tion of one of them for his next pic- 
ture.

Florodora Girl 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 

To create interest in Florodora Girl, 
the management of the Fox Theater, 
San Francisco, staged an _ old-timer 
parade. Vehicles were a fire engine used 
25 years ago, a tallyho used by society 
folks, a Reo of 1904 vintage and old 
bicycles. The parade celebrated the 
opening at the Fox Theater, It began 
downtown in front of the Russ Building, 
while ticket tape, symbol of modern 
progress, came floating down over the 
old-time vehicles. Marshaled by two 
mounted officers the parade was led by 
an old-time fire engine. “Doc” and 
“George”, veteran white fire horses, were 
proudly driven by an old-timer on the 
San Francisco Fire Department. Next 
came the Reo of 1904 vintage, bearing a 
pretty girl in the garb of a Florodora gir! 
and a youth as the dashing young blood 
of the day. Two tandem bicycles, ridden 
by a group of two men and two women 
in old-time costumes, were behind. 
Bringing up in the rear was the four- 
horse tallyho, with its brass lamps and 
parasol holder. The driver in duster and 
high hat guided his steeds thru traffic, 
while six maidens in the picture hats, 
ruffles and parasols of the nineties rode 
proudly aloft. The parade terminated 
at the theater. 


Omaha Theater 


A “Traffic Tangle Contest” was ef- 
fected by Irv Waterstreet. publicity di- 
rector of Publix theaters in Omaha and 
tied in with two of the Paramount-Pub- 
lix theaters, World and Paramount. The 
contest is being conducted by The 
Omaha Bee-News and runs over a period 
of 30 days. It opened on May 31 and 
will close June 28. Waterstreet tied up 
with the city officials for the promotion 
of safety in driving on the streets of 
Omaha. Incidentally this city is rated 
as one of the highest in the country for 
“auto acicdents”. Highly indorsed by 
the mayor and police commissioner, mo- 
tion pictures were made, with Ted Mack, 
master of ceremonies, at the World The- 
ater, in which all the violations of driv- 
ing are shown. Each week a different 
set of pictures are shown and it is neces- 
sary for patrons to see all of the pictures 
in order to list all of the violations 
and then write an essay of not more 
than 100 words on the subject, “The 
Traffic Law IT Consider Most Essential to 
Safety in Driving and Why?” There are 
103 prizes offered. The Bee-News runs 
stories every day with art showing va- 
rious violations and the contest is being 
commended highly for its constructive 
nature. Ten days “shooting” of pictures 
on the city streets furnished a splendid 
advanced ballyhoo, and in addition the 
police and fire departments co-operated 
in the making of the pictures as well as 
the street railway, which placed placards 
on the dashboards for three weeks, urg- 
ing all to see and enter the contest. 
Judge Neble, of the circuit court, Omaha, 
published 10,000 booklets on the safety 
laws and theaters distributed to patrons. 


Resort Theater 

The Strand Theater, Far Rockaway, 
N. Y., tied up with local merchants in 
a treasure hunt exploit. Four business 
men displayed treasure chests in their 
windows and permitted holders of keys 
to try them and see whether they would 
fit. The keys attached to separate tags 
were distributed by the theater manage- 
ment. A furniture, grocery, automobile 
and clothing store made up the hookup 
and each one of the proprietors ex- 
pressed his satisfaction with the amount 
of advertising received. The’ thing 
proved a prodigious success and another 
exploit of the same kind is planned for 
the near future with more businesses 
figuring in the tieup.

Large 
numbers of stills adaptable for window 
display tieups are available for about 
25 different kinds of stores. An amateur

Thru an oval window above the 
door Menjou is seen busily occupied at 
his drawing table. 


The Moulin Rouge Cinema, in Paris, is 
offering a novel front for the presenta- 
tion of the French “talkie”, Under tlic 
Roofs of Prris. On the wide terrace above 
the entrance to the theater has been 
mounted a realistic set of buildings rep- 
resenting a section of the slums of Paris. 
With the huge, red windmill of the 
Moulin Rouge as a background and with 
the windows of the false buildings 
illuminated the effect is very striking. 


Honeymoon Zeppelin 
(EDUCATIONAL PICTURES) 


Japanese tissue parachutes are sug- 
gested for use in. exploiting The Honey- 
moon Zeppelin, a Mack Sennett com- 
edy. During a high wind these para- 
chutes should be released from the 
roof of your theater, advertising the 
stunt in the newspapers and by throw- 
aways. Attached to the parachutes a free 
ticket to the theater. The balloon-blow- 
ing contest among the youngsters is also 
adaptable for this picture. Advertise the 
feat in your local papers, gathering a 
large number of youngsters at the local 
playground. The contest is run by hav- 
ing a large number of balloons (deflated) 
on one side of the field, and an equal 
number of boys on the other side, the 
idea being for them to race to the other 
and blow the balloons up first for a prize 
of tickets to the show. Replica toy Zep- 
pelins are available at nominal prices to 
exhibitors who wish to use them for 
eye attracters and lobby displays. There 
are three types, two varied sizes of rub- 
ber Zep.-shaped balloons and another 
all-metal flier for the marquee. 


Ingagi 
(INDEPENDENT) 

Escape of a baboon in St. Louis when 
the Ingagi publicity campaign was on, 
invasion of the Colonial Hotel by the 
simian and the terror of a woman awak- 
ened by the beast slapping her face was 
reported in the most graphic style of 
the local newswriters while the picture 
was being exhibited at the St. Louis 
Theater, St. Louis, recently. The Gobe- 
Democrat gave the yarn front-page po- 
sition under an eight-column streamer. 
Only The Star declined to take the story 
seriously, but that paper fell in line 
with ample space, recognizing the read- 
er interest of a stunt that rivaled the 
elephants that went swimming at Coney 
Island and were lost at sea, the spread- 
ing of tanbark in the street in front of 
a New York theater and like classics of 
press agentry.

Ray Grombacher, manager of the Post 
Street, Spokane, Wash., offered free danc- 
ing instructions as part of the exploita- 
tion on Hollywood Revue shown recently 
at his theater. Thru the local newspa- 
per, The Spokane Press, readers were 
offered free instruction in the “Holly- 
wood Hop”, which, according to the 
newspaper stories, was supposed to have 
been created during the filming of this 
picture. The free instruction tieup was 
arranged with the Calvert School of 
Dancing, and the local dailies ran stories 
on the stunt for eight days. _ Song- 
writing aspirants were invited to com- 
pose lyrics on Singin’ in the Rnin, 
stressing the Spokane advantages, with 
tickets offered as prizes. This latter 
contest was arranged on a tieup with 
The Spokane Chronicle. 


Caught Short 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 


Two interesting contests were fea- 
tured by E. J. Caron, manager of the 
State Theater, Manchester, N. H., re- 
cently in his exploitation campaign for 
the showing of Caught Short, feature co- 
starring Marie Dressler and Polly Moran. 
The local daily French newspaper—more 
than half of the Manchester popujation 
is said to be French—L’Avenir National 
conducted a contest called “How Much 
Money Is in This Square,” running a 
daily picture and story on the stunt, as 
well as devoting a front-page box an- 
nouncing the contest and the free tick- 
ets available to winners thru the paper. 

The Manchester Union also conducted 
a puzzle contest showing a stock quota- 
tion board with the names of the stocks 
listed wrong. Contestants were request- 
ed to correct the names and send an- 
swers to the editor. The puzzle was 
placed on the financial page, and tickets 
were given as prizes for correct solutions. 
The puzzle was also used in The Man- 
chester Leader, an evening daily. A tie- 
up was made with a well-known auto- 
mobile agency to display special en- 
larged stills and cutouts of Anita Page 
in her new car, giving caption credit to 
the agency, picture, theater and play 
date. 


The management of Loew's State, New 
Orleans, got the local newspaper to give 
the house a break a week previous to 
the showing of Caught Short. It was 
the old stunt of offering free tickets to 
the theater for winners of a contest 
The paper ran a drawing of Polly Moran 
and Marie Dressler, features of the pic- 
ture, holding fistfuls of money. A lim- 
ited amount of tickets were given to 
those guessing the correct amount. It 
was quite easy to acertain as the figures 
on the bills were well displayed 


Not Damaged 
(FOX) 


Due to the fact that most of this 
picture is filmed in a department store 
setting, numerous effective tieups may 
be made to exploit it in your com- 
munity thru your local department 
stores. A large number of the action 
stills show the featured players before 
the regulation departments of a typical 
store such as the men’s haberdashery 
section, the phonograph department, etc. 
Fox exploiteers suggest that should the 
store be featuring a bargain sale, the 
use of the title, Not Damaged, would be 
apropos, and offer the merchants the use 
of stills of the picture during its show- 
ing at the local theater. Since the pic- 
ture also has a large part filmed in a 
dance pavilion, it is suggested that a 
dance contest conducted on the stage 
of the theater would be suitable as an 
exploitation stunt. The title of the pic- 
ture is a natural for any sort of a mer- 
chandising tieup. 


Hollywood Theater 


Grauman’'s Egyptian Theater, Holly- 
wood, inaugurated a “treasure” hunt 
which ran a week. The stunt is used in 
connection with no specific picture in 
this case, but to boost the house, altho 
it could be adapted for use in exploiting 
a particular film if so desired. The de- 
tails are as follows: Prizes totaling hun- 
dreds of dollars are hidden in a plot of 
ground a short distance from the thea- 
ter. They wil! be divided into 250 groups, 
each group in a small metal chest. The 
chests are to be the property of whoever 
finds them. To ascertain the location of 
the 250 chests, it is necessary for the 
seeker to locate a number of “clue” sta- 
tions, each of which leads them to the 
next. The first stop is the theater, where 
they are given the clue to the next sta- 
tion, and so on. A local newspaper is 
working the stunt, with advertisements 
being carried and a map of the stations 
is printed, with only the name of the 
theater designated, and the second sta- 
tion blank, altho given a location on the 
map. The prizes are supplied by local 
merchants. To start, one must have the 
first ticket, and they will not receive 
number two or three or four unless they 
have the ticket preceding the one de- 
sired. There is no cost involved to the 
seeker, the idea being to get the seek- 
ers«into the various merchants’ establish - 
ments 
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Anna Christie 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
Co-operative advertising and anae 
aphic puzzles were used recently by 
Herb Shusterman, manager of the Opera 
House, New Brunswick, N. J., to help put 


over his showing of Anna Christie Two 
pages of merchant-theater co-operative 
advertising were placed with the New 


Brunswick News, on a specified day be- 
fore the opening of the picture, and each 
ad definitely tied up with the picture 
or Greta Garbo in some way. An ana- 
graphic puzzle was placed in each ad- 
vertiser’s space, and 25 pairs of tickets 
were offered for correct solutions Tho 
the newspaper was a conservative daily, 
which seldom ran any theatrical or mo- 
tion picture news, one of the feature 
writers was persuaded to run a special 
feature on “Have You a Symmetrical 
Figure?”, comparing the ideal figure 
with that of Greta Garbo. The feature 
ran for three days in serial form during 
the run of the picture, and since essays 
were requested by the editor on the sub- 
ject, prizes were offered in the form of 
cash and free tickets for the best essays. 
The theater also ran a classified ad con- 
test, showing a jumbled ad in a cisplay 
box which was to be reconstructed and 
found in the classified ad page, the win- 
ners to be given free tickets. During the 
run of the picture a different ad was 
run each day, and five tickets offered as 
daily prizes 


Sunny Side Up 
(FOX} 

Senor Acosta, manager in Havana, 
Cuba, for-the Fausto Theater, advertised 
the picture, Sunny Side Un (known in 
Spanish, Ensuenos), by putting eight 
men, one for each of the Spanish letters, 
with a big letter hung on the man both 
front and back and dressed in plctur- 
esque red minstrel suits on the street 
They paraded thru the principal streets 
of Havana, with these boards on. Stunt 
was @ new one for Havana and attracted 
quite a lot of interest in the picture. 


The Big Pond 


(PARAMOUNT) 


A. B. Morrison, manager of Loew’s Pal- 
ace, Memphis, exploited The Big Pond 
by giving away samples of chewing gum. 
He effected a tieup with the Beechnut 
Gum manufacturers to have them dis- 
tribute their gum in small envelopes 
plugging the film. The gum stunt is an 
appropriate one as the story of the pic- 
ture is built around the chewing gum 
industry. Morrison had the samples giv- 
en out a week before the film caine to 
his house. Then, too, the customers got 
the gum as they left the theater. Mor- 
rison didn’t take any chances of having 
the stuff parked under the seats or on 
the floor. 


Marty Semon, manager of Keith's 
Georgia, Atlanta, has effected a good 
tie-up with Bradley bathing suits and 
is putting on a bathing girl revue as an 
extra attraction. In the lobby last week 
there was a miniature fishpond where 
the patrons could try to hook celluloid 
fish and if lucky either two tickets to 
the theater, an autographed picture of 
Maurice Chevalier or a piece of chewing 
gum was given as the prize according to 
the number on the fish caught. All the 
sport shops in town carrying Bradley 
bathing suits had good window displays 
and gave an effective plug for the pic- 
ture.

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REVIEWS OF THE LATEST 


“Holiday” 
(PATHE) 
Pathe Projection Room 


Based on Philip Barry's play of the 
Same name, produced on Broadway last 
season, this turns out to be one of the 
most entertaining pictures yet brought 
to the talking screen. Jt must be. For 
running 1 hour and 40 minutes (ex- 
hibitors will have no cause to cry short 
footage on this one) and caught cold in 
the projection with no audience reac- 
tion, this develops into a picture that 
holds the interest from beginning to end, 
portrayed by a cast that is one of the 
finest yet seen on the talking screen and 
with a meticulous direction by E. H. 
Griffith. 

When picture producers are willing to 
select such vehicles for the screen, it can 
surely be said that the screen has ad- 
vanced rapidly since the days of the 
silent films. There is nothing sensa- 
tional in the story, yet it has humor, 
heart interest and an idea behind the 
development of its characters that makes 
it one of the most pleasing films pro- 
duced this season, and one that should 
rank well up among the best of the year. 

Philip Barry has given us a new story 
of the imodern rich—a story that is in- 
ordinately human. It is minus the gin 
guzzling, jazz cacophony and wi'dly dis- 
torted characters that the hoi polloi 
have been led to believe infest the homes 
and lives of those money kings and their 
families who reside along Millionaire's 
Row. There is something supremely 
delightful in the development of the 
leading characters. The picture is pure- 
ly class, but on account of its interesting 
treatment end its excellent characteriza- 
tions will bring interest to all audiences. 

The story deals with a family of Se- 
tons—a father dubbed financier and co- 
tillion leader; his two daughters and a 
con. Their lives have been warped. Giv- 
en everything that heart can desire, they 
are literally smothered in wealth— 
smothered until their individualities are 
lost in social prestige and power that 
only money can buy. But the younger 
daughter meets and falls in love with a 
struggling lawyer. Father immediately 
wants*to know about his antecedents 
and what gilt-edged bonds he owns. In 
spite of his lack of blue-blooded aristoc-. 
racy ard the ccin of the realm father 
is won over, as he believes the boy has 
the natural instinct to make money. 
But he had not reckoned on the boy. 
He does not want to be fabulously 
wealthy. He has dreamed of a comfort- 
able income and then off for a holiday 
to live life for a few years as he has al- 
ways dreamed he would like to lead it. 
The father and his intended bride op- 
pose this idea. But he is backed up by 
the elder sister who has given way in 
everything to the younger selfish girl. 
The elder girl's happiness has been 
ruined and her life stupified and stulti- 
fied in money. It soon develops she 
loves the boy, but cannot admit it as he 
is her sister’s fiance. However, the 
break comes and the finish finds the 
elder sister, throwing discretion to the 
winds and rushing to take same boat 
to Europe that he takes when the young- 
er sister admits she is glad to be rid of 
him. 

A quick synopsis of the story does not 
do it justice. It is pithy—innocuous!ly 
amusing, yet vividly pathetic and Pathe 
has certainly given a free hand to the 
director in securing a perfectly bal- 
anced cast. Ann Harding has the role 
of the elder sister, played in the Broad- 
way production by Hope Williams. Miss 
Harding’s uncommon grace fits perfectly 
into the gorgeous surroundings of the 
Fifth Avenue mansion. She handles the 
role with a capability that makes it one 
of the really vital portrayals of the talk- 
ing screen. Robert Ames, another name 
well known to the Broadway stage, is 
perfectly cast as the young lawyer; while 
William Holden is superb in the role of 
the father. Mary Astor, looking as beau- 
tiful as ever, in her first umsympathetic 
role, proves that she is even a finer 
player that we had believed her; while 
Monroe Owsley, a newcomer to this re- 
viewer, gives to the role of the brother 
a characterization that will long be re- 
membered. Edward Everett Horton is 


nicely cast in a comedy role that fits 
him like a glove. 

Pathe is to be congratulated on this 
production. 


To this reviewer’s mind 


there is but one fault and that is the 
wedding rehearsal. This could be elimi- 
nated for it is confusing for some few 
scenes afterwards whether or not the 
couple have been married. However, the 
fact that they are still single is estab- 
lished later, but not until after consid- 
erable time and space has intervened. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Boost the cast first. Then keep 
your audience posted as to the 
play. You might run a Holiday 
contest, naming the various holi- 
days that come thruout the year 
and ask your patrons to let you 
know what Holiday they like best 
and at the same time suggest that 
they see what kind of Holiday 
Johnny Case preferred in the pic- 
ture of that name. Also there are 
some pertinent questions that 
would give an interest to your au- 
dience. For instance, “Sisters, sup- 
pose your sister was engaged to 
another man and you loved him 
and he felt an interest in you and 
you believed your sister did not 
love the man, would you speak?”, 
or “Would you prefer to have 
everything your heart desired or 
that money could buy or just a lit- 
tle happiness and freedom that 
money cannot buy?”

“Shadow of the Law” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Paramount 

Drama of prison life, of criminals and 
of innocent victims branded as crim- 
inals, of the betrayals and fidelity of 
womankind and of the queer tricks 
which Fate plays, are some of the sub- 
stances in Shadow of the Law, an adap- 
tation from John A. Morosco’s novel, 
The Quarry. Max Marcin is the author 
of the scenario, and John Farrow han- 
dled the continuity. 

Louis Gasnier, who has turned out 
some pretty good stuff so far for the 
Paramount outfit, has made an excellent 
job of this as the director, and he has 
been commendably assisted by his cam- 
eraman, Charles Lang. William Powell is 
the star of the tense, dramatic piece, 
whose role runs the gamut of experiences 
from the life of ease and luxury to that 
of a convict sentenced for life, an es- 
caped jailbird who goes down South and 
reclaims his wasted fortunes under an 
assumed name, and that of a bitter, re- 
vengeful individual, intent upon undoing 
a wrong to himself and society. 

The supporting players have been me- 
ticulously chosen, and acquit themselves 
admirably in the varied roles they por- 
tray. Marion Shilling plays the romantic 
lead opposite Powell, and Natalie Moor- 
head enacts his nemesis, a luxury-loving 
siren who detests notoriety to the extent 
of allowing a man to go to prison rather 
than get unwelcome publicity. Paul 
Hurst and Regis Toomey cary the major 
portion of the comedy, and brought forth 
many a guffaw in their characterizations. 
Others playing notable roles include 
Georze Irving, Frederic Burt, James Dur- 
kin, Richard Tucker and Walter James. 

Story commands one’s attention from 
the very start, and maintains it till near 
the end, where an anti-climactic twist 
nearly overbalances the effect assidu- 
ously striven for in the opening reels. 
rhe finish was in poor taste, all for the 
sake of an embrace and a happy ending, 
beth of which were obvious without it. 

Jim Montgomery inadvertently finds 
himself caught in the toils of the law, 
is convicted of murder and sentenced 
for life on “ircumstantial evidence. He 
is unable to prove an alibi because the 
woman, with whom he has had a harm- 
less flirtation, and who witnessed the 
accident, had mysteriously disappeared 
immediately after. Jim spends five 
years up the river, three important 
things happening to him while there. 
He forms an undying friendship for a 
convict cellmate, plots to escape and 
make retribution upon the vindictive 
woman who ruined his life, finally mak- 
ing a sensational prison escape. Two 
years later, he has risen under an as- 
sumed name to the rank of factory man- 
ager of a plant in North Carolina, has 
fallen in love with the owner's daughter, 
and awaits the arrival of his prison pal 
to carry out the prearranged plan of 
revenge and the clearing of his name. 
But the shadow of the law is relentless, 


the avarice of the blackmailing woman 
cannot be quenched, and his plans nearly 
go awry, but for the love of his newly 
found sweetheart. Thru a chain of 
dramatic situations, smoothly sequenced, 
the story unfolds to its happy conclu- 
sion. Exhibitors will do well to book 
this one. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Contacts and tieups should be 
made with libraries and book- 
stores to feature the novel, “The 
Quarry”, in their reading and cir- 
culating lists, as well as to carry 
window displays. Good contacts 
can be effected with the police and 
prison authorities. Bring this pic- 
ture to the attention of your local 
crime - prevention organizations, 
and your political lights as a dis- 
sertation on crime and capital pun- 
ishment. Scenes in the industrial 
plant might make interesting con- 
tacts. Heralds printed in the form 
of reward notices would be effec- 


tive.

(FOX) 
At The Globe 


The wistful star of this picture is Lois 
Moran. The title of the story is most 
misleading, but the production has good 
value as a neighborhood programer. 
Walter Byron, a comparative newcomer, 
plays opposite Miss Moran in a non- 
chalant role of the wealthy suitor, and 
Robert Ames supports her as the fiance 
who failed to keep her love because of 
his jealous misunderstandings The 
vehicle is a light little romance, telling 
of the vicissitudes of a group of de- 
partment store employees, particularly a 
pair of attractive girl roommates, their 
Oddly matched boy friends, and a 
wealthy outsider whose attentions to one 
of the girls miraculously proved sincere 
Richard Connell is credited as the author 
of the piece, based upon the story Solid 
Geld Article, which appeared in one of 
the magazines. Chandler Sprague di- 
rected Not Damaged, a title which is a 
gross misnomer, for not once during the 
dialog or action is there a connecting 
link between the story and such a name. 

Comedy relief and atmospheric sup- 
port .is given by Inez Courtney, George 
Corcoran, Rhoda Cross and Ernest Wood. 
Miss Courtney is the girl chum of the 
heroine, and teamed with Corcoran, puts 
over some enjoyable hokum in a theme 
seng called Nothing Is Gonna Hold Us 
Down. The only other number in the 
picture is a sentimental sort of para- 
phrase called Whisper You Love Me. 


Gwen Stewart and Maude Graham 
work as salesgirls in a local neighbor- 
hood department store. Maude'’s boy 
friend, Elmer, is employed as a house 
detective of the Keystone Variety and 
Gwen is supposedly engaged to Charles 
Jones, who works in the decorating de- 
partment. Maude believes in dreams and 
interprets one of Gwen's dreams with 
the announcement that a tall, dark, and 
wealthy stranger is about to enter her 
life. Such a person appears indeed, and 
the courtship that follows with its 
comedy jealousies and rivalries is the 
interesting plot of the story The pro- 
duction is light, innocuous and amus- 
ing. worthy of consideration on any 
neighborhood program. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The department store background 
is a natural for tieups with your 
local merchants. A great deal of 
the girls’ costuming is little more 
than lingerie, a fact which could be 
developed into other valuable con- 
tacts with lingerie wear shops thru 
gettirg a window display using 
action stills of the picture. Your 
libraries and bookstores ought to 
feaure “Solid Gold Article” on the 
reading and circulation lists. The 
character of Elmer, the amateur 
detective, could be burlesqued by a 
man, dressed in loud, flashy street 
clothes, snooping thru all the 
streets :.nd secretly handing small 
pasteboard cards to pedestrians 
marked “Not Damaged”. Use a 
herald and marquee sign reading: 
“Blank Theater House Records Are 
Broken, ‘Not Damaged’.”

“Cain and Artem” 


(AMKINO) 
At the Cameo 


This is one of those uncertain Rus- 
sian productions which if it has any ap- 
peal at all will be in the Art Theaters 
and for the so-called intelligentsia. It 
is rather a weird, somber thing based 
on the story by Maxim Gorki, scenarized 
and directed by Petrov Bytov. This 
director evidently hails from the same 
school as Eisenstein and has many of 
the touches that made Eisenstein’s di- 
rectorial efforts distinctive. The direc- 
tion in symbolism, a little bit too much 
so for the good of story continuity or 
of character development. 

Just what the director was driving at 
is hard to determine. Cain is a little 
persecuted Jew and Artem a big burly 
longshoreman from the Volga. The lat- 
ter is cruel on account of his strength 
until the Jew saves him from death 
and tries to teach him that he has a 
brain as well as muscle. There is a mar- 
ried woman in the story who loves 
Artem and unable to bear her life with 
her husband commits suicide. Later on 
after Artem has saved the Jew from a 
gang of ruffians the two stand looking 
at the setting sun as Artem cries, “{t is 
going to be a nice day tomorrow,” and 
the Jew answers, “Yes, it will be a sunny 
aay tomcrrow,” as the picture ends. No 
doubt this touch is an added bit to the 
original and is evidently interpolated 
to give the idea that the new day is 
dawning with the coming of the revo- 
lution. 

Nikolai Simonov is excellent in the 
role of Artem, while Emil Gall gives an 
interesting characterization to that of 
Cain, the Jew. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Nothing much to exploit, except 
Gorky and the usual Russian idea.

“Born Reckless” 


(FOX MOVIETONE) 
At the Rory 


Tho by no means perfect in produc- 
tion, Born Reckless is the type of film 
that holds much appeal for most audi- 
ences. It is packed tight with action 
brought about by the merging of those 
often-used subjects, namely, the recent 
war, gangsters. and a nite club. Thus 
it is an attraction that should draw and 
thoroly satisfy loads of men and kids. 
The ladies may not take to the shooting, 
of which there is plenty, but they can't 
help but like the homey situations which 
are injected pleasingly thruout 

It is an adaptation of the popular 
novel, Louis Beretti, by Donald Hender- 
son Clarke. Incidentally, Clarke has 
been a newspaperman and formerly 
worked in the publicity department of 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. The adaptation. 
has been done somewhat poorly, and the 
direction could have also been better 
Tt seems as tho more thought was given 
to the idea of getting in plenty of action 
than to a smooth-running and coherent 
film. John Ford directed. 

Cast is good, with Edmund Lowe hav- 
ing a role that allows him much leeway 
for a good performance and keeps him 
on the screen practically thruout the 
entire picture. He has the part of Louis 
Beretti, and enacts it most understand- 
ingly and real. Then there's Lee Tracy, 
who hasn't much to do but his brief 
appearances are joyous ones. He por- 
trays a newspaper man to perfection. 
Warren Hymer gives a brilliant perform- 
ance as one of the chieftains of the hard- 
boiled gang. A mother role is charming- 
ly wielded by Ferike Boros, with Paul 
Porcasi doing nicely as her husband. 
Also bringing in interesting characteriza- 
tions are Catherine Dale Owen, Mar- 
guerite Churchill, William Harrigan, 
Frank Albertson, Ben Bard, Eddie Grib- 
bon, Paul Page, Mike Donlin, Joe Brown, 
Roy Stewart and Pat Somerset. 

To get to the story, itt has Edmund 
Lowe as the “born reckless” guy head- 
ing a bunch of tough gunmen. They get 
nabbed by the cops for a jewelry job, but 
instead of being sent up the river the 
district attorney gives them the chance 
of serving their country during the 
World War. This was done at the six - 
gestion of Lee Tracy, a reporter. The 
gangsters go over there, serve the coun- 
try well, and soon come marching home. 
Lowe considers going straight, but avows 
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to kill the robber who murdered his 
brother-in-law while Lowe was a fight- 
ing doughboy. 

Lowe has a yen for a sister of his de- 
ceased army buddy, but that flops when 
she introduces him to her soon-to-be 
husband. He sets up a nite club, which 
soon prospers. However, his former gang 
pals are still around him, but he has no 
part in their activities. The payoff 
comes when some of the boys kidnap the 
child of the girl he loved at one time. 
She comes to him for assistance, and he 
sets out to get the kid. He does so, and 
also kills one of the kidnapers, who 
was the murderer of his brother-in-law 
As 9 result of this Lowe has to account 
to his old pal, who led this kidnaping, 
and in this bit the latter gets killed 
while Lowe gets seriously plugged. 
Finish has Lee Tracy holding him saying 
that he will be all right. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Best angle to play up for this film 
would be to make a tieup with the 
book, “Louis Beretti”. Have your 
local book dealers run window dis- 
plays of the book, lend them some 
stills of the film, and provide signs 
advertising that the film is playing 
your house. Then interesting ac- 
tion trailers can be made as well 
as signs bringing out the action 
qualities. Perhaps some moral so- 
cieties might squawk about the 
tendency of the film to have chil- 
dren iook upon criminals in a fa- 
vorable light because there are bits 
in it that show some of them up 
as real guys. If the societies hap- 
pen to make a fuss, it will be good 
newspaper copy anyway.

“In Gay Madrid” 


(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
At The Canitol Theater 

Despite a story that lacks individual- 
ity and rather weak in its screen treat- 
ment, Ramon Novarro, the star of this 
production manages to overstep the 
obstacle of story mediocrity and comes 
thru with an entertaining portrayal 
This production lacks distinction and 
only Novarro’s personality, his voice and 
his popularity with the film fans, par- 
ticularly the feminine ones, will give it 
any degree of success. It is only an 
average program picture. Novarro man- 
ages to sing a couple of lilting melodies 
during its unreeling and it must be said 
that this Spanish youth comes nearer 
in bringing a musical comedy delivery 
to a number than any other player on 
the screen. He has the natural unction 
to put over a number and registers nice. 
ly whenever he turns to song. 

In Gay Madrid is based on Alejandro 
Perez Lugin'’s novel La Casa de la Troya 
(Tie House of Troy). As one might im- 
ply from the title its locale is Spain— 
Madrid and Santiago. In spite of its 
Spanish locale the atmosphere might 
have been that of any American college 
town. The picture lacks conviction of 
an Hispanic locale and the attempt at 
this atmosphere is not aided by the 
affected Oxford accent of the majority 
of the players At the start we find 
Novarro, scion of an honored Spanish 
family, as a gay cavalier enamored of a 
Spanish night club or cabaret enter- 
tainer. After mumerous scandalous 
escapades his father decides to ship him 
off to a small college town to study. 
The town is Santiago, where the people 
are rather provincial. Here the chief 
boarding house for the students is known 
as The House of Troy. Novarro meets 
the daughter of the best friend of his 
father. But the rumor of his lack of 
morals has preceded him and the girl, 
engaged to another student, repulses 
him, believing he is arrogant and con- 
ceited. Soon he has broken down the 
barriers of her coldness and he asks for 
her hand in marriage. Just about this 
time the Spanish cabaret entertainer ar- 
rives on a visit and the jilted chap ap- 
prises the girl's father of the fact that 
Novarro has just left the arms of a dis- 
reputable woman to ask for his daugh- 
ter In marriage. The eirl has a young 
brother, also a college student, who has 
been a boon companion to Novarro Be- 
Meving his house has been dishonored 
he forces Novarro to a duel. Novarro 
shoots into the air, tho he is wounded 
by the boy. The girl arriving first de- 
nounces Novarro and when she sees his 


injury admits she loves him and it all 
ends happily. 

Dorothy Jordan, who appeared with 
Novarro in Devil-May-Care, again has the 
feminine lead opposite him. Miss Jor- 
dan is inclined to too much repression 
during the early sequences, tho she 
works up to an excellent dramatic scene 
near the finish. Lottice Howell, a re- 
cruit from vaudeville, where formerly 
she did a singing act, has little to do 
and doesn't do that little any too well. 
However, there is a youngster in the 
picture, Fred Scott, in the role of the 
brother. who is certainly a comer and 
M-G-M, if the organization has him 
under contract, should groom him for 
leads in plays of adolescent youth. Her- 
bert Clark, recruited from the legitimate 
stage, as the old saying goes, acts all 
over the place. Beryl Mercer and Claud 
King handle their respective roles nicely. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
This picture does not allow for 
any great latitude in original ex- 
ploitation. You might make tie- 
ups with your bookstores and 
libraries to feature “The House 
of Troy” prior to the presentation 
of the picture. There are several 
good song numbers in the produc- 
tion, one of them “Chita”, which 
your music stores might plug and 
you yourself with your house or- 
chestra or organist. Tambourines, 
Spanish shawls and sombreros in 
your lobby would make a colorful 
display. If you have a radio sta- 
tion in your town try and get them 
to plug the song numbers. You 
can boost Novarro, his feminine 
fans will like him in this film, be- 
cause it at least has the glamour 
of romance. Feature romance in

“Mystery at the Villa Rose” 
(JULIUS HAGEN-HENRY EDWARDS) 
At the Cameo 

Based on the novel and stage play, 
titled At the Villa Rose, this turns out 
to be another one of those murder-jewel 
robbery stories, with just a little more 
seriousness given to the exaggerated 


melodramatics than has been the wont 
with these productions in the past few 
months, Running more than 1 hour and 30 
minutes, the picture cou'd be cut to ad- 
vantage and the action speeded up. As 
it is, while it has flashes of interest, it 
is at times so lethargic that it becomes 
almost boring. 


The film was produced in England 
with a cast unknown on this side of the 
water. Then, too, the recording at in- 
tervals is none too good. It must be con- 
sidered, however, that in spite of its 
English production, one of the char- 
acters is supposed to be played with a 
German accent,and numerous others with 
a French accent. This accent, which 
seemed natural to Austin Trevor in the 
role of the detective, Hanaud, was an- 
noying and unintelligible. Most of his 
dialog is wasted. Francis Lister, as one 
or those idiotic Englishmen that can 
only be a product of fiction, did the best 
with a role that under any circumstances 
is a handicap. The women members of 
the cast, including Amy Brandon Thomas, 
Violet Farebrother, Nora Baring and Bar- 
bara Gott, all appeared to better ad- 
vantage in their varicus roles than did 
the male players. 


The picture is the directorial work of 
Leslie Hiscott, and he did the best he 
could with the material that harks back 
to the ten-twent’-thirt’ variety. The story 
deals with the murder of a rich woman 
during a spiritualist seance. The murder 
is committed so the criminals can steal 
her jewels. A fake medium, whom she 
has befriended and practically adopted, is 
suspected. The medium is engaged to a 
young chap who uses every effort to run 
the criminals down. He even secures the 
services of the great French detective, 
Hanaud, who is vacationing near the 
Villa Rose at the time of the murder. 
After the antics of a young English- 
man who imagines he 1s an amateur de- 
tective and threats of vitriol burning if 
the medium does not disclose the where- 
abouts of the jewels the real murderer 
is disclosed in the medium’s fiance. An 
attempt is made at comedy to break the 
strain of the melodramatic, but to little 
avail. 

EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 

There is little to suggest in the 

way of original exploitation on this 
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production. The usual run of #&x- 
ploitation and publicity on offer 
mystery stories would follow}on 
this one. Placards offering rewards 
for the jewel thieves or the r- 
derers of Mrs. Starling might fat- 
tract attention. A descriptior§ of 
the murderer, with a reward ffor 
his apprehension and notificafion 
at the theater, might attract sg@me 
attention.

PARIS, June 7.—After several years 
of success aS a dance orchestra in 
France, Gregor and his Gregorians have 
decided to enter the stage and concert 
field with a 17-piece jazz band composed 
of the leading jazz musicians in France. 
After a tour of France, England and 
other European countries the band hopes 
to show New York and America a real 
French jazz band. 

Unfortunately Gregor made a mistake 
in the publicity campaign with which 
he bombarded Paris before presenting 
his jazz band at the Empire Music Hall 
recently His appropriation of the title, 
“The Premier French Jazz”, ruffied the 
feelings of many of the French critics 
who contend that such bands as that of 
Don Parker, at the Lido, and Fred Mele’s 
Symphonic Jazz preceded him in the 
field and are entitled to their share of 
credit. 

Gregor’s musicians are excellent and 
the organization contains all of the 
necessary elements of a stage band— 
soloists, singers and a clever dancer 
billed as “Jacky”. Gregor, himself, 
dances practically all the time he is di- 
recting his band; in fact, he can hardly 
be credited with conducting his musi- 
cians, who would probably play just as 
well if he faced the audience while do- 
ing his stuff. 

Paris billboards and walls have been 
plastered with huge posters lauding the 
respective merits of Gregor and his 
Gregorians and Jack Hylton and his 
Boys. There has been intense rivalry be- 
tween the two bands and some bad feel- 
ing due to Hylton signing up a star 
member of Gregor’s outfit last season, 
and Gregor recapturing his former ace 
a few weeks ago. 

Gregor’s band opened as headliners at 
the Empire recently with screaming 
posters billing the outfit as the premier 
French jazz and the leading jazz of the 
world. Hylton, whose band was appear- 
ing at the Salle Pleyel, retorted with 
posters announcing “The one and only 
Jack Hylton’. The Paris lithographers 
and billporters are strong for more and 
bigger wars.

We also advocated amateur nights and professional nights, the latter 


specifically, as a means of securing new talent from the.ranks of ama- 
teurs and real talent from the ranks of professionals. Amateur nights, 
as old as the hills, have never been given the serious consideration that 
the contributor of talent warrants, for the reason that the promoters 
planned them to be a burlesque cifcus for the patrons, instead of the 
presentation of carefully selected talent worthy of their careful considera- 
tion and encouragement. 


There are many amateurs who nave given up time, labor and money 
to the study of singing, dancing and musical instrumentalism that would 
welcome the opportunity to appear in amateur contests, that have never 
taken part in these so-called amateur nights, for the reason that they 
take their talent and development seriously; therefore fear the ridicule 
that the promoters encourage from the patrons. Taken seriously amateur 
nights can be made a big asset to any burlesque circuit. 


Professional nights can also be made a big asset by the promoters 
if they reassure the professionals that they are serious in their intent to 
attract new faces and different talent to their circuit. There isn’t a city 
on the circuit in which there isn't professional talent at liberty seeking 
tryouts as applicants for engagements. 


Here, are two suggestions for consideration of the Mutual Burlesque 
Association that may solve the problem of how to obtain new faces and 
different talent for the shows next season Let every house on the 
circuit put on an amateur night, also a professional night, and present 
only those that evidence real talent and ability. Louis Mansback, 
operator, and Mike Joyce, manager of the City Theater and its permanent 
stock company in New York, are putting on professional nights alongs 
logical and practical lines thru the agency of Harry Carlin. Professionals 
in New York have responded weekly, with the result that several of them 
have been given lucrative engarements as members of the cast or as sing- 
ing, dancing or musical-instrument specialists. 


These professionals, presented in a professional manner, have not 
only made good in their respective roles, but attracted the attention of 
other producers, agents and scouts for talent, thereby promoting their 
personal interests, likewise the interest of the promoters of the plan, by 
an increase in profitable patronage.

It was in this same hall 
that the Moore & Burgess Minstrels 
started, July, 1869, and ran till April 9, 
1904, when the building was pulled down 
to make way for a hotel.” Riley is at 
the Flanders Hotel, New York, and is 
always glad to meet his old minstrel 
friends.

Since spring tryouts are at their 
height at the moment and try-out con- 
tracts are in considerable use, it may 
be of some value to Equity members to 
point out that these contracts just cut 
in half all the conditions of the stand- 
ard minimum contracts. 

So rehearsal time, guaranteed employ- 
ment, probationary period and notices 
are all just one-half of those ordinarily 
required. None of them has been 
omitted—all have been reduced. 


Mrs. Delmaine’s Death Big Loss 


It is with great regret that the Actors’ 
Equity Association announces the death 
of Mrs. Ruth Delmaine, for nearly nine 
years Kansas City representative of the 
association, which occurred on Thursday, 
May 29. 

During the season of 1919-'20 Equity 
learned from sources, which appeared to 
be reliable, that the Producing Man- 
agers’ Association, alarmed by the news 
it had received of Equity’s new policy 
(sometimes referred to as Equity Shop 
or the Equity Pclicy), was planning to 
recruit a group of tested and capable 
actors recruited from the stock actors 
of the country, planted under cover and 
signed up on long-term, guaranteed 
strike-proof contracts. Then if Equity 
called for another walkout, such as had 
crippled the theaters in 1919, the man- 
agers could whistle up their reserves 
and the rebel actors could sue for mercy 
or starve, impotent to harm their erst- 
while employers. 

These plans were so circumstantially 
reported and so well corroborated by 
other evidence that Equity determined 
to make a survey of the stock companies 
and the tent repertory shows in the 
Middle West. 

To that end Berton Churchill made a 


special trip to Chicago in September, 
1920, and after an intensive survey re- 
ported back to the council on October 8. 
Only about one-fifth of the actors in 
those fields were then organized, Mr. 
Churchill said, and they were inclined 
to be resentful of the Equity Policy 


being declared in effect three years be- 


fore the Broadway actors, whom they 
considered responsible for it, could be 
affected Mr. Churchill recommended 
the appointment of two organizers, one 


to cover the Middle West and the other 


the Pacific Coast, 

One week later the council, which had 
been searching about for the proper 
persons to serve in this capacity, ap- 
pointed W. Frank and Ruth Delmaine 
to serve in the Middle West. 

So began the association which con- 


tinued until it was interrupted by death. 
For the most part Mrs. Delmaine (who 
bore the title of Kansas City representa- 
tive) remained in the Kansas City office, 
while Mr. Delmaine covered the field, 


visiting and checking companies, inves- 
tigating complaints and observing con- 
caitions. They worked well together and 
were exceedingly valuable to Equity be- 
cause of their long and intimate asso- 
ciation with and knowledge of tent 
repertoire conditions, managers and 
players, 

Equity offers its deepest sympathy 
and most sincere condolences to Mr. 
Delmaine and to the members of their 
families. 


That Abie Again! 


W. Prank Delmaine reports that the 
Abie’s Irish Rose Company, which is 
under the management of E. A. Harring- 
ton, is the first one-night-stand tent 
show to be 100 per cent Equity. You 
just can’t seem to keep that Abie from 
making records. 


Memorial Clock 


Edward J. Connelly, an original mem- 
ber of the Actors’ Equity Association, 
who served for some time on its council, 
died in Hollywood, where motion picture 
work had taken him on November 20, 
1928. 

His widow, Annie Virginia Connelly, 
has presented to the Hollywood Ceme- 
tery, in which he lies buried, a memorial 
clock, which was dedicated at the Holly- 
wood Chapel, on Santa Monica, on May 
30 last. 

The clock will stand on a con- 
Siderable eminence, visible from the 
boulevard which passes the cemetery, 
and being illuminated will serve the 
motorists who use that road both by 
day and night. Once wound and set, it 
is reported that the clock will need no 
further attention for another 50 years. 

As far as Equity knows, this is the 
first time a memorial clock has ever 
been given for an actor. 


From the Audience 


Selective audiences may be no more 
than a pleasant vision to a theater, 
which at this season of the year is 
interested only in securing an audience. 
Nevertheless, this editorial, written by 
Margaret Wentworth for The Church 
and Drama Bulletin, will probably be 
of interest to the entire theatrical pro- 
fession as well, 

“A whimsical speaker at the Drama 
convention,” wrote Miss Wentworth, 
“said: ‘Some people ought not to be 
allowed to go to the theater; they have 
so little to contribute when they get 
there.’ 

“The idea will probably be a new one 
to most of us; having given our money 
for tickets, what else should we give? 

“The first contribution is negative 
and is no more than courtesy demands 
of us in every assembly; not to annoy 
others. I hope and believe, in spite of 
apparent evidence to the contrary, that 


the time will come when people will 
arrive promptly, will refrain from mak- 
ing unnecessary noise while the curtain 
is up, will remain til] it descends and 
will be as considerate as possible about 
climbing over their neighbors and being 
climbed over in turn. I am even op- 
timistic enough to hope that theaters 
will be built so as to provide for a 
decent space for this inevitable passing. 

“The second contribution is what the 
speaker had in mind: our response to 
the play. Have you ever had the ill 
fortune to sit by a person whose face 
seems frozen, who regards everything 
with the eyes of a boiled fish? Never 
a smile, a tear or a frown; never a flash 
of the eye nor a quirk of the mouth? 
If you have I'll wager that par- 
ticular play was spoiled for you. 
Or if you have made a mistake in the 
choice of a play—a thing we all do 
sometimes—and the friend has shown 
all too plainly boredom or disapproval; 
there’s another evening gone wrong, 

“Have you ever attended the play 
where the majority of the audience were 
children? There's a house to play to! 
Their enthusiasm, their joy, their 
readiness to make-believe! The theater 
asks of us a childlike spirit, a willing- 
ness to enter into the game.” 

All we can say to Miss Wentworth is: 


“Good hunting in your quest for such: 


audiences. We'd like nothing better 
than the opportunity to work before 
them.”

N HAVING Section B of the proposed Uniform 

Vehicle Code deleted, the Circus Fans’ Associa- 

tion has rendered a tremendous service to the 
circuses of this country. What the future holds 
is entirely in the hands of the individual circus 
owners. It is up to them to see to it that the bill 
receives the necessary support when it is presented 
to the various Szate Legislatures this fall. 

Altho we realize the fact that the Circus Fans’ 
Association is in promoting the 
interests of the circus and that it was well within

its rights when it proposed an amendment reading: 
“Except that trucks, 
motorized or railroad circus, bearing license plates 
as provided in Section B, paragraph ‘a’ above, may 
operate such vehicles as provided in paragraph ‘a’ 
referred to,” we are glad, nevertheless, that the 
committee decided to delete the objectionable para- 
graph as a whole rather than accept the proposed 
amendment. 

it is clear to us that while the acceptance of 
the above quoted sentence would have given ample 
protection to the circuses, it would have left the 
other branches of the outdoor show business out 
in the cold. What about the carnivals, the tent 
shows and other caravans? Should they de forced 
to iabor under an unjust license burden while the 
circuses gain relief? We congratulate the conference 
on the sense of fairness and good jucgment that 
prompted its action. 

We love the circus and we are heart and soul 
behind any and every attempt to make its way 
easier. But we have an equal attachment for the 
carnival, the tent shows and, indeed, all other 
branches of the business. Their right to live is

They should live up to the letter of 
the law, because by so doing they are supporting 
an experiment, the outcome of which will be watched 
by every professional, no matter in what branch 
of the business. Success for Equity in its dealings 
with the agents means that in due time similar re- 
forms will come in other fields.

excellence of the Sparks program, I don't 
know what he would like for a _ perform- 
ance, when some of the best acts in the 


country were presented.

Criticizes Butler Article

Thanks for “The Forum”. “Circuses—For- 
ward March!”", by the self-confessed ‘‘special 
feature press representative’ of Ringling 
Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Circus; a page of 
Ken in the May 10 issue of The Billboard, 
which invites a frank discussion. G. R. 
Spencer, in the May 24 issue, frankly voices 
his opinion of how Sparks Circus has 
“marched forward’’ since ownership and 
management changed. The writer has not 
seen the Sparks Show since 1925, therefore 
not competent to make comparisons. But, 
having been closely identified with circuses 
and their advertising 50 years, and familiar 
with facts pertaining to the first season of 
circus experience by Mr. Butler and his en- 
gagements ir the publicity department of 
Sparks Circus and the Ringling-Barnum 
Show 1922 to 1930—eight seasons, count 'em— 
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872, Cincinnati, O.

I feel justified in saying that the “special 
feature press representative’ is in reality a 
modernized messenger boy, who carries a 
brief-case assortment of prepared press 
sheets and mats of the show's features to 


the editorial departments of the various 
newspapers; throws plenty of “bull’ about 
his able service in editorial work on The 


Boston Globe or New Bedford Standard; 
uses the maximum limit of press tickets, 
takes the amusement editor out to lunch, and 
gets the usual liberal allowance of stories 
and pictures that the show would get any- 
how on its reputation as the “Greatest on 
Earth”. 


Mr. Butler, with his “Forward March” 
propaganda, attempts corrective education to 
such changes as would destroy the fascinat- 
ing features of circus advertising, eliminate 
the competitive thrills which excite public 
interest, convert circusdom into a chain- 
store system of sameness and routine in 
management, equipment and performance as 
to change it from the recognized favorite 
amusement institution of America, since John 
Ricketts gave Boston its first equestrian ex- 
hibition in 1795, to a commonplace amuse- 
ment in the daily dozeny along with movies, 
chautauquas and carnivals. Advocating ‘‘im- 
proved posters’, Mr. Butler tells us that it 
is “not necessary for circuses to follow 
tradition to the extent of advertising with 
bills of riotous clashing colors; recklessly 
thrown-together conglomerations of conflict- 
ing detail.” He says that for generations 
the supervision of circus printing has been 
in the hands of men who, while capable in 
directing the billing of a circus, have been 
seldom fitted either by training or instinct 
to handle problems in which design, color 
or pictorial composition are Involved. 


Well, perhaps the expert, high-salaried 
artists employed by the Courier Show Print- 
ing Company, of Buffalo, N. Y.; Strowbridge, 
Russell & Morgan and Donaldson, of Cincin- 
nati, and National Printing and Engraving 
Company, of Chicago, were not the bean- 
eating kind of poster designers or the 
painters of Rubens; they were, however, the 
originators of the thousands of special posters 
used to advertise every successful circus in 
America. It was the magnetic influence of 
these intelligently designed posters, depicting 
every phase of circus and menagerie attrac- 
tion, that drew millions of patrons to see 
the dazzling splendors in street parade and 
enjoy the wholesome, well-balanced circus 
performance of our circus history builders. 
It was the “conglomeration of riotous, clash- 
ing colors’ in these same posters which 
helped establish the circus titles now such 
a valuable asset in the ownership and opera- 
tion of the six big circuses under Ringling 
management.

Carnival Advertising 


Editor The Billboard: 

Understand I am not in the show business, 
and never have been. I am in an entirely 
different line, but it is astounding to me 
that there is not more business attached to 
shows, especially carnivals. 

It’s plain facts that people WANT CAR- 
NIVALS attested by their patronage in spite 
of their sameness—often dirty—as to per- 
sonnel and equipment. It seems to me that 
some of them “‘try to hide the fact they are 
in town” rather than letting the town know 
about it. 

Recently the Pacific States-Kline Shows 
played on two lots here and were on each 
lot for two weeks. They have a big out- 
fit, and I am sure it is expensive to operate 
and move. Yet the down-town billing con- 
sisted of a few tack cards and a few window 
cards. On changing their location the same 
style card was used with a-different location 
and date in small type. How can they 
expect to get business this way? Naturally 
the first card lost its effectiveness when the 
first week and location was played. 

I will admit that they used a small 
amount of local newspaper publicity, and the 
papers were more than fair with the write- 
ups, BUT there is an average of about 1,000 
cars a day passing back and forth from 
California and points east over Highway 80, 


and then consider the large number of young 
people who nightly “drive into town” often 
from distances up to 50 or more miles—all 
eager for some entertainment. About the 
only way they knew the show was here was 
by accidentally driving by the lot. 

THEN consider that 65 per cent of this 
town is Spanish, half of which cannot speak 
English. If there was a single card or 
lithograph in Spanish I failed to see it, and 
I am about town pretty much. I am not 
known to the Kline people and do not know 
any person connected with the show, but I 
understand they complained of the business 
here. If this is true, they should look into 
their own organization—for there was where 
the biggest part of the fault lay. 

I presume that I should not be worrying 
myself over a situation that apparently does 
not worry them, but I do enjoy carnivals and 
know that the better the patronage the 
better the carnivals will (or should) be.

Play Agent 
Editor The Billboard: 
Please understand that I do not hold The 
Billboard responsible for what Charles Crouch 
wrote in the issue of May 24 under the 


heading “From Out Front’, but will you 
kindly give me space to reply to him? 

In his first paragraph: “. Plays ac- 
cepted by these play agencies are read 


slowly and then circulated at random among 
the various play producers.’ Very well, sup- 
pose this is true. What guarantee have we 
that any central clearing house for plays, 
authors’ league or otherwise sponsored would 
speed matters any? Isn’t a play reader 
hired by a central clearing house the same 
sort of vegetable as the one hired by any- 
one else? If not, what would cause a change? 

As for the “. . frantic . . search for 
new plays on the part of producers — 
that is sausage, just plain fat sausage. If 
Mr. Crouch were to mention the frantic 
search for someone’s money to use in a pro- 
duction I might say he writes the truth, 


but the frantic hunt for plays? Let's get 
some new jokes. 
Mr. Crouch seems to think that play 


agents demand too much for their services; 
well, perhaps they do. I wouldn’t mind 
finding one that was quite cheap, BUT when 
he says that “. agent, whose actual 
service often amounts to nothing more than 
sending an office boy out to deliver a manu- 
script to a producer’s office,” then he is 
whistling thru last year’s Bangkok. If that 
is all that were necessary! Just one office 
boy! Just one manuscript! Just one trip! 
My eye, but someone should pull in his ears! 
What is not thought of in this connection, or 
if thought of lightly dismissed, is that agents 
will work for authors for years and years 
without a recompensing penny, using their 
time, energies and money for office expenses 
and so forth, and they have a right to collect 
something for this. Maybe some of them 
are veritable ghouls and should be curtailed 
in their gougings. It may also be that all 
of them collect more than they should, but 


they DO perform a most useful function 
and any service is worth a price. 
If author’s agents say that “. most 


managers do not knuw what they want and 
must be sold an idea,” then I am satisfied 
the agents know what they are talking about. 
I’m standing up on my hind legs right now 
and telling these ‘“Benighted’’ States the 
same thing, ard I've got a stack of letters 
here in our shanty in the woods that will 
convince any human of ordinary intelligence 
of this truth. It is not the play that counts, 
but salesmanship every time. And if “. e 
the fact is, that a good play will sell itself’ 
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is true, then it is likewise true that yesterday 
was tomorrow noon. Let us look thru theat- 
rical history and find out how many weeks, 
months and years some of our “good” plays 
were shoved from office to office without 
“selling themselves’’. 


Now we come to this: “. and if a 
producer doesn’t know what he wants he 
obviously belongs anywhere but in the busi- 
ness of producing plays.” Oh, yeah! Most 
assuredly yes and all the rest of it! But 
listen, my children, he IS in the producing 
business, and how are we going to put him 
out of it? There are musicians who obvi- 
ously belong in tanneries, statesmen who 
obviously belong in schools—but who will put 
them there? “. . a very simple and 
direct contact between authors and legitimate 
managers is imperative,” writes Mr. Crouch. 
Well, all one needs to do is send them a 
play or plays, isn’t that simple and direct 
enough? They will read it, and if what you 
send in is at all worth while they will likely 
ASK you to send in something else if what 
you have sent does not “appeal at the mo- 
ment’. We have a stack of letters (the same 
stack) which will prove this. But managers 
and their staffs are lax in their work, de- 
lays mean nothing to them—let the author 
worry is their slogan But an agent in 
New York can and does jog Mr. Producer’s 
memory if he keeps a manuscript too ever- 
lastingly long. They won't ignore an agent’s 
personal reminder as they might your letter, 
because some day this very agent might 
have the very play this office might want— 
See it? So they do—these agents—earn some 
of their salt. Another item is that an agent 
can—and often will—convince a producer of 
the goodness of a play which his play reader 
“muffed” entirely. If the play.has been 
sent in by an author it is simply returned 
and there is an end of the matter. 


I used the phrase “appeal at the moment’’ 
in the last paragraph. Mark this phrase 
well! Play producers are creatures of whims. 
Today they might want thus-and-so, next 
week it will be this-and-that. If an author 
happens to send in a thus-and-so when a 
producer wants a this-and-that you can see 
the result. Yes, I thought you could. But 
a play agent on the spot can somehow ferret 
out these managerial whimsies and can 
offer a what's this at the time it is being 
wanted. 


It is quite possible that ‘*. . play agents 
‘ merits are vastly overestimated,” and 
that they are “. . but a cog in the wheel 
of theatrical progress,” but I hold that 
they perform a very useful function, hence 
are a necessary cog. 


In closing let me say I am not a play 
agent. I have never admired the habit some 
writers have of fashioning a straw man 
and then valiantly knocking the stuffing out 
of the poor dummy. There are enough real 


menaces in the theater without tilting at 
windmills. Hence my lengthy protest.

Unquestionably there is much truth 
in the above letter. Play agents or 
brokers certainly have a place in the 
theater and offer a service of value. We 
believe, however, that Mr. Crouch did 
not take issue with play agents as a 
whole, but rather .with some of the 
abuses that infect the business.—Ed.

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HE motion picture moves in more ways 
than one. It moves toward more com- 
pound forms. It moves toward more 
serious subject Matter. It moves toward 
a logic all its own. It moves toward new 
centers. Altho the talking picture or 

audible film came into its present dominance before 
the simple cinema or Silent film had entirely ful- 
filled itself, the prematurity is not a contradiction 
of the film's natural evolution. The film evolves 
toward compound structures: sound color, depth 
and spatially free limits. Painters, sculptors, writers 
and photographers have tried to wed their different 
forms, but have not succeeded. The theater has 
been moving toward the movie this last quarter 
century. But the motion picture, the Most intensi- 
fied, most concentrated, most direct and enveloping 
of mediums now takes unto itself rightly these com- 
pourcings. The film came into the world to realize 
for mankind the desire to unify the senses in a single 
vehicle of art. : 

As yet the talkie is not the compound sound- 
sight unit the film will evolve. It is a mechanical 
substitute for the theater, with modifications en- 
abled by the virtuosities of the cinema. These 
modifications—angles, multiple exposures, simul- 
tarmeous record Of diverse sounds, image in harmony 
with utterance, etc-—are more than devices of a 
moment, they are the pivots of the structural 
rhythm of the sound-sight film. Here in America 
this has not yet been recognized. The movie makers 
went into the new thing with much displeasure, an 
expedient—and they made no plans, they thought 
out no method. (Nothing but the pell-mell haste 
has delayed the invention 2f a silent camera.) The 
only film I have seen as yet which evinces even the 
least preconception of constructing a sound-sight 
picture is the British Blackmail, an innocent and 
pointless thing in itself, but sensible of this first 
meed. The most thcro understanding among di- 
rectorial creators is exhibited in the manifesto on 
the sound film written by the Russians, Eisenstein, 
Pudovkin and Alexandrov. 


Sees Progress in Russia 


Indeed, tho facing the charge of lack of patriotism, 
I must start off by saying the progress of the motion 
picture will come, not from the West, but from the 
East, from Russia, already producing by far the best 
films in the world, and Japan. The American movie 
lacks the intelligence to carry itself to its logical 
culmination. Take, for instance, the various devices 
initiated by Griffith: closeup, flashback, etc. How 
far have we gone in the establishment of these de- 
vices? A closeup remains a spotlight, Just as Grif- 
fith first used it in The Mender of Nets some 20 
years ago. And the flashback—have we seen it as 
the basis of the structure of the film? What is 
continuity in the American stage? What is the prac- 
tice of cutting? What about the angle shot? We use 


them literally, matter-of-factly, bluntly, un- 
rhythmically, mnonstructurally, spasmodically and 
melodramatically. The Russians, studying the films 


of the Americans—D. W. Griffith and Tod Browning— 
saw at once that what we call just cutting—a mcre 
scissors Operation—was THE method of the motion 
picture In that masterful film, Storm Over Asia, 
directed by the eminent Pudovkin, we recognize the 
ultimate expression of the American technique, of 
Griffith and the “Westerns”, a technique that had to 
leave its native bourne to grow up. 

The principle of “montage”, or mounting, def- 
initely established by the Russians, is the basis of 
film construction. But until the Russians clarified 
and put it down in black and white it was nothing 
more than a physical operation after the shooting 


was over. The Russians call the term “shooting” a 
misnomer A film is preplanned, preconstructed; 
even the final arrangement in the laboratory is 


foreseen in the scenaric. This is the truest artistic 
discipline. By the standard of this discipline films 
we rate as “A-1" become sloppy, maudlin, disor- 
ganized affairs, viz.: Hallelujah. 


Propaganda and the Films 


But what really inspired the Russians’ The need 
for carrying over social ideas. It is easy to call these 
idéas propzganda. But what is a film like The Cock- 
Eyed World if not propaganda, in the end, for the 
marines? It all depends cn the intelligence of the 
propaganda, on the conviction with which it is urged, 
on the explicitness of the criticism contained in it 
and on the inferences it embvdies. The Russians 
were impelled by the need to convey thoro-going 
beliefs. The need now extends itself into the 
domains of “reflection”. The movie has been literal, 
physical and muscular since its inception, Griffith, 
in America, and Gance, in France, brought into the 
movie what they thought was poetry, but what was 
really doggerel sentimentalism; they supposed they 
were philosophic when they were proverbial and plati- 
tudinou: But they did make efforts to lift the 
movie from the blunt and unimaginative to more 
speculative realms. Since these we have had the 
profound Swedish film of the golden age of Seastrom 
and Stiller, that majestic and intellectual master- 
piece, The Passion of Joan of Arc, the classic fore- 
runner of the philosophic film of the future, and the 
last films by the Russians, Eisenstein and Dovzhenko. 
In The Old and the New, The General Line and 
Arsenal we enter the new Russian kino, where emo- 
tionaliy moving content is made heroic by a con- 
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templative mind. Arsenal carries Russian montage 
forward into a new logic of cinema, where images 
not directly sequential alternate and construct a 
unified experience of tremendous force. The Ameri- 
cans, trained in the old child's tale or obvious 
“meller” logic, are confused by these alternations, 
but they will need to train themselves to understand 
such seeming illogic, for the future film will not be 
the process of words on a printed page. It will 
possess its own logic. 


Must Cease Babbling 


This evolution toward the critical content and a 
purer logic of cinema, how does it meet with the 
evolution toward extending the material cinema? It 
meets with this extension head on. The talkie must 
cease its babbling, it must become a thing of 
structure. Words have a two-fold nature, as symbols 
and as sounds. The sound will be used to carry the 
symbol. But the symbol is not isolated, it is related 
to other symbols of sound and sight. Meaning do 
words alone convey meanings? There are such ex- 
plosive sounds as “Ouch!” Uttered at a moment of 
anguish, who from Spitzgbergen to Tierra del Fuego 
would not get it? By the way, the only performer in 
America who uses the talkie this way is Harry Lang- 
don. Verbal meanings are conveyed by non-verbal 
sounds. The garrulous saxophone is a handy ex- 
ample. “Babe” Cox, in the Negro revue, Hot Choco- 
lates, suggests all sorts of love nuances, frustrations 
and hopes and poutings by sounds sung to a vocal 
mood. Do you recall the clowns, The Love Birds, who 
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carried on an amorous converse by whistles only? 
Intonation and the reference of the sound to the 
action explain the sound. But we go farther: the 
pitch of the film must be maintained, just as the 
quality of the lighting is. Monotone is a clue. We 
go still farther and investigate philology. The de- 
mand of the new logic and the deeper meaning of 
the motion picture make it necessary that we 
squeeze speech-as-utterance for its greatest beauty 
and its contribution to the structure of the film. 


Most Complicated Medium 


This may sound complicated, but the problems of 
the evolving film are the problems of the most 
complicated medium of art man has yet experienced. 
These problems will not be solved by laboratories 
nor by sound engineers, altho these must participate 
in the solution; the pilot toward solution is the 
creative artist, the aesthetic enginecr, who must 
know all the arts, possess an instinct for and knowl- 
edge of language, be scientific in his researches and 
philosophic in his point of view—add them all to- 
gether you get the new director, the synthetic genius 
of the compound motion picture. 

I have mentioned Japan as a new and vital pro- 
duction center. Today Nippon produces more films 
than any other nation in the world. She has a rich 
tradition in the theater. Her theater is stylized and 
severe, controlled and rhythmic and not literal. Its 
structure of sound-and-sight relates directly to the 
compound film. The animated rice-paper films are 
the best of the animated pictures. And as Eisenstein 
has indicated, the very language of Japan is pictorial. 
The Japs are a picture-minded people, and more: a 
motion picture-minded people. They have shown 
themselves to be among the best photographers and 
cinematographers in the world. When the West 
came to Japan in the 19th Century, it released in the 
flowery kingdom a great creative energy. Shortly 
another force will release the even profounder 
energies of the land, and the motion picture there 
will be proptliled to the heights toward which it is 
moving, checked momentarily by an inimical feudal 
society and aristocratic attitude which disdains a 
mass art. 

But in this evolution, what of America? 
implied that the sole land to have

legendary and mythological cinema will not produce 
a great artistic movie? If so, it is a fallacious im- 
plication. The American movie has been and re- 
mains at base a very healthy folk expression, if we 
think more of the treatment than of the subject 


matter. But the American movie is still rudimentary, 
save in a few imstances of farcical comedy, like 
Hands Up. It will remain rudimentary until the 


force of the maturing American mind lifts it above 
the ground. That force is not far away, if the 
social evidences are appraised correctly. The ske)- 
ticism that tends to deflate spurious values like 
“prosperity”, the increasing decisiveness of a critical 
working class, the search for more satisfying answers 
to the social riddle, point to this growth out of 
blancdness and naivity, which makes an American 
film charming sometimes, but meaningless. The 
charm must become structural beauty, and it must 
be wise and less wisecracking. The energies of the 
American land are terrific, unexploited strength and 
magnificence. They sometimes flicker in, but quickly 
out, of a moving picture: but when they are allowed 
their full expression they will become permanent 
structures, and then artistic history will be made. 


Intelligence and Devotion 


Without thoro intelligence and a zealous devo- 
tion to the art, not even the mechanisms of the 
cinema can be fully developed. What are these 
mechanisms which will make new categories of the 
motion picture? Color, fluid color three 
dimensions—yes, I know that there can be only an 
effect of a third dimension, otherwise why were we 
blessed with two eyes, but, I see the eventual 
depth-film in the invention of spatial projection, 
movies in space, not on a screen, films moving upon 
the audience, enveloping it. Fantastic? In Studio 
28, in Paris, side-wall stills were projected. At the 
Paramount. in New York, stills are run around *th« 
theater interior, the movie moves from an upper 
corner of the backdrop to the screen central—the 
mobile projector 

As the critical mind begins to enter the American 
movie, the literal subject-matter, symptomatic of the 
iowest level of literature and the ‘lowest level of 
social indifference, will give way to a more analytical 
content. The 1, 2, 3 simplicity will be modified, and 
what are now occasional devices used merely for 
effect will become the steel framework for the idea. 
There will undoubtedly be a shift from the vested 
interests of Hollywood, a circle feeding ideologically 
upon itself, lesrning about life from its own fictions, 
to the critical centers of America, New York and 
elsewhere. It is part of the health of the Russian 
film that it has a number of concentration points 
instead of one. Astoria is but a branch of Holly- 
wood, 

The courageous critical mind first expresses itse’f 
as an .ndependent amateur, or it joins with others, 
as in Furope, for film presentation: the Film Socie*: 
of London, Filmliga of Hollamt, Film League of Den- 
mark, film clubs of Spain, Aisace, Switzerland, North 
Africa, South America, etc. These organizations o 
individuals supported by them enter into production 
An international distribution and production unit 
is formed; there is exchange. The clubs become too 
effete, they have ro basis. Sooner or later a union 
is made between intellectua! and artisan, as in the 


Workers’ Film Society of England and the Film 
League of Holland. Such coalition is starting in 
America. It may seem insignificant in a land so 


completely Hollywood-dominated as the U. S. A. 
But the insignificant can become a determinant, and 
even Hollywocd may be obliged to answer to its de- 
mands. These non-lucrative societies are not to be 
confused with the now almost defunct arties. They 
both have common historical origins in the post- 
war clubs of Paris, but whereas the artie has been 
run, in America especially, mainly by crude and pre- 
tentious men of questionable integrity, the leaders 
of the clubs have been wholehearted and seldon. 
ulterior. 


Amateur Film Movement 


Nor is the amateur film movoament to be dis- 
counted. In most instances, of course, the amateurs 
are frivolous, but there are independent promises 
which may some day reveal themselves as a collective 
force. In fact, I should say that, despite bribes of 
Hollywood—which cannot continue indefinitely—the 
amateur film maker may ultimately be more im- 
portant here than in Europe, because of the very 
sharp distinction we make here between the amateur 
and the professional. In France, for instance, it is 
sometimes very difficult to define the status of a 
young independent film creator. 

On the side of mechanisms we have such dubious 
threats as the tactile film, “the film you love to 
touch”, and the olfactory film, the “smellie”. If this 
latter sounds highly grotesque, let me remind you 
that in France a play was Once presented which was 
an “orchestration of colcrs, movements, words, music 
and perfumes”, and that in 1917 our own Douglas 
Fairbanks wrote upon its possibilities, which I for 
one think would be impediments and_ gross 
attacks upon the passive audience. There is much 
more to look forward to in the enlerged film, which 
brings the movie's receptive instrument back to Its 
first days. I hope that the grand screen will not 
forget the rudimentary mobile uses to which it was

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Invisible Lighting for the Theater 


3 | NVISIBLE lighting, which during the past 
EES few years has been used for producing 
f spectacular glowing effects on the dark- 
«é ened stage, is gradually becoming a 
a standard lighting unit in the modern 
theater. The vast possibilities of this new 
lighting medium. however, will not be exploited to 
the fullest extent until the technic of invisible 
lighting is better understood. 

This invisible light is nothing more than a part 
of the ultra-violet ray, which is so broadly used for 
curative purposes, and serves to acquire a home tan 
on the skin. For invisible lighting purposes, how- 
ever, Only the so-called long wave ultra-violet rays 
are utilized, whereas the short waves, which produce 
the sunburn, are eliminated. 

To obtain the invisible light necessary for the 
spectacular light effects, all that is necessary is to 
place a special ultra-violet glass screen in front of 
any white Nght source. White light contains besides 
all the colors of the spectrum also a certain amount 
of the invisible ultra-violet rays. The glass bulb 
of the mazda lamp, or the lens of the arc light. 
absorbs the shorter waves of the ultra-violet rays. 
The u.-v. glass then absorbs all the visible light, 
passing thru only these invisible u.-v. rays. 


U. V. GLASS SCREENS 


The u.-v. glass screens are densely colored purple 
giasses of a special composition, the standard size 
being 614x614 inches large and about one-quarter 
inch thick. The regular u.-v. glasses are susceptibic 
to heat and to avoid breakage they generally are used 
with a vater cooler that holds the screen and slides 
in the grooves of the spotlight. There are, however, 
special heat-resisting u.-v. glasses that can be used 
without the cooler in front of mazda spotlights. 
These are held in metallic-color frames, the sane 
way as gelatin slides. Care should be taken that 
the frame holding the screen is sufficiently bu'ged 
to allow for expansion, else the glass may crack. 
With carbon arc lights it is always advisable to use 
the water cooler. Larger screens are made by buil- 
ing frames to hold four of the glasses in front of 
ficodlights, and special adapters hod the slides on 
small baby spots or larger are lights. The u.-v. 
glasses also are available now as roundels which are 
used in 100 and 200-watt reflectors. 

Standard stage light equipment serves as source 
for the invisible u.-v. light. Since the brilliancy cf 
the effects is in proportion with the intensity of the 
u.-v. lighting, extreme brilliancies are obtained by 
simply increasing the strength of the invisible light. 
Recognition of this principle by Mr. Rothafel en- 
abled him to present at the Roxy Theater a most 
beautiful ballet with such brilllancy of glowing 
colors that it kept the audience spellbound thruout 
the performance and has been justly described as one 
of the prettiest numbers ever staged here. 

It is not possible to give definite data that will! 
indicate how to illuminate sceneries or produce 
certain effects with invisible lighting. By the very 
nature of this illumination, each case has to be con- 
sidered by itself and the best that can be done is 
to lay down certain principles which should be foi- 
lowed and give some illustrations of illumination 
that have proven satisfactory. 


Carbon Are Spots 


Carbon are spots are the only satisfactory units 
for ilumination at greater distances. A high-pow- 
ered are light in the booth will flood a large stage 
with invisible u.-v. light, but the intensity of illumi- 
nation will not be strong enough to produce brilliant 
effects. A 75-amp. spot set for a circle of abovt 15 
feet in diameter gives good illumination for that area 
and three or four of these spots will cover the width 
of an average stage. For single acts or small groups, 
an are light focused on a circle of 10 feet in diaineter 
will produce high brilliancy, and the. glow of colors 
will increase immensely if the spot is drawn to a 
still smaller circle. By removing the condenser 
lens from are lights and placing the lamps in the 
wings, the whole stage can be flooded with intense 
uv. light. 

Mazda spotlights should not be used at great 
distar.ces, but will work satisfactorily if located on 
the stage or a near balcony. A 1,000-watt mazda spot 
will give medium illumination for a circle of about 
8 feet in diameter. With a larger size bulb or mirror 
reflector behind the bulb, the intensity of illumina- 
tion can be increased considerably, or a larger area 
covered with the same intensity of u.-v. light. For 
mystery plays the mazda spots are fastened to the 
border-light batten, the number of lights depending 
on the area covered by ghostly appearances. The 
outdoor floodlight with a large mirror reflector will 
furnish a beam of light that can be thrown efficient- 
ly from medfum distances. With a 1,500-watt bulb 
it will give fair illumination on a circle of about 
12 feet in diameter and is useful for illuminating 
backcrops or groups on the stage. 

Orcinary flood «nd bunchlights with frames hold. 
ing four u.-v. screens are good units for illuminating 
sceneries or groups at a distance of 10 to 15 feet. 

The invisible u.-v. light waves follow the same 
optical laws as those of the visible light. They are 
condensed with a lens and are reflected from a 
mirror. Other surfaces reflect the rays in proportion 
with she reflection coefficient of the surface while 
black materia’s completely absorb them. 

The quantity of u.-v. light contained in the light 
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source depends from the type of the lamp. The 
highest percentage is obtained from the mercury arc 
vapor lamp. Next in intensity is the carbon arc 
light, in which the proportion of u.-v. light can be 
increased by using special u.-v. carbons. Mazda 
filament lamps have a smaller percentage of u.-v. 
light, which is relatively higher in the concentrated 
filament lamps than in the ordinary bulbs. 

The intensity of u.-v. illumination from a single 
source of light involves the same factors as that of 
regular lighting. The intensity obtained from a 
spotlight is in reverse proportion with the square 
of the diameter of the circle thrown by it and that 
from a floodlight, jn revefse proportion with the 
square of the distante from the lamp to the object. 
It therefore follows that if several spotlights are 
used to illuminate a given area, it is far more 
efficient to. cover the stage in sections with each 
spotlight separately, than flooding it with all of 
them. Floodlights, on the other hand, must be 
placed as near as possible to the object of illumina- 
tion, as their efficiency decreases considerably with 
the distance. 

Baby spotlights in the foots are helpful in addi- 
tion to side and front illumination, but are not 
strong enough by themselves, except for special 
effects or when used in small halls. 


Uniformly Distributed 


Where the stage is equipped with individual re- 
flector-type foot or border lights, the roundels can 
be replaced with u.-v. glass roundels. This illumi- 
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nation furnishes a uniformly distributed u.-v. light 
and may become a very satisfactory u.-v. lighting 
unit. 

The newly developed mercury vapor lamp with 
a u.-v. glass tube produces great brilliancy of effects 
within a distance of about 15 feet. Placed in the 
foots and hung from the borders, the who'e stage 
can be flooded with a very intense u.-v. light. While 
it is very efficient as a stationary unit, it is not 
prattical enough for transportation. 


Glowing light effects produced with invisible 
u.-v. lighting are obtained by painting the costumes 
and decorations with u.-v. colors which are sensitive 
to the u.-v. light. The u.-v. colors are not the 
luminous paints used in the amazing novelty Mr. 
Ziegfeld introduced into one of his musical shows 
years ago. The luminous paints were subjected to 
strong white light, the paint thus becoming charged 
with light. When the stage lights were extinguished 
those parts covered with the luminous paint gave off 
a sudden glow, which gradually faded away. 

Invisible or u.-v. light effects on the other hand 
can be maintained as long as desired. And the 
beams of light from the lamps to the objects of 
illumination are totally invisible to the eye, 


Like Radio Broadcasting 


The process of making these invisible rays visible 
is somewhat like radio broadcasting. The u.-v. colors 
are receivers and transformers for the u.-v. light 
waves. When the invisible u.-v. ray strikes the object 
treated with u.-v. colors, it is sent back as a longer 
wave and therefore becomes visible. 


Hence, those eerie ensembles of skeletons dancing 
across the dark stage, those elusive spirits skipping 
abqut the room in ghost-lfke fashion, or the beauti 
ful glowing butterflies flapping around in brilliant 
colors, the impressive acts when imaginative cos- 
tumes are beheld in the dark with striking lumines- 
cent effects. 

The objects that have not been treated with the 
u.-v. colors will remain black, no matter what their 
color is in white light. This is why under the u.-v. 
light performers turn blackface in contrast to the 
u.-v. treated costumes, which become visible. If, 


however, they apply a u.-v. Makeup their faces and 
bodies also become visible with a glowing color effect. 

In one of the dramatic plays it became necessary 
for the performer to change to death right on the 
stage. This he accomplished by making up his face 
as‘a skull with invisible u.-v. makeup and painting 
a skeleton on his suit with invisble u.-v. color. 
With the stage lights dimmed he changed instantly 
to death under the u.-v. light. 

In a mystery play the actor had to enter in a 
prison suit and then change to street dress. By 
painting invisible stripes on his sult, entering in 
u.-v. light, and then bringing up the stage lights, 
this illusion worked out perfectly. , 

Minstrel effects, where the performers change 
from blackface to whiteface, are done with the in- 
visible u.-v. light. The dresses or parts of them 
(hats, shirt fronts, gloves) are treated with u.-v. 
colors, when under u.-v. lighting the performers 
appear blackface and with the lights up change to 
whiteface. 

Other character changes on costumes are simi- 
larly carried out. The designs on the costumes are 
painted either with invisible u.-v. colors, or visible 
u.-v. colors of such shades are used as to blend in 
with the colors of the fabrics. U.-v. designs afte also 
hidden by camouflaging them with regular designs 
on the costumes or they are washed off with red 
light and brought out with u.-v. light. 


Application to Sceneries 


The most significant advance in the use of in- 
visible light is its application to stage sceneries. By 
this process transferences of actions are effected 
without the shifting of scenery. Off-stage action 
so weakening to a dramatic presentation can be pre- 
sented in series of “flashbacks". Of course this 
necessitates certain changes in the technic of stage 
designing. It is not feasible to take any painted 
scenery and hide into it a different scene painted 
with u.-v. colors. But the scenery has to be properly 
designed so as to bring out the changing designs 
with different illumination. The costumes of the 
characters are painted with the same technic so 
that with the u.-v. lighting complete transference 
of action is achieved. 

In the “Oddities” revue of the Capitol Theater 
stage presentation, which is touring the theaters 
of the Loew’s Circuit, an entire set of scenery, the 
costumes of the ballet and the orchestra on the 
stage have been thus executed. In the finale the 
whole ensemble as dancing butterflies, flit about. 
while their ccstumes and the surrounding scenery 
blaze forth with a brilliancy of variegated colors in 
all tne shades of the spectrum, showing the wonder- 
ful scenic and color value of the invisible lighting 
process. 


Used as House Ulumination 


Invisible lighting also has its application in illu- 
minating auditoriums. Ceiling and wall decorations 
in modern theaters require mostly hidden lighting 
and wish to Lring out only ornamental color effects. 
In illuminatyng with visible lighs it ‘s not possible 
to hide completely the beam of light, nor can spil- 
lage of light to unwanted surfaces be avoided. By 
utilizing the invisible lighting, lamps and reflectors 
can be concealed in coves and cornices, the decora- 
tions painted with u.-v. colors, thus obtaining most 
pleasing color effects, which for psychological and 
decorative purposes are unquestionably most desir- 
able. The beauties of architecture and ornaments can 
be brought out strikingly. At present often the light- 
ing fixtures themselves rather than the lighting 
effects become the center of attraction and in plan- 
ning new theaters the invisible lighting system cer- 
tainly ought to receive serious consideration. 

Invisible lighting in auditoriums will serve also 
another far-reaching purpose. This system of light- 
ing makes it possible to read programs, see Stair- 
ways, exit-door outlines, seat numbers, back-seat-ad- 
vertisements, etc., and yet keep the house in dark- 
ness. 

Altho invisible lighting is still in its infancy, 
great progress has been made in the short period 
since it has become a lighting medium for the 
theater. As time progresses and further improve- 
ments are made in this new field we may see Many 
dreams of the past actually realized.

put in relation to the 35 m.m. projection in such 
films as The Trail of ’98 and Chang. The alterna- 
tion of dimensions and scales, expansion and con- 
traction of the screen, enliven the film. The pleasure 
in the contrast between the magnified screen anc the 
normal screen, as utilized in the newsreel at New 
York’s Paramount, should serve as an instructive 
basis for the écreen of the future. 

On the side of the complete art of the movie, we 
will have n.ore stress placed cn mass and historical 
episodes, and what they signify. The timely film, 
timely only in story value, will be replaced by the 
film of permanent import, which will answer a ques- 
tion: “What does this event mean in the largest 
social sense?” In the answer to this question, neces. 
sitating an heroic structure, lies the hope of the 
film as an art. 
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Sound and the Musicians 


ERHAPS nothing has interested the theater- 
going public more than the propaganda 
of the American Federation of Musicians 
against the mechanization of the art of 
music and the dispensing of canned music 
in our theaters. No organization can speak 

with more authority concerning any favorable or un- 

favorable development in the art of music than can 
the American Federation of Musicians. 

It is not generally known that ever since its in- 
ception, the Federation, not only in addition to de- 
fending the economic interests of the musicians co- 
jointly with su~h activities always contended for the 
developing of American talent. It is to this that the 
American musicians now owe their opportunity to 
be found in the representative orchestras of our 
country. In addition to this the Federation always 
contended for a hearing of compositions of American 
composers, as only this holds out the promise of 
eventually developing an American school of music, so 
that we may not forever be solely dependent upon 
products of foreign schools of music, such as German, 
Italian and French, etc. In addition to all this, the 
Federation always urged its local unions in towns 
which do not contain enough professional musicians, 
to form non-competitive orchestras to combine for 
such purposes with the non-professional element, and 
this resulted in greatly furthering the love of and 
understanding of good music. 

The United States has become the center of music 
of the world. It is a well-known fact that we spend 
more for music and musical instruments than any 
other nation. The American people are essentially 
music loving. If an opportunity is given them to 
hear the best that the art can offer, the insistence 
that the opportunity be continued immediately fol- 
lows. We have more musical clubs in our country 
than in all of Europe combined. During the last 
few years we appeared to be coming world leaders in 
music. Our concert bands are not excelled by those 
of any other nation, and our symphony orchestras 
are recognized to have no peer anywhere. However, 
all this progress is in danger now of being stopped; 
that is, virtually annihilated. 

Since the discovery that sound waves may be 
turned into light waves and then again turned into 
sound waves, and since phonograph records are syn- 
chronized with actions of moving pictures, we have 
an entertainment in moving picture theaters com- 
monly called pictures and sound. These theaters 
represent approximately 80 per cent of all the thea- 


Musie in 


HO acknowledged to be of primary im- 
portance in the presentation of a vaude- 
ville performance, music in the variety 
theater in the past has been one of the 
most neglected factors in the operation of 
that type of theater. In very few instances 

did the theater managers extend every effort to secure 

the best results from their orchestras, and vaude- 

ville artistes, as a rule, were most negligent in all 
matters pertaining to their music and orchestrations. 

Recently, in accordance with the progress in other 
departments of the vaudeville and combination 
policy theater, Many of those evils which existed 
for sO many years have been eliminated and there 
has been a radical change in vaudeville music. Both 
the manager and the artiste, as well as the musicians 
themselves, are awake to the realization that good 
music, properly presented, is one of the most im- 
portant requisites in connection with the successful 
presentation of any variety performance. 

Orchestra leaders in vaudeville theaters today are 
extending every effort to improve the caliber of their 
orchestra, are constantly seeking a better type of 
musician, their objective being to acquire and pre- 
sent the finest musical organization of its kind in 
their vicinity. Tneater managers today are, of a 
necessity, much more exacting in their demands from 
a leacier than was formeriy the case The stereotyped 
Old-fashioned director who was content to merely 
assimilate the proper tempo and cues for his show 
and be satisfied is a relic of the past and encounters 
more difficulty in securing employment than ever 
before. The successful leader today, in addition to 
possessing the required musical knowledge, must 
be a diplomat, a creator of ideas and a leader of men. 

The last-mentioned requisite is of paramount 
importance, as no musician can render satisfactory 
service under a leader who does not command his 
respect. To rule and govern an orchestra is no mean 
task and requires constant attention from a musical 
director. There is an old saying among musicians 
that “an orchestra is only as good as its leader,” and 
it is a true one. Whether in vaudeville, musical 
comedy, opera or symphcny music the orchestra is 
entirely dependent upon the ability and mentality 
of the leader. The modern leader must be a diplomat 
as well as a musician because of his close contact 
with the artiste. He must understand the tempera- 
ment of the performer and cater to it insofar as the 
success of the performance is concerned. Many times 
a leader will be quick to observe some lost oppor- 
tunity, due to the wrong conception that an artiste

ters in our country, and include, among them all, the 
most pretentious palaces of amusement. 

During the time that the silent pictures de- 
veloped, it was found that without music they did 
not present glamour to lastingly hold the theatrical 
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patrons, and, as a result, the installing of orchestras 
and organists in picture theaters followed. There- 
after, and for many years, the musical renditions of 
many hundreds of representative orchestras were 
highly enjoyed by thes.er patrons. These Orchestras 
are now displaced by ‘oulless, meaningless, and, in

might have of his own music, and it is the leader's 
duty to essist the artiste in improving such a situa- 
tion. The varied temperaments of artistes makes it 
necessary for a leader to do these things in a most 
diplomatic manner, as it is sometimes a bit difficult 
to “seli” au idea to a performer, 

The leader also has close contact with the man- 
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ager and many times a house order concerning music 
is issued wherein the leader will find that a slight 
change or variation of this order will improve the 
presentation of that show and it then becomes the 
leader’s duty to diplomatically “sell” his idea to 
the manager. Oo-ordination in the theater is so 


most cases, exceedingly tin-panny canned music. The 
result is that thousands of representative musicians, 
many of them graduates of conservatories, have lost 
their employment, It is said: “What of it?” Even 
if this be so, against technological development 
voices have forever been raised in vain, and, what is 
more important, the manufacture of canned music 
necessitates the employment of musicians for the 
purpose of having their renditions photographed or 
recorded. Both statements are only seemingly true, 
and do not bear any investigation of their value 
insofar as the mechanization of the art of music is 
concerned. 


For instance: a technological development which 
has for its purpose the benefiting of the masses of 
the people is, of cours®, progress, and as such, cannot 
be stopped; but the development of canned music 
is not of this kind. It does not represent progress. 
It is merely used as a means to increase profits and 
give the people, for the same or higher admission 
fee, an entirely dehumanized theatrical performance 
insovar as music is concerned. It has made our 
theaters soulléss. Photographed music will never 
reach the fire of Promotheus. A musician’s tempera- 
ment and mood, in fact his soul, cannot be photo- 
graphed any more than can that of any other man. 
It invites astonishment that the interests which con- 
trol the manufacture of moving pictures go to the 
extent of having the music photographed or recorded 
since the result would be practically the same if a 
hand organ were used in accompaniment of a pic- 
ture. As to musicians being used to having rendi- 
tions photographed, let me say that, so far as the 
number is concerned, same is practically negligible. 
Approximately 200 to 250, and some of them only 
part time employed, suffice to manufacture canned 
music for 16,000 or more theaters in the United 
States alone The number of musicians displaced 
by canned music number many thousands, so the 
opinion that the musicians, displaced in theaters, 
have found work in the canned music factories is 
entirely erroneous. However, this is not the question. 
The question after all, insofar as it interests the pub- 
lic, is whether canned music really represents progress 
in the art of music and has cultural value, and, 
therefore, has it a right to be offered in place of 
living music in our theaters. No one can possibly 
hold that mechanized or canned music is advancing 
the art of music; on the contrary, it represents retro.

the Vaudeville Theater 


vitally essential that it is the duty of everyone con- 
nected with the theater in an important capacity to 
always use diplomacy in the development and pres- 
entation of their ideas for the good of the show. 


The modern leader must be a creator of ideas and 
possess the faculty of good showmanship so that he 
may constantly apply these talents to the develop- 
ment of new ideas in presenting his orchestra. 
Whether it be in the presentation of a special orches- 
tral >verture or in the accompaniment of a stage 
show, a leader should be constantly alert and quick 
to observe any clever or unique idea that may en- 
hance the value of these things from a “selling” 
standpoint. 

Quick to sense the improvement in theater or- 
chestras, the artiste is reacting to this improvement 
and spirit of co-operation extended by orchestras 
and orchestra leaders. Whereas in the past, artistes 
have been most delinquent in the matter of orches- 
trations, acquiring them in any slip-shod fashion 
and without proper regard for their importance, they 
now solicit the better class of arrangers in their 
search fcr good orchestrations well scored. The artiste 
is more careful to see that his manuscripts are clean 
and legible, as well as being complete in the number 
of parts carried. The antagonistic spirit that for- 
merly existed between artiste and leader has been 
replaced by a most friendly and co-ordinated effort 
to co-operate for the general good, and the vaudeville 
artiste is awakening to the fact that a helpful hand 
from the orchestra pit is quite valuable to him. Bad 
orchestraticns have alWays been serious and at least 
50 per cent of badly presented “first” performances 
were caused by illegible manuscripts. Our circuit 
has been particularly antagonistic in a campaign for 
better music and. in keeping with this endeavor has 
established a receipt and report card system whereby 
each artiste is compelled to sign a receipt for his 
orchestrations and has the option of refusing to sign 
this receipt if the manuscripts are not returned to 
him in as clean a condition as when he gave them 
out at rehearsal. This system has had a tendency 
to diminish the willful and destructive “marking up” 
of artistes’ orchestrations by musicians during their 
idle moments in the pit. As soon as the artiste 
found that his music received better care in the 
hands of the musicians, they most readily responded 
to our plea for better orchestrations, 

The introduction of sound into the theaters of 
this country has created a serious problem for the 
theater musician, but it has brought one good

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Attracting Crowds to the Fair 


S CHESTERFIELD would say: “In a State 
fair it's attendance.” Of course, you must 
have the exhibits, the contests, the pre- 
miums, the entertainment, and a smooth- 
running organization that will handle the 
crowds easily and efficiently, but all of 

these are futile indeed if you do not have the people 

there to see them, 

I have long contended that many of our fairs 
will find a solution of their troubles, financial and 
otherwise, if they will only keep this subject of at- 
tendance uppermost in their minds thruout the year. 
For half of the battle to get the crowds is generally 
won six months or more before the actual dates of 
the fair. It is won in the planning of the enter- 
tainment features, in the making of the budget for 
advertising and publicity, in the designing of special 
contests, and in the planning of accommodations 
which will take the fancy of the crowds and make 
them boosters for the fair. 

The people of America are characterized by an 
almost fiendish interest in the new, the unusual and 
the bizarre. It is this natura] curiosity on the part 
of the public, this interest in something “different”, 
which the alert fair manager must keep constantly 
in mind. If he relies on the same old features to 
bring the crowds year after year, his fair gradually 
goes to. seed, the people become apathetic, the gate 
receipts dwindle away, the exhibitors and conces- 
sionaires go to other fairs, where they are sure of 
crowds, and the fair is finally checked out. The man- 
agement generally blames the town for not being 
more “public spirited”. ; 


“Backbone” Features 


We will take it for granted that there are certain 
“backbone” features which must be embraced in the 
general plans of the fair, such things as the live- 
stock show, agricultural exhibits, 4-H clubs, horse 
racing, fireworks, women's exhibits and farm 
machinery. The people expect to see them there, and 
you could not have a fair without them. But every 
fair manager wh) has studied his problem has found 
that thes “regular” features alone will not get the 
BIG crowds. 

Every fair every year should strive to have a half 
dozen entirely new and unusual features which wi!l 
appeal to the public curiosity, and arouse such wide- 
spread public interest or enthusiasm that men and 
women will pay their money to see them. What is 
meant can best be illustrated by several instances 
from the experience of the Iowa State Fair at Des 
Moines. 

Last summer the Iowa State Fair joined with 
The Des Moines Register in promoting the purchase 
of a baby elephant by the boys and girls of Iowa. 
The children of the State were invited to send dimes, 
nickels and pennies to the newspaper to buy this 
elephant, which was to become the permanent 
property at the State Fair. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of children contributed toward the purchase, 
and competed in submitting names for the elephant, 
The name of every contributor was carried in the 
paper. Pictures and feature stories galore were run. 
The Iowa State Fair has one of the largest live- 
stock shows in America, but the papers devoted 50 
times the space to this children’s elephant that they 
gave to the live stock. As a result, the day that the 
elephant was christened at the fair was one of the 
biggest days in the exposition’s history. 


Value of Contests 


Almost every fair manager recalls the widespread 
interest which was created a few years ago by the 
hog-calling contest, the chicken-calling contest, and 
similar events. They obtained thousands of lines 
more publicity on the front pages of the papers and 
columns more pictures than the contest to determine 
the grand sweepstakes boar. Old men on crutches 
and young girls in knickers stood in the center of 
the ring and shouted until they were hoarse, and 
tens of thousands of people paid their money to see 
these exhibitions. ‘There was nothing especially 
thrilling about such a contest. Its drawing power 
lay in the fact that it was bizarre, different and just 
“crazy enough” to catch the imagination of the 
crowd. It is equally interesting to note that the hog. 
calling contest today is of no value as an attraction. 
Its sole pullling power—its unusualness—has worn 
off. Its place has been taken by wood-chopping con- 
tests, harmonica-playing contests and other features 
of the same class, which are different enough to 
attract the same type of people. 

This year the Iowa State Fair is co-operating with 
the public schools to train and bring to Des Moines 
a boys and giris’ chorus of approximately 5,000 voices. 
Already this event is receiving attention and com- 
ment by newspapers thruout the State, and thou- 
sands of school teachers are working and rehearsing 
their singers for membership in this chorus, The 
chorus will make two appearances during the fair, 
and it is expected that these two appearances will 
produce some of the largest crowds we have ever had, 

Last year was the 75th anniversary of our exposi- 
tion. Our board felt that it was not sufficient to 
merely observe this anniversary with the ordinary 
ceremonies, so the name of the exposition for 1929 
was changed to “Diamond Jubilee Iowa State Fair”, 
and all thru the program were woven special features 
commemorating 75 years of progress in agriculture 
and industry in this State. All in all, the fair was 
not much different from the preceding expositions,

except insofar as these historical features were con- 
cerned. However, by presenting it to the public as 
a Diamond Jubilee Exposition, the fair board clothed 
it in entirely new garments, and attracted the in- 
terest of tens of thousands, who would not have 
cared at all to see “just another State fair’. 

The surprising thing was that these special his- 
torical features were almost nominal in cost. They 
included a pageant of transportation on the track 
in front of the grand stand each afternoon, tracing 
the history of transportation in Iowa from pioneer 
days down to the present time, an exhibit of old- 
fashioned machinery and farm equipment, an ex- 
hibit staged by the city of Fairfield, where the first 
State fair was held; a pageant of early Iowa life and 
habits, and some special events in the women’s de- 
partment, including an Old-fashioned style show and 
some old-fashioned playlets. These events were just 
enough to lend the necessary color and reality to the 
Diamond Jubilee. As a result of giving people some- 
thing fresh and new, and setting up the exposition 
as a jubilee instead of merely a State fair, the 1929 
show broke all previous attendance records With a 
net attendance of 435,385. 


New Features Needed 


The point I am trying to make is that each year’s 
program must embody a series of features which are 
different from anything the public has ever seen. 
These may be old fiddlers’ contests, team-pulling con- 
tests, horseshoe tournaments, spelling bees, cooking 
demonstrations, high-school orchestra contests, drill 
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team competitions, or other things of a like nature 
which are unusual and striking. The public knows 
that it may count on see€ing the regular features of 
the fsir, irrespective of what else is presented. In a 
large measure, it is the drawing power of these ad- 
ditional and unusual things which determines the 
crowds. 

Several years ago one of the leading Iowa news. 
papers sent a reporter around the Iowa State Pair- 
grounds on two or three different days to ask men 
and women what particular thing they came to the 
State fair to see. Many of our board members had 
felt, and rightly so, that live stock and agricultural 
features were the primary responsibilities of the 
fair, and that other events were more or less in the 
nature of background and auxiliary trimmings. 
However, vhen the reporter compiled his final tabu- 
lation from this questionnaire, he discovered that 
a large per cent of the people came to the fair to 
see one or two outstanding amusement features. 
Horse races, auio races, fireworks and like attractions 
ranked high in the list But, by and large, the 
general public had in mind some _ unusual 
drawing card outside the ordinary realm of fair 
activities. 


Secretary is Important 


I have seen many county fairs climb from deficits 
to profits with the advent of a secretary who had the 
proper conception of this peculiar quirk in the na- 
ture of the amusement-seeking public, Very often 
a local pageant alone will turn a small fair from a 
failure to a success. Some county fairs have had 
outstanding results with baseball championships, 
staging the final games in a series of local athletic 
competitions on the fairgrounds, while other fairs 
report similar results with train wrecks, automobile 
collisions and like features which appeal to the 
public’s pleasure in seeing things smashed to pieces. 

Along this line I might cite the Iowa State Fair's 
experience with a train wreck about five years ago. 


Tracks were laid in front of the grand stand, and 
two locomotives with box cars attached were placed 
at opposite ends of the track. The ground in front 
of the grand stand was black with people by 4 
o’clock on the afternoon when the wreck took plaec. 
It was one of the largest days of the Iowa State Fair’s 
experience. 

Similarly, in 1929 the fair decided to blow up @ 
captive war balloon, which had been on duty at the 
grounds taking up passengers. The co-operation of 
the United States Cavalry, stationed at Fort Des 
Moines, was obtained, and several airplanes on pas- 
senger-carrying duty at the fairgrounds were brought 
into action to assist in the spectacle. As a result, on 
the closing afternoon of the fair, a realistic scene 
from the World War was re-enacted in front of the 
grand stand, with planes trying to shoot down the 
balloon, machine gun and anti-aircraft batteries de- 
fending the big gas bag, and other thrilling 
bombardment features in keeping with the event. 
Our advertising positively guaranteed to the public 
that the balloon would be destroyed. This likewise 
was one of the largest closing days in the State 
fair’s experience, 


Public Figures 


Many fairs are likewise able to capitalize on the 
momentary popularity of certain public figures with 
marked results in their gate receipts. The desire of 
people to see or hear some man or woman who is in 
the public eye at the moment is something beyond 
the comprehension of many people. But the fact 
remains that they will pay thousands of dollars for 
the privilege of standing or sitting a block away and 
seeing 2 man ride a horse, sit in an automobile, bow 
or say a few words in a microphone. When Clarence 
Chamberlain returned to Iowa in 1927, after flying 
the Atlantic, the State fair designated one day as 
“Chamberlain Day”, and he came to Des Moines as 
the guest of the fair management. He was intro- 
duced in front of the grand stand and said a few 
words. The crowds for that day were enormous. 
Similarly, when Lindbergh came to Des Moines the 
same year and flew over the fairgrounds and waved 
a greeting to State-fair crowas. This was another 
big day. Captain George Hubert Wilkins, the famous 
Polar flyer, was likewise a great attraction for us. 


There is hardly a fair manager who does not have 
within his territory some man who is in the public 
eye at the moment, and who would be a tremendous 
drawing card if he came to the fair for a day or for 
an evening to extend a greeting to the public. Such 
a feature 1s very inexpensive and is a wonderful in- 
vestment for the fair management. 

Another splendid drawing card at Des Moines is 
the Annual Farm Bureau Day. This feature costs 
the State fair nothing, and attracts thousands of 
farmers from all parts of the State. The Farm 
Bureau on this day holds a morning and an after- 
noon open Meeting Each meeting is addressed by 
some outstanding speaker. These meetings have 
been growing so in recent years that the crowds 
overflow the largest tent we have been able to ob- 
tain and occupy half of the wooded hillside, where 
benches and chairs are provided for the public. 

Baby health contests constitute another feature 
which never grows old, and which is always good for 
wide publicity and wide public interest. Almost any 
State fair can count on 500 to 800 entries in a baby 
health contest properly conducted. From the pub- 
licity standpoint, the event is good for many columns 
of pictures of babies and lists of entries. It is an 
institution that is of increasing value to the fair as 
time goes on P 

Beauty contests have not worn out their useful- 
ness if some new angle can be obtained in present- 
ing them. Bathing beauty contests are dangerous, 
because they sometimes offend the modesty of spec- 
tators. However, popularity contests, personality 
contests and other such events to select a girl are 
still wonderful crowd getters. 


Public Weddings 


Another feature which almost any fair can pre- 
sent with the certainty of large gate receipts is the 
public wedding. What there is in human nature to 
make people pay money to see two people stand up 
on a platform and be united in matrimony ‘ts some- 
thing that no one has ever been able to figure out. 
However, the fact remains that these contests pack 
in the crowds for food shows, vaudeville perform- 
ances, State fairs and bathing beaches. To provide 
something slightly different, the Iowa State Fair two 
years ago conducted an airplane wedding, which at- 
tracted unusually wide comment thruout the State. 
The counle were introduced in front Of the grand 
stand, proceeded to the aviation field in a magnifi- 
cent limousine, and then were united in Marriage in 
a giant tri-motored plane as it circled in front of the 
grand stand. Maids of honor tossed garlands of 
flowers from the plane onto the ground while the 
ceremony was in progress, 

The above features are cited merely as examples 
of what the fair management can do toward obtaining 
something different each year to catch the public’s 
imagination. There are too many events competing for 
the nioney of the amusement-seeking crowds to Make 
it possible for any fair or exposition to Succeed by 
confining itself to the old cut-and-dried exhibits and 
features which are commonly accepted as the fair’s 
province. 
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Women and the Amusement Park 


T one time woman's place was in the home 

—-and nowhere else. That time is past. To- 
day not only is she a competent wife and 
IF mother, but she is also actively engaged in 
as many interesting ventures as her mascu- 
line contemporaries. The whole universe 
revolves eround woman. Every single thing is de- 
pendent directly or indirectly on her influence. Her 
support is the primary motivating power behind the 
success or failure of every phase of life. 

This being true, how then can an amusement park, 
as a part of communal activity, enlist her co-opera- 
tion in order to thrive successfully? If she is 
“thumps down” on an enterprise it is a fairly safe 
bet that it will collapse speedily. On the other hand, 
if she Jends her sanction and puts the stamp of ap- 
proval on a business or a social undertaking you can 
gamble on a pretty sure thing. 

People must have recreation—of one sort or an- 
other.’ The best that they can possibly afford 
and the “sky’s the limit”, when the only question in- 
volved is having a good time. If the “good time” 
offered is sufficiently alluring people won't quibble 
about price—if it is within reach of their pocket- 
books at all. The catch comes in being able to give 
these pcople recreation and amusement at a price 
within easy reach of the workingman, as well as those 
more substantially fixed and at the same time 
irresistibly interesting. 

Modern life imposes sedentary habits on most of us. 
Automobiles, the general hustle and bustle of city life, 
the keen mental exertion, the elimination of every 
possible waste motion or unnecessary expenditure of 
effcrt, all. contribute to the common physical in- 
activity of our lives. Therefore when we are not 
working at our daily tasks our bodies demand physi- 
cal stimulation and our minds mental relaxation. 


Cross-Section of Life 


The amusement park is a cross section of a nation’s 
life, where high born and low born and in between 
mix indiscriminately, but impersonally—where all in- 
hibitions are thrown to the four winds, and we as- 
sume the pose of any character we most favor. The 
taxi driver becomes a bank clerk, the 5-and-10 sales 
girl metamorphoses into some man’s secretary or 
stenographer, or sometimes the reverse is practiced, 
and some big official masquerades as somebody's 
chauffeur and some dignified school teacher assumes 
the rcle of one of her hoydenish devil-may-care pupils. 
It’s all in fun anyway, so what are the odds? The 
main idea is to have a good time—make merry—fling 
aside worries and ttoubles—forget those bills that 
have to be paid by the 15th—enter the spirit of car- 
nival and make life a song for a brief moment any- 
way. 

Fresh air and outdoor iife are essential to the well 
beitig of every human. And what better place could 
one ask for than an amusement park Of upright 
policy, run on a high standard—serving a real need 
in the community life? Get the women of good 
standing back of such a park—giving it their stanch 
support, and it should be a success from both the 
owners’ 2nd operators’ standpoint and from the com- 
munities. For the former it should be a real busi- 
ness success, and for the latter it should fill a genu- 
ine need for wholesome diversion. 

The woman of today is not the automaton of 
former days, when tatting and throwing horseshoes 
were the acme of diverting devilment. She is efficient 
and capable of thinking out her problems for herself, 
and she does. She is not guided by any set of pre- 
made rvles and by-laws either. She makes her own 
and in accordance with her individual desires and 
needs. She is shrewd and careful and she pulls a 
wire here, brings a little more pressure to bear there 
im order te ultimetely achieve her aim. So she is 
of paramount importance as a co-operator in running 
an amusement park 


A Woman’s Questions 
Yhe modern woman asks herself certain pertinent 


questions before entering into or becoming a party 
to any sort of transaction. One of which might 
well te: Why should I spend my or my husband's 


money in an amusement resort? What am I assured 
by the amusement resort as value received? What 
will I eet in exchange for my money which will make 
the deal equitable? 

As on average woman I have a certain financial 
income, whether I myself earn it or somebody earns 
it for me. Nevertheless I have a given amount of 
money on which I live and conduct my daily affairs 
—week after week or month after month, es the 
case may be. 

I must so apportion that income that I and my 
near ones may be most benefited—morally, physically 
and mentally. Being an average woman, I and mine 
have average desires and needs. Our lives are di- 
vided into two great subdivisions—work and play. 
Some bodies and some minds require more of one and 
less of the other, but all require some of each, and 
it 1s one of my jobs to see that those with whom I 
am in immediate contact receive their due and just 
portions of whichever is most necessary in each par- 
ticular case. Forgetting the work angle, I turn my 
attention to the play side of these lives, for which I 
am largely responsible.

ment ard recreation in such an attractive degree and 
at a reasonable financial figure then that park may 
be sure of my interested attention. But granted 
that this park or resort offers an unrivaled assort- 
ment of fun-making devices and that the price asked 
to participate in these is not prohibitive, what about 
the safety, not only of the devices themselves, but of 
he park as an influence? 


Mothers of children have their heart strings 
gripped in sudden iear nearly every hour in any nor- 
mal day, and when the little ones are away from her 
watchful eye she must have a certain feeling of se- 
curity about their safety. So if she permits them 
to frequent the local amusement park she must 
know to her own satisfaction that the apparently 
dangerous rides are not really dangerous and that 
her Johnnie and Mary will return home in as good 
health as when they left, only more so, because of 
the added happiness inspired by the fun and merry- 
making they enjoyed at the park. 


Emphasize Safety ; 


Children love to run risks—they are totally un- 
conscious Of danger, rather they court it. Even 
gruwnups must have the sensation of a thrill to 
really onjoy any sport. However synthetic, if there 
is implied danger—-a breath-taking suspense—no mat- 
ter if it is camouflaged, we get a kick out of doing 
it, and if the element of danger is eliminated the 
whole thing falls flat. So the amusement park 
owner is put to it to bring to his resort devices that 
are thrill giving and even sensational on the surface, 
but in reaJity are as safe as “kiddie kars”. 

Devices which smack of danger are naturally the 
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most cttractive, and in order to give people this 
“leaven in the every-day bread of life” without en- 
dangering their lives, such devices must be placed 
under such control and charged with such account- 
ability as will assure absolute safety. In construction 
and in operation they must have competent engineer- 
ing certification and their attraction must de- 
pehd upon fictitious—not real—danger. When a 
mother lets her child go to an amusement park she 
wants to feel that within the confines of that spot 
he is reasonably safe from ordinary dangers. 


Importance of Entertainment 


With this fear allayed she also wants to know 
what sort of entertainment is being provided. Is 
it wholesome and clean, or does it savor of suggestive- 
ness. or border on the unlawful? Will it have a 
tendency to smutty a youngster’s thoughts or cause 
his mind to turn toward cheating or gambling? 
When he leaves that park will his mind and his 
body have received good, honest fun and benefited 
thereby, or will there be sown in his mind the seeds 
of future illegitimate digressions from the natural 
normal course of his life? And will the young daugh- 
ter be subjected to coarse insults from “mashers” 
who frequent public places of amusement, or can 
nice, decent girls feel free to act natural and unre- 
strainedly carefree without fear of being unpleasantly 
accosted ? 

An amusement park isa gigantic melting pot. 
Humanity in its shirt sleeves—nothing to worry 
about and not caring who knows it—the masses, up- 
per and lower, with its collective feet upon the table. 
Inferiority complexes and suppressed egos tossed into 
temporary oblivion and a general “cut-up” spirit 
having its hilarious way with them all 

In this respect women retain a certain amount of 
“Scotch” caution not as apparent in men. They are 
more determined to get their money's worth, and if 


they feel that they have been duped or that they 
have not been given the entertainment as represent- 
ead they are more apt to complain and demand 
restitution. They usually get mad quicker, but as a 
rule are good “give-and-take sports”. When they pat- 
ronize an amusement park they are generally in a 
festive mood, ready and even anxious to be enter- 
tained. They put themselves into the care of the 
park operators and it is then up to these to provide 
the fun. The brakes are off and the spirit of Pan 
is abroad, and if the feminine eloment in a park is 
imbued with that holiday air which is so irresistibly 
contagious it is bound to affect the spending ca- 
pacity and carnival feeling of the male contingent 
On the other hand, discontented murmurs, disap- 
pointed faces, tired and not happy faces, will just as 
surely create a restive, unconsciously discontented 
spirit thruout the park. Moods are quick to be 
transmitted from one to another, and women perhaps 
more than men are keener to sense this, so if an 
amusement resort is to pride itself on its atmosphere 
of gayety it must Jearn how to keep the ladies tn 
a g00d humor. 

Hemmed in by conventions during our every-day 
lives when we visit a recreation resort, we want to 
“let down" and be ourselves without fear of ridicule 
or criticism. We want to let ‘er go with the brakes 
off, cutting loose from every repression and restric- 
tion common to our work-a-day life. 


Women Are Economical 


Women are more economical than men and demand 
full return for their money, but tho they are not the 
most lavish spenders, they spend thoughtfylly and 
cousistently. They usually take to the park just 
about the amount they want to “throw away” and 
space this amount out among the various attractions 
to reoeive the most entertainment for the ex- 
penditure of this sum. Men do not usually figure 
aheaa just how much they want or intend to spend 
in @ day or an evening at an amusement park. They 
go, spend where they think they will enjoy somethin; 
and iet it go at that. 

Then, too, women are more susceptible to little per- 
sonal touches than male patrons. Things of ap- 
parently trifling importance to a man’s eyes may 
wi the heart of a woman. Small conveniences— 
little aids to physical comfort. Little services ‘seem- 
ingly unimportant in the general scheme of things 
frequently harvest ‘ig results. Women notice de- 


tails, particularly wnen these pertain to their com- 
fort and convenience. 


As in any other enterprise, the relation between an 
amusement park and the public is conducted on 
a 50-50 basis. The park alms to draw the crowd 
and induces it to spend, giving in return the pleas- 
ure and entertainment sought after by its patrons. 

With business competition at its present stage and 
modern industry in its present day state of tenseness 
the nervous organiem of men and women has been 
keyed to such a high pitch that they demand sharper 
and sharper stimulus. It is not permissible or possi- 
ble for any park to rest on its laurels, but each one 
must be up and alert to every new opportunity, to

thought to the fore. A usician today realizes that 
he can only create a demand for human music in 
the theater by submitting to the theater-going public 
the best in music. The sound picture has brought 
to the smallest hamlet a caliber of music that it 
had never had an Opportunity of hearing before 
Granting the fact that “canned” music has its defect 
in presentation, yet this recorded music has given 
to the public from Coast to Coast a knowledge of 
music that was unobtainable from the small orches- 
tras they heard in their neighborhood theaters 
Naturally, the demands upon the human orchestra 
became more exacting and have added another incen- 


tive to the surviving theater musician to strive for 
perfection in his work. 


With the inception of the large type of picture 
palace, with its .itage presentation and symphony 
orchestra, the comparatiely small vaudeville orchestra 
“crawled further into its shell”. The comparative size 
was quite unfavorable to the vaudeville orchestra 
and was semewhat discouraging. Today our leaders 
realize that it is not always the number of men at 
his command that insures a successful musical pres- 
entation, and he has found that, with the presenta- 
tion of novelties and different ideas, he is ab'e to 
attract favorable comment regardless of the size of 
his orchestra. Whereas the former type of leader in 
a vaudeville theater was usually of the methodical, 
slow moving, phlegmatic type of musician, the 
modern vaudeville theater has developed leaders who 
are alert and aggressive showmen. Every employee 
of a theater, to be successful, must possess a sense 
of showmanship, and the orchestra leader is no excep. 
tion to that rule. His is a responsible position in 
the theater and a successful leader is ever alert to 
his responsibilities.

Reminiscences of a Strong-Man 


IGGINS’ World of Wonders was showing at 
Forest Garcens, on the outskirts of Boston, 
in June, 1882. “Pop” Wiggins, one of the 
2 greatest showmen of all time, had just 
Sxes «concluded his ballyhoo about $100 going 
to anyone who could lift the barrel of 
water resting on the platform where we stood, and 
started to wipe the perspiration from his face when 
there was a commotion in the crowd of onlookers. 
A stocky man with a walrus mustache was making 
his way to the platform, pushing spectators right and 
left, ena as I took a second look at those broad 
shoulders I felt certain that for the first time in all 
our travels “Pop” wes about to lose his $100. 

The stranger mounted the platform, grasped 
either end of the barrel, strained until it seemed 
that the muscles would burst thru his clothes, and 
let Out a mighty grunt when the container failed to 
rise. He rolled it part way over, to make sure there 
was no trick about it, and tried again, the cords in 
his neck standing out like ropes, while fury at his 
failure made his face iivid, 

“Put it up, John,” someone in the audience cried, 
recognizing the man. 

“Come on, Sully,” said another, growing bold, 
“it’s easy. Just throw it up on your shoulder.” 


A Meeting With “John L.” 


Of a sudden disquieting thoughts laid hold on 
me. I took one look at the mountain of muscle, 
and realized that the straining individual was none 
cther than John L. Sullivan, heavyweight champion 
of the world, and at that time in Boston, his home 
town, training for his fight with Paddy Ryan. One 
good lock was all I had time to take. With a bellow 
he turred on me belligerently. 

“Mebbe I can't lift that barrel,” he roared, “but I 
can knock your — head clear off your shoulders.” 

“But I'm no fighter,” I protested. I had held 
my own with the rough-and-ready crowds in vari- 
ous circuses, but I had no desire to take on the 
champion, who was then in his prime. 

“Well, you're gonna fight now,” he shot back, 
with a flourish of one of those sledge-hammer fists 
that came much too close for comfort. The crowd 
cheered and booed, and someone shouted to me: 
“Show him how it’s done,” hoping, I suspected, that 
I would fail, and that the promised fight would be- 
come#a reality. 

That was my cue. It was do or be done, In a 
casual way, altho I was trembling, I took a length 
of rope which I used in another feat, and fastened 
it around the barrel, slinglike, while Sullivan watched 
for the trick, if there was any. Taking a grip on a 
loop I had turned with the rope, I lifted the barrel 
with one hand, and then lowered it. I had never 
lifted so hurd before, and I am sure that I never did 
afterward, But I was quite well satisfied with the 
position in which nature had placed my head, and 
had no desire to have its location changed forcibly. 

Sullivan watched me with eves that bulged al- 
most as much as his muscles had during his unsuc- 
cessful attempts to lift the barrel, while the crowd 
cheered. I had defeated the redoubtable John L. 
with one hand, out the victory promised to become 
something else. The applause maddened him, and 
he was more determined than ever to fight. It took 
all the persuasive ability of “Pop” Wiggins, who was 
good in such an emergency, and some of Sullivan’s 
friends to pacify him sufficiently so he would leave 
the grounds. Years afterward I met Sullivan in 
Kansas City. I had no desire to open the subject 
of our former encounter, but he laughingly recalled 
that night in Boston, and we becan.e good friends. 


My Debut 


That victory over Sullivan, more because it had 
saved me from bodily harm than thru the fact that 
he was the world’s heavyweight champion, gave the 
greatest thrill I had experienced since the night 
almost 20 years before when I gave my first public 
exhibition of lifting a barrel of water and supporting 
a man astride it with my teeth in the opera house 
in Greenville, N. Y. On that occasion a hall full 
ef friendiy townspeople shouted themselves hoarse, 
while a very important member of my family, his 
staid Welsh sensibilities outraged at the thought 
of a son of his becoming a “show performer”, stalked 
angrily and noisily out into the enveloping darkness 
to hide his mortificaticn. 

By the time Sullivan arrived on the scene I had 
become sufficiently proficient so I could support 
four men on a barrel, due alike to the splendid 
physique which nature gave me, the hardening I had 
gained thru years of work in a slate quarry, and an 
extended apprenticeship in the show business that 
began under “Comical” Brown, who gave me my 
first enyagement, without any pay, back in the town 
hall at Greenville, and continuing, in its early 
stages, thru Tillotson and Jacobs’ Dime Museum, 
Miner’s Bowery Theater, Tony Pastor's Music Hall 
and Harrigan & Hart's Theater, in New York, before 
I took to the road. These engagements ranged all 
the way from 15 to 20 exhibitions a day for $10 a 
week to the comparative luxury of two shows a 
day at Pastor’s, and much More money. 

My first road experience was destined to prove 
one of the most memorable in nearly a half century 
as a showman, It was in Philadelphia, where I was 
billed for a fortnight as “the Boy Samson” with 
The Black Crook, then playing at the Walnut Street 
Theater. All sorts of stunts were introduced in this 


famous spectacle, which among its major features

had an ensemble of almost 100 girls whose costumes 
and dancing were the talk of the time altho nothing 
to the undressed and unabashed steppers who parade 
publicly these days. 

While at Miner’s I had evolved the feat of raising 
20 pails of water balanced on a long pole that I 
lifted with my teeth while a man sat astride my 
shoulders. I decided to make it the feature of my 
Philadelphia engagement, and it proved a sensation. 
Then during a matinee performance one of the 
‘buckets slipped, or something else happened—I 
never did know just what. In the twinkling of an 
eye I was thrown off my balance, with my assistant 
twisting his legs in a strangle hold around my neck, 
and grabbing handfuls of hair in his excitement and 
alarm. 


A Serious Mishap 

I lived a lifetime of agony in those few seconds 
I recled about the stage, striving unsuccessfully to 
regain my equilibrium. Then buckets and pole 
went down with a sickening swish, my assistant was 
catapulted half way across the stage, and I fell on 
my knees in a flood of water, part of which swept 
like a tidal wave past the footlights into the orches- 
tra pit, drenching the musicians. / 

This was not the worst. Resting beneath the 
stage, awaiting their call for a dance number im- 
mediately following my turn, were the ladies of the 
chorus. The first intimation they had of anything 
having gone wrong overhead was when a deluge of 
dirty water seeped thru the cracks of the floor and 
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lives in modest comfort in Detroit, Mich. 


soaked their finery before they could scramble to 
shelter. 

As I fled to the wings, while the audience roared 
its delight at the sorry spectacle, I encountered the 
maddest stage manager I ever met, trying to decide 
wether to kill me on the spot or tear me limb from 
limb. He was still hurling n2w epithets at me when 
I fled the theater, too terrified and hunniliated to 
remain. It Was not until late the next afternoon 
that a scout sent out by the stage manager found me, 
and induced me to go back to the show. But the 
old kick was gone. I was glad when I was again 
“at liberty”. 

A church bazaar and strawberry festival in Cam- 
den that paid better than the Walnut Street Theater, 
a barnstorming trip thru the anthracite and slate 
regions of Pennsylvania, where I peddled my own 
handbills, performing in schoolhouses, town halls 
and other places, and catching up with Lady Luck 
in Slatington. “Coal Oil” Johnny, then at the height 
of his fame, saw my performance and booked me for 
10 weeks of “variety” at good money, playing all 
over Central and Western Pennsylvania with a com- 
pany of 18 or 20 people, 


With Dan Rice’s Circus 


The next spring I signed with Dan Rice’s Circus. 
I had worked hard to improve my act, and by this 
time was holding two men on the barrel. I did my 
pail act, too, as well as tossing a 35-pound chair 
with my teeth and neck so that it somersaulted 
twice before I caught it in my jaws. It was the 
veteran Rice who rechristened me. 

“Hugh Evans is all right as a name,” he told me, 
shortly after I signed up, “but it doesn’t mean any- 
thing in the show business. You want something 
high-seunding From now on you'll be—you'll be 
Signor Lawanda.” 

I was, and I have been to this day. 

That was the time when a circus drove from 
town to town, giving two shows a day, with a parade, 
and the performers and employees getting what rest 


they could between times. Slteping cars had not 
been thought of, and railroad transportation would 
have bankrupted the best of them, Besides, it 
would not have seemed ike trogping. 

Instead of gonig to the lot before the parade, as 
is now the case, the cavalcadel would stop in the 
outskirts of the town, the horses would be groomed, 
their harness burnished, the wagons scrubbed, uni- 
forms donned, and we would dtive down the main 
street with band blaring and everyone looking his 
best. 

After the parade the performers would go to @ 
hotel for dinner, if the circus; got there in time. 
Then to the lot for a show, afer which those who 
did not appear in the concert went back to the 
hotel for a little sleep, supper, an evening show, 
sleep again until 12 o’clock or+so, depending upon 
the distance to be covered, and then up and off for 
the next stand. .

Wagon-Day Hardships 

The stake and pole and canwas wagons had gone 
on ahead, as had the elephants, the ponies and the 
riding horses. Often it was a case of plunging for 
hours in inky darkness thru a sea of mud, with only 
kerosene flares, smoking and sputtering, to indicate 
the turns in the tortuous stretch they called a road. 
When the rain or the wind extinguished these guides 
it was a case of the drivers giessing their way as 
best they cculd. Often it was a case of the elephants 
having *o push wagons out of mudholes where they 
had mired, or from ditches into which they had 
skidded. Frequently we would; get out and wade 
in the rain and mud rather than take chances on 
being killed by a wagon tipping over But the circus 
folks were a happy-go-lucky lot, and nothing damp- 


ened their spirits for any considerable length of 


time. 
tion. 

In 1875 I left Rock Island, Ill., with the Great 
Van Amberg Shows, traveling by rail, which was a 
distinct novelty. In Omaha I,tired of the outfit 
because the “ghost’ was several weeks late in walk- 
ing. There was a young black-face singer and ban. 
joist with the show who felt as I did, so after the 
performance one night we both disappeared. So did 
our trunks, his banjo and the chair with which I 
did one of my tricks. 

After resting a few days in, Omaha, laying low 
so that we would not be discovered, we bought a 
flat-bottom boat for $15, put our baggage aboard and 
shoved off. St. Joseph, 150 miles down the river, 
was our destination. The current was sufficiently 
strong so that we had to do little rowing. Because 
of sandbars and the fear of gcing aground, we would 
tie up at a town at night. 

Out on a corner my partner would sing and play 
the banjo and I would juggle the chair. Then we 
passed the hat, and usually got a good bit of change. 
It took us six days to make,the trip, but that 
didn’t matter. What was time b.ompared to adven- 
ture. A two weeks’ engagement in St. Joseph gave 
us money enough to reach Chicago, where we parted. 
That was the last I ever saw of tne minstrel who was 
later to win great fame as Cool Burgess. 


Phineas T. Barnum 


It was Phineas T. Barnum who induced me to 
change my act when I joined his modest show, 

“What you're doing is all right,” he said, “but 
I have a better idea. You've got to give the public 
something big, that will hit it right between the 
eyes. You stay with me and I'l? make you famous.” 

He -had a harness-like arrangement Made and 
putting me on a platform with 'a small horse below 
told me to lift the animal with':my teeth and neck, 
as I had done with the barrel of water. I didm’t do 
it the first time. Nor the second, either. But I 
finally succeeded, and P. T. literally jumped with 
joy when he saw the animal — the ground. It was 
his idea, and it worked. 


A single incident will suffice as an illustra- 


Lifting a horse by my teeth proved very dan-- 


gerous, aside from the physica} strain it imposed. 
I got a number of terrific jerks when the animal 
would lunge frantically just as its feet were leaving 
the ground, and the wonder is I didn’t suffer a 
broken neck. After the first season with Barnum 
I gave up lifting the horse, and'did my other feats, 
putting four men on the barei. What made this 
act seem still more marvelous was the fact that I 
was not tall, and weighed only’165 peunds. But I 
was all muscle, and my teeth and jaws were like 
a vise. If anyone wanted to donate a silver dollar 
for the purpose I would bite it in two in three 
minutes. ’ 

My first meeting with “Pop”)Wiggins resulted in 
his giving me a contract pronto] I stayed With him 
until he retired from traveling to establish the 
Wonderland Museum in Detroit. It opened a new 
career for me. He was unique in the show world, 
a pioneer whom nothing could: daunt. His World 
of Wonders went where others feared to tread, and 
he was never so happy as when invading virgin ter- 
ritory. 

The West was both wild anid woolly when we 
headed out that way for she first time, with what 
I think was the only tent show of freaks independent 
of a circus ever sent out.

Song Racketeering | 


By HARRY 


ROADWAY has a habit of referring 
to its various jabs as “rackets”. 
There was the night-club racket 
and the “song - plugging” racket. 
Workers in Tin Pan Alley often referred 
to their jobs as the song-writing racket. 

But a racket to them was merely a 
good way of earning a living in a leviti- 
mate manner. It remained for a group 
of gangsters to introduce Broadway to a 
real song racket—one with stabbing and 
gun holdups and all the trappings of a 
Chicago mob. 

There is a copyright law in the United 
States which was designed to protect the 
men and women of imagination and 
creative ability. Ideas and words, as well 
as music, were the property of their 
creator, and could not, according to law, 
be bandied about by whoever wanted to 
use them. The new song racket is out- 
side of this law. It is a bootleg propo- 
sition, a direct steal of the words of copy- 
righted songs. 

Recently three printers were convicted 
under the copyright law, and the war 
against this latest of Broadway rackets 
is on. The first guns have been fired. 
The Music Publishers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation is fighting it, and these three 
convictions of last week are the first con- 
crete results of its campaign. 

John G. Paine, chairman of the board 
of the association, has scouts out over 
the country, checking up on this attempt 
to cut in on the profits from song writers 
and publishers. 

“IT regard this ‘song racketeering’ as 
attacking the very foundation upon

which American industry has prospered,” 
he said, “and which the constitution it- 
self was framed to protect—the rights 
of the individual. 

“The bootleg and narcotic rackets are 
at their very outstart illegal, but we have 
for the first time a legitimate business 
threatened and attacked by outlaw or- 
ganizations. An almost overnight 
growth, the ‘song-sheet racket’ has in a 
few months become national in scope 
and has caused the music publishers a 
loss of well over $5,000,000 to date. 

“The Music Publishers’ Protective As- 
sociation is co-operating with the local 
and Federal authorities in curbing the 
racketeering in the following cities: 
Syracuse, Chicago, St. Louis, San Pran- 


cisco, Los Angeles, Philadelphia, Mem- 
phis, Atlanta, Dallas and Detroit. 
“There have also been sporadic out- 


breaks in Canada, but owing to the fact 
that in Canada a Federal law can be 
administered by provincial authorities, 
and a further fact that the Canadian 
copyright act is somewhat different 
from the American, the Music Publishers’ 
Protective Association has been able to 
seize and destroy the sheets as soon as 
they have appeared on the city streets.” 


The song-sheet racket started last fall 
in an innocent enough manner. A man 
named Henry Segal, otherwise known as 
the “Shakespeare of the Bowery”, a 
poetic vagabond, with cauliflower ears 
and a pugilistic map. His songs were 


known the length of that historic street, 
which acknowledged him its official bard, 
and Segal has had many requests from 
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his fellow Boweryites to print his 
effusions. 

Gathering them together, he made up 
a sheet of songs that he had written 
about the life of a hobo along the 
Bowery, had them printed on colored 


paper, and titled these first song sheets 
“Latest Song Hits, by Henry Segal”. The 
Henry Segal part was not so prominent 
as the “Latest Song Hits’, and the songs 
had an immediate sale. 


By the time the purchaser had scanned 
thru the sheet and had discovered that 
none of the latest Broadway hits was 
included in these another purchaser had 
come up. It was a perfectly legitimate 
racket, which Shakespeare of the Bowery 
worked out at Coney Island last fall dur- 
ing the Mardi Gras. Often he pulled in 
as much as $400 a week, which is rather 
good poet's pay. 

From the success of this came the idea 
for the later song sheets. If songs which 


were not really hits went over big 
like that, why wouldn't real Broadway 
hits go over even bigger? Copyright laws 


to these gangsters who 
caught onto the idea than did the nar- 
cotic laws or the 18th Amendment, so 
they did not scruple at stealing the words 
to the songs that were being sung over 
the radio and in the talkies They 
printed them on song sheets and sold 
them at Coney Island. Immediately the 
idea took hold, and rival gangs began 
getting out rival sheets, with gangsters 
posted to see that the sale of these 
sheets was not disturbed by hostile gang- 
sters. 

One group of gangsters, led by a man 
named “Sal”, realizing that this new 
racket was outside the lew, decided to 
make their song sheets legal. They sold 
parodies of the latest hits But “Sal” 
made the mistake of putting at the head 
of his songs, “Rudy Vallee’s Latest Song 
Sheets”, and at the bottom of the page 
“Published by permission of the copy- 
right owners”. Thus he was brought 
under the State statute concerning 
fraudulent advertising, and was re- 
strained from printing them 


Meanwhile 60 peddlers in Coney Island 
had been brought to justice, and the 
printers of the sheets had been rounded 
up. Since they promised never to do it 
again, they were let off with warning.

“Sal” and his parody men had been 
fighting these other zone-sheet vendors, 
and with him out of the running other 
of the actual word sheets appeared. Now 
they were one color. Now they were 
another. They cropped up, mysteriously, 
all over the country, but in the South 
first. The mystery of why the South 
should have caught the racket was 
cleared up when someone realized that 
the carnival men, who had seen the idea 
work at Coney, had all gone south for 
their winter concessions, and had taken 
this newest racket with them. 


Printers but they al- 
ways pleaded so there was no 
actual test case until the one in New 
York last week, the first time in the 
history of that particular law that con- 
victions had actually been made. Most 
of the other cases had been dismissed.

Meanwhile, the song publishers have 
been tearing their hair. If anyone thinks 
that there is no market for popular songs 
these days, he has only to study the ac- 
tivity of this racket and the number of 
bootleg song sheets that have been sold 
in spite of prosecutions. In the subways 
and on crowded corners. The jumping 
dolls and palloon zeprelins have all been 
superseded by the song sheets. 

And this pirating of the words of latest 
hits has cost the creagors and publishers 
of these songs about a million dollars a 
month. Sales in Irving Berlin’s com- 
pany alone have dropped $6,000 a week 
since the sheets have been sold Two 
Tin Pan Alleyites who waited 20 years 
to achieve a hit, sold a smashing suc- 
cess, only to have thousands of dollars 
of their long-awaited profits cut off by 
the new racket. 

“According to Federal Attorney Charles 
H. Tuttle,” Paine said, “this illegitimate 
sale of song sheets strikes at one of the 
most important and fundamental laws of 
the country—a law given to the promo- 
tion and protection of culture and men- 
tal expression.”

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Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


In the advertising of our American 
circuses of today and back thru the last 
50 or more years, the wall posters, 
window lithographs and newspaper cuts 
have held the equestrian acts and 
trained horses in the forefront of pub- 
licity. We have been educated to expect 
in every worth-while circus performance 
one or more outstanding acts by bare- 
back and manege riders and something 
remarkable in trained horses. But how 
many who see the posters or newspaper 
cuts and are thrilled with amazing en- 
joyment at sight of the acts in the “big 
top” give any thought to how and when 
that feature of circus entertainment 
originated. 


As early as the 16th century there is 
published record of expert horse trainers 
and equestrians. A Scotchman named 
Banks was a noted trainer and exhibitor 
of trick horses in England and France 
from 1580 until after 1600. He served 
with Robert. Earl of Essex, master of the 


horse to Queen Elizabeth. Banks’ horse, 


“Maroccus”, 1595, was the title used 
with pictorial publicity given his ex- 
hibitions at Belle Sauvidge Inn and other 
amusement places in London. The de- 
scription of stunts performed by ‘‘Maroc- 
cus” indicates that the system of train- 
ing then in use has been handed down 
thru generations until it reached the 
masters of the art in America. Banks’ 
exhibition of trained horses included the 
giving of dates on a coin or spots on a 
dice, by tapping the numbers with his 
hoof. In one of the exhibitions at Belle 
Sauvidge Inn Banks commanded his 
horse “Maroccus”’ to co fetchthe veriest 
fool in the company, whereupon the 
horse selected Dick Tarlton, the favorite 
clown and low comedian of that time, 
who chanced to be among the specta- 
tors. 


In 1602 a French publication gave de- 
scription of Banks, the performance 
horse, and an exhibition at the Silver 
Lyon, rue Saint Jaques, Paris, in which 
was mentioned “dancing the canaries, a 
wild a-la-savage dance, with extrava- 
gant gestures”; evidently a dance similar 
to the modern cancan. The horse “Mar- 
oceus” attained popularity and was given 
publicity in his period of entertaining 
the public such as was given to Hamil- 
ton’s “Sir Henry”, Dan Rice’s “Excelsior”, 
“Jim Key”, “Mazeppa” and others that 
made trained horse history in the United 
States. As evidence of the notoriety at- 
tained by the Banks trick horse, a book 
was published in 1595, the title of “Mar- 
oceus Extaticus or Banks’ Bay Horse in 
a Trance”, and a coarse satirical wood- 
cut cover. was the introduction to a 
descriptive story devoted exclusively to 
the Banks trained horse exhibition. 


Considering all the facts gathered from 
early English and French literature on 
equine amusements and the exhibitions 
by noted equestrians, followed by the 
appearance in America of Bates. Pool and 
John Bill Ricketts giving equestrian ex- 
hibitions in Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston, Salem and Hartford prior to 
1800, we must quite naturally conclude 
that all these precedents led up to our 
present-day circus feats and was a pro- 
gressive form of amusement that has 
successfully entertained the masses thru 
the 16th, 17th. 18th, 19th and well into 
the 20th century. It is therefore a very 
natural inheritance, following thru suc- 
ceeding generations, that has made the 
Circus Fan of today devoted and faithful 
to his favorite amusement.

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HE business of the circus may be 
said to consist in successfully ace 
complishing two things—the prep- 
ation and the exploitation of the snow. 

The first embraces the details of 
quipping, financing, organizing, routing 
ind advertising. The second, or exploit- 
ng, consists in taking the show over the 
cad to realize a profit from the enter- 
orise. 

In moving and operating a circus the 
nechanical departments, made up of the 
rain, stock. canvas, cookhouse, proper- 
jes and lights, must hit on all six 
‘ylinders in order that two other de- 
vartments may function to advantage. 
These are the performance and the 
icket office. When all are going well 
nd working together, the routine ex- 
libitions can be made daily and the va- 
ious emergencies met with a minimum 
1 loss and disadvantage to the organ- 
zation. 

The stock carried by a circus consists 
f three departments—baggage, ring and 
nenagerie—but of all there is none of 
reater importance tothe show than that 
the baggage stock. Upon its superin- 
endent and his assistants devolves the 
esponsibility of getting the equipment 
Tom the train to the lot and back again. 
Vithin the department are further sub- 
livisions of organization, all under the 
harge of the superintendent. These in- 
flude the stables, blacksmithing and 
sworseshoeing, forage, veterinarian, har- 
aesS and wagon repair. Also there may 
se tractors. The principal qualifications 
@# the man in charge tho are that he 
aust be a good lot man and stable man. 
On the larger shows the first assistant 
nay be the lot man or the stable man. 
ther assistants have various duties, 
uch es supervising the loading and un- 
Dading of the stock, being in charge of 
he stock on the squadron or other sec- 
ions, inspection of equipment, etc. The 
Oss hostler, or one of his assistants dur- 
ng the winter, is in charge of the horses 
t quarters or whereever they may be 
ent for keep. 

Bad weather or soft ground brings out 
t once the qualities of the lot man. He 
woceeds horseback on the arrival of the 
rain and, meeting the wagons as they 
ome from the runs, directs the drivers 
yhere each should be spotted. If the 
how uses tractors for part of the work, 
heir wagons must be left on the pave- 
pent, and the teams pick up the loads 
yhen soft ground is reached. An ex- 
rienced lot man is well up on soils. 
and, red clay, black gumbo and swampy 
round all have their meaning to him 
yhen the number of hook-rope teams, 
lephants and men necessary to move 
hings are calculated. A big stringer 
fagon or other heavy load may require 
esides its eight-horse team four or five 
ook-rope teams, an elephant pushing 
nd even men assisting. Sometimes 
rushwood, straw, planks and other ma- 
erials are used in the worst places to 
eep the wagons out of the mire. If the 
ain comes after the show is on, the lot 
reparations, such as shifting wagons to 
10re favorable ground or even on to the 
dads, must be made whenever possible, 
1 order that the equipment be loaded 
ithout unnecessary delay. As high as 150 
‘agons must be moved back and forth 
"om the train, and at times, it is a 
remendous job. 

The stable man must know stock. He 
1ay Or May not be a veterinarian, but 
ill require a good practical knowledge 
f veterinary medicine. He must thoroly 
now his drivers and helpers and their 
apabilities, be a strict disciplinarian and 
he welfare and good condition of the 
sams be his first consideration. 

Good drivers are becoming very scarce. 
mly occasionally is a good new man 
eveloped. Driving horses on a farm, or 
“ucking on pavements, are no indication 
hat a driver will make good with a 
ircus team. Years back, driving stages 
i the West, ore wagons for mining com- 
anies, or six-mule teams for the army, 
ere perhaps better schools for starting 
ut circus drivers than any source now 
vailable. The lack of competent men 
as of late years thrown added responsi- 
lity and worry on the bosses. There 
re still enough oldtimers left to take 
ue Of most of the eights and sixes, but 
then they pass’ on there is trouble 
head, unless more competent young 
rivers are forthcoming. 

The pioneer circus was known as the 
agon or mud show on account of the 
agons being the sole means of moving 
‘om town to town, and the absence of 
nproved roads explains the term “mud” 
he wagons were built light, with but 
2w exceptions, and had to be of the best 
aaterials. The finest of them were built 
y Fielding & Son of New York, and cut 
nder so that short turns could be made.

Getting On and Off the Lot 


By C. G. STURTEVANT 


Bode of Cincinnati at a later date was 
another builder of high-class wagons for 
circus use. A circus of the 60s and ‘70s 
equipped with Fielding wagons, such as 
the Adam Forepaugh Show had, was the 
envy of all other concerns cn the road. 
The hardships of the old circus drivers 
were very great, as they had everything 
to do that modern drivers have, and in 
addition drove from about one or two 
a.m. well into the morning, besides mak- 
ing parade. Very few teams for the 
road exceeded four horses, as the loads 
were light on account of the bad roads. 
Moreover, only the larger streams were 
bridged and the fording of the others in 
rainy weather was both dangerous and 


difficult. When gravel and macadam 
turnpikes became more general some 
bigger wagons were added for parade 


purposes which used much larger teams. 
The boss hostler, or master of horse, 
was the most important overseer on the 
old-time circus. The canvas and other 
departments were so small that they 
were usually taken care of by the per- 
formers, bandsmen and others with the 
show. Some of these oldtimers were most 
interesting characters, rough and ready, 
and the main cog in the wheel of any 
traveling organization. The wagons were 
divided into two trains, the baggage 
train and the cage train. The former, 
consisting of the wagons used for tents, 
properties and baggage, was the first to 
leave the lot around 1 a.m., as the loads 
were heavier. The cage train, made up 
of the menagerie cages and busses 
carrying the officials, performers and 
band, as arule departed some hours 
later, giving the people longer rest at 
the hotels and inns where they put up. 
The drivers were supposed to sleep in the 
early part of the evening during the 
show. The cage train, traveling faster, 
usually caught up with the other train 
about the time the outskirts of the 
place of exhibition were reached. They 
stopped for a short time to prepare for 
parade, while the baggage train proceed- 
ed to the lot to unload the property 
An agent driving a buggy in daylight 
would precede the baggage train, and at 
road crossings and forks mark the road 
by placing a rail from a near-by fence 
across the road not to be taken. Some- 
times flour or white gypsum would be 
used, or pieces of white paper weighted 
down by stones. In spite of these pre- 
cautions, in sparsely settled country 
during dark nights and storms, the way 
would be lost, and much difficulty in 
getting back on the right road result. 
To mention a few of the best known 
old stock bosses would include Alec 
Reed and Jeff Posey (father of Jake), 
of the Old John Robinson Show; Mart 
Jennings, of the Stowe Circus; “Pinetree” 
Bill Lewis, of Howe’s London; Spencer 
(Delavan) Alexander, of Burr Robbins 
and Barnum’s; J. H. Paul, of John H. 
Murray’s; “Beetle” Bill Hutchinson, of 
Forepaugh’s; John Higby, of W. W. 
Cole’s; Judd Webb (brother of Allie), of 
the Great Eastern and Col. Ames’ show; 
Charlie Evans, of O’Brien’s; Jameés 
Fuqua, of Cooper & Bailey’s; John Fore- 
paugh (brother of Adam), on Springer’s 
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CUTS

and Montgomery Queen's; 
Green, of Sells Bros.’; Bill 


M. Brown, of Thayer and Noyes’; Geo. 
Rushenburgh, of Melville; Maginley & 
Cocke's; Geo. Reilly, of Alec Robinson's, 


and many others. Most of them dated 
back from Civil War times, and a few of 
them carried over into the railroad show 
days. Tom Lynch and Ed Jenkins are 
among the few old stockmen living to- 
day who can look back to experience 
with both the old wagon shows of the 
"70s and with modern railroad circuses. 

Among show owners, Adam Forepaugh 
and Ben Wallace are generally conceded 
by old showmen to have been the best 
judges of stock, and their baggage horses 
were great attractions, both as to appear- 
ance and pedigree. 

These days also included many famous 
drivers. J. H. Paul (Spalding & Rogers), 
Chas. Johnson (Forepaugh’s), Hank Deif 
(Dan Rice's) and Jas. Cameron (Magin- 
ley’s), each drove 40 horses, four abreast 
on band wagon teams, and John King 
Grove 40, two abreast on the American 
Racing Association Show of 1875. Jim 
Thomas and Jake Posey were the drivers 
of the famous 40-horse Barnum & Bailey 
band wagon team of much later years, 
which were matched up and selected by 
Tom Lynch 

About the heaviest loads that went 
over the road were the 14-horse hitches 
on the hippopotamus and rhinoceros 
dens of the old Adam Forepaugh aggre- 
gation. Some of the big parade chariots 
of Howe's London, which were imported 
from England, and very heavy, required 
teams of 10 and 12 horses 

The coming of the railroad 
brought great changes to the baggage 
stock department The animals were 
better cared for and in much finer con- 
dition. From such firms as Fiss, Doerr 
& Carroll, of New York, and Abe Klee, of 
dition. 

Except for parade purposes, teams of 
four, six and eight could handle the 
heaviest loads except on soft ground 
The 10-horse team has been used on 
some shows for work, but is now dis- 
carded. Baggage stock at the present 
time consists of Percheron geldings, with 
a few, mares occasionally. They are 
loaded about 26 to 30 to a car with 
harness on. Light chgins attached to 
collars and the top of the car may be 
employed to take the weight off the 
horses. 

Among the leading boss hostlers of 
the railroad show era down to the pres- 
ent, some few of whom carried over from 
wagon show days are Jas. A. Fuqua, Dave 
McKay and Tom Lynch, of the Barnum 
Show; Jack Cottrell, Jas. Eagles, W. N. 
Forquer, Jack Shumate and Geo. Stumpf, 
of John Robinson's; Spencer (Delavan) 
Alexander and Charlie Rooney, of Ring- 
ling Bros.’; Bill Lewis, Ed Jenkins and W. 
W. Scott, of B. F. Wallace’s; Jake 
(Shorty) Green, of Sells Bros.’; Wm. 
Neslie and Wm. Conners, of Forepaugh’s 
John Shumate, of Forepaugh-Sells’; 
Claude Orton, of the W. L. Main, and 
Robinson organizations; Bob Abrams, on 
W. L. Main’s; John Simmons, of La- 
Pearl's; Henry Welch, of Sun Bros.’; F. S. 
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Phillips and Jim Irvin, on 101 Ranch; 
wake Posey, of Sparks” Frank Rooney aud 
Mike Tshudy, on Al G. Barnes’; R. G 
Johnson. of Campbell Bros.’; Frank 
Corey, Howe's London (Mugivan & 
Bowers); Joe Lloyd, Robbins Bros.; Ed 
Snow, W. L. Main’s (Downie); Henry 
Brown, Sells-Floto; Blackie Diller, John 
Robinson's (Mugivan & Bowers), and 
Jack Morgan, Christy Bros.’. 

Perhaps the four best known superin- 
tendents of stock of the present day are 
Jake Posey, Henry Brown, Charlie Rooney 
and Tom Lynch. Henry Brown is a na- 
tive of Columbus, O., and a product of 
the old Sells Bros.’ school. He accom- 
panied that show to Australia in 1890 
and has of late years been in charge of 
the fine stock carried on the Sells-Floto 
Circus. A splendid all-round man, com- 
petent and resourceful. 

Charlie Rooney comes from Baraboo, 
Wis., and broke in, along with George 
Stumpf, under that old master “Delavan” 
(Spencer Alexander), who for many years 
had the Ringling.stables. He succeeded 
“Delavan” and after the consolidation in 
1919 went to the Robinson Show and 
then to Hagenbeck-Wallace, where he is 
today. A great lot man and just as good 
in the stables. His two brothers, Frank 
and John, were also boss hostlers. 

Jake Posey, with his father, Jeff Posey, 
bas a name which is the oldest in the 
business. Jeff Posey was boss on the 
Robinson Show during the rebellion, and 
his son Jake has been at it for over 50 
years. A great long-string driver, went to 
Europe with the Barnum Show and has 
of late years done a very fine job of it as 
boss hostler with the Sparks Circus 

Tom Lynch stands in a class by him- 
self. He has the record of not only being 
the oldest superintendent of baggage 
stock in circusdom, but has been longer 
in the business continuously than any 
other person living. This applies, so far 
as is known, to owners, officials, per- 
formers and workmen without exception 

Lynch was born in Canada in 1856. In 
1873 he was with the Dan Rice Show 
financed by Dr. G. R. Spalding. He was 
under ola “Delavan” on the Barnum 
World’s Fair in 1874, and the following 
year his boss was Geo. Rushenburgh on 
the Melville, Maginley & Cooke Circus. In 
1876, the year of the Centennial Exposi- 
tion in Philadelphia, he was connected 
with Howe's Great London Show, 
owned by Henry Barnum and Jas. Kelley 
He remained here when Cooper & Bailey 
got the title and went along with Jas. A. 
Bailey when he bought into the Barnum 
Show in 1881, where he has been ever 
since, without a break, down to the pres- 
ent time. 


Tom was assistant to Jas. Fuqua from 


1885 on and later succeeded him as 
superintendent. He made both trips to 
Europe with the Barnum & Bailey 
“Greatest on Earth", and in 1919 when 


the consolidation came with the mKingling 
Bros.’ Circus, was placed in charge of the 
largest aggregation of baggage stock ever 
assembled on a show. 

The stock under Lynch is approximate- 
ly organized each year as follows: 14 
eights, 24 sixes, 16 fours, 14 twos and 
five saddle horses. Total something over 
350 head carried in the trains us follows: 
four cars on the squadron, five cars on 
the second section and four on the third. 
He has four assistant bosses, and this 
personnel has included such well-known 
men as Ed Jenkins, Blackie Diller, James 
Doyle, Henry (Apples) Welch, John Kuhl- 
man, Wm. S. Fifield, Charley Haley and 
John Cline. 

I know of no man in the world of the 
“White Tops” entitled to more honor and 
respect than Tom Lynch. He has never 
had an enemy, either among his own 
people or the public. Anything that could 
be said of his ability would be but faint 
praise for a man that has held this 
exacting position for 40 years under every 
condition of weather and circumstance 
that circus life entails. His memory is 
almost uncanny and he can instantly re- 
call the most minute details of the shows 
he started with years ago. His mind is 
equally alert to retain present-day hap- 
penings. He can describe any horse now 
under his charge, where it came from, 
who is driving it, what its condition is, 
and in fact no detail in his large depart- 
ment escapes him. It certainly must be 
conceded that he is a remarkable man

Saltair Land 
Dispute Over 


270 acres at Salt Lake City, 
owned by government, 
leased for 10-year period 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, June 7—A 
settlement has just been reached where- 
by the Saltair Company, operator of 
Saltair Beach, pays the government for 
270 acres of land, leased for 10 years 
at the rate of $1 an acre. The Giant 
Racer operators had brought up the 
case, maintaining that they did not need 
to pay Saltair for this concession privi- 
lege, aS the land on which the resort 
lies is government property. The case 
had been argued back and forth for 
years, and it was at last decided that 
the government does own the land. The 
admission of the leasing price settled 
this doubt. The covernment represented 
by the State Land Board has assumed 
title and the board denied a lease to 
the Giant Racer owners. who must there- 
fore lease from Saltair. David P. How- 
ells, Ashby Snow and Willard T. Cannon 
own Saltair.

The drawing power of the beautiful pool at Rainbow Park, Cincin- 
nati, has been added to considerably this season thru the addition of play- 
ground apparatus, such as trapeze, giant swing, Roman rings, horizontal 
bars, etc. There is another advantage in having such equipment—more 
space is provided for swimmers in the pool. 

We have heard of small inflated rubber articles being used in swim- 
ming pools to add to the fun of bathers, but now, for the first time to 
this writer’s knowledge, the life-size toys have made their appearance. 
They are being used by F. D. Fowler in his indoor pool at Lakeside Park, 
Denver. The Denver Post says it is something entirely new in Denver 
swimming circles, anc provides a riot of fun. 


The toys are inflated to the natural size of the different animals. 
waterfowl and reptiles they are constructed to represent. They are being 
used during the morning hours only, as it is during these hours that the 
pool is less crowded, and because this period is the most popular with 
children, with whom the new swim toys are extremely popular. 


“The kiddies organize races,” says The Post, “and in various ways 
attempt to outdo each other in piloting their rubber menagerie across 
the length of the pool. As the animals are inflated to life size, it is 
quite obvious that ea different method is required to get the utmost 
speed from a rubber replica of a mallard duck and that of a five-foot 
alligator Thus Johnny Smith attempts to swim in natural position, and 
at the same time guide his duck along with the freckled tip of his pug 
nose, while Franky Brown hops up astride of his alligator and paddles 
industriously with both }ands and feet. The outcome of the race, there- 
fore, doesn’t depend on the stream-line effect of the toy or the resistance 
it offers to the water, but rather on the ingenuity of its youthful pilot 
The race is not always to the swift. Even if young Brown and his rubber 
saurian has a lead of several snout lengths over the youthful Smith and 
his mallard, it is by no means certain that the alligator will not turn 
turtle—metaphorically speaking, of course—at the ‘ast moment, and dump 
his young pilot, without ceremony or the victor’s honors in inglorious 
defeat. It’s a great game for the youngsters. Older swimmers would 
probably enjoy the swim toys as well as the children, but because of the 
large amount of space the toys occupy in the pool, it is impossible to use 
them during the afternoon hours, when so many swimmers are present.”

Midways at Crystal and 
Erie parks reconstructed 
and amusements added 


BUFFALO, N. Y., June 7.—With the 
opening of Crystal Beach May 28 and 
Erie Beach Decoration Day, the park 
season in this section is in full swing 
Both resorts have been put in fine con- 
dition, and improvements are noted in 
each case. 

Crystal Beach, located on the Cana- 
dian shore of Lake Erie, 12 miles from 
this city, has been in operation for more 
than 25 years.

Music for dancing in the beau- 
tiful ballroom is provided by two orches- 
tras directed by Angie Maggio, whose 
band has played in the beach pavilion 
several seasons. Among other features 
are a recreation pier, a stadium for ath- 
letic games, a fine bathing beach and 
two spacions picnic grounds. A new fig- 
ure at the beach is “Stumpy” Thomason, 
who is to be chief of the life guards dur- 
ing the season. The steamer Canadiana 
carries people from Buffalo to the beach 
and back George C. Hall is general 
manager of the beach. A big fireworks 
display was an added featyre Decoration 
Day. 

Erie Beach has been placed in an at- 
tractive condition with a number of 
improvements made. The picnic section 
has been enlarged so that more than 
5,000 can now be accommodated. The 
numerous amusement devices and rides 
have been placed in excellent condition. 
The extensive Midway has been recon- 
structed All of the buildings in the 
park and along the lane of laughter have 
been repainted.

Looking Back |

In Acrobats and Mountebanks, trans- 
lated from the French, 1890, and now in 
the liLrary of the American Museum of 
Public Recreation, Coney Island, we 
read: 

“At the present moment the show- 
men’s world, like all other societies com- 
posed of rich and poor, is divided into 
two great disputing parties. Each of 
these divisions has its own newspaper. 
One side you will find a group of all the 
important men in the profession, the 
proprietors of large establishments, 
guardians of wealth, amassed with much 
trouble and labor. 

“The authorities who wish for the 
success of the ‘local fairs’ show favors 
to these influential banquistes in the 
allotment of space. From this undue 
preference of space, extraordinary hatred, 
Savage Jealousy results on the part of 
the smaller fold, whose fortune consists 
of on? van, the seller of ganfres and fried 
potatoes, the owner of swings, and rifle 
saloons; lotteries, shows and halls of 
mystery. The less important men were 
the first to organize themselves. Six 
years ago the first number of Voyagener 
Forain appeared. A notice informed the 
readers ‘That all those, whether rich 
or poor, whe honorably earn a livelihood 
by instructing or amusing the public,’ 
will be admitted to its ranks. The 
forcible Janguage and diatribes in this 
publication render it most amusing to 
any cne interested in French siang. 

“Th Union Mutuelle, the organ of the 
‘bourgeois’, was founded April 29, 1887, 
with fine offices in the Rue de Chalean- 
dun. The association is rich. Every 
provincial member who has to apply to 
a local Mayor for a license, or to obtain 
justice, addresses himself to the man- 
aging committee to solicit its support, 
and in this way the showman commands 
the satisfaction of his claim, which 
might have been otherwise refused. 

“In each number of the newspaper 
you will find the following intelligence: 
Indicateur des Foires du Mois (guide to 
the fairs heid this month), with other 
items of useful information. Another 
department, the ‘Review of Fairs and 
Fetes’, gives exact information to the 
subscriber of the chances of a good sale, 
and the disadvantages of a useless re- 
moval.”

Rainbow Park 


Is Improved 


Season in full swing, ex- 
cept for big amphitheater, 
which is near completion 


Except for the new amphitheater and 
arena, Rainbow Park, Cincinnati, is now 
in full operation, its second season un- 
der the ownership of Ohio Parks, Inc., 
with C. DeLaney Martin. as general man- 
ager and executive vice-president. Since 
the new owners took control. the park 
has undergone radical changes and made 
several additions which add materially 
to its appearance. The color scheme is 
white and green, the same as last sea- 
son. Preceded by a week-end season 
of a few weeks, the formal opening took 
place May 24. The weather this year 
has been exceptionally cool for the early 
season, especially at nights, but W. H. 
Harmon, executive assistant, declares 
that business has been good consider- 
ing this, particularly on Saturdays 
ind Sundays. After a cool Decoration 
Day the weather began to warm up and 
‘n increase in crowds was noted. 


The really big outstanding new feature 
at Rainbow this year is the conversion 
of the ol4 boating lake into an amphi- 
theater and arena, representing an out- 
lay of more than $25,000. This will be 
known as the Garden Theater. The con- 
struction work is well on the way to 
completion. The ground. immediately in 
front of the clubhouse, has been sodded 
and the concrete stage is now being 
built. Sunken flower gardens have been 
created on. each side of the stage (to 
the rear) and are very beautiful. The 
seating capacity of the arena is to be 
several thousand. In back of the stage 
is to be a multi-colored cascade falls 
20 feet high and 70 feet wide, and un- 
der what had formerly been the island 
of the lake dressing rooms are to be 
tunneler. It is intended to put on free 
acts, revues, spectacles, wrestling and 
boxing matches. 


The large beautiful fenced pool of 
cement construction, with its showered 
turnstile entrances and exits and with 
lighting equipment for night bathing, 
has also been improved upon. Gymnastic 
apparatus has been added to the sand 


beach which surrounds the lake. This 
apparatus consists of trapeze, giant 
swing, horizontal bars, basket ball 


Roman rings, etc. Individual dressing 
rooms have been built in the bathhouse 
for ladies. Lockers for men remain the 
same. 


Alongside of the pool and what was 
formerly a part of the old boating lake 


is a new electrified Tom Thumb Golf 
Course on a level with the arena and 
with benches and shrubbery atop the 


bank. The new riding devices include 
Lindy Loup, Leaping Lena and Pretzel, 
the last name with a specially built 
front resembling a cave. 


The rink at the park ts for the second 
Season being operated by William Sef- 
ferino, with his brother “Cap” as man- 
ager. This has been extended 30 feet, 
with a new maple floor laid in the north 
end, and is one of the largest in this 
section of the country. It now contains 
18,000 square feet of floor space and can 
accommodate several thousand skaters.

Park Improved 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 7.—Several 
improvements have been made at Broad 
Ripple Park here, which formally opened 
the season to several thousand persons 
Decoration Day. The improvement pro- 
gram represents an outlay of about 
$50,000. 

A new bathhouse, finished in Spanish 
stucco and equipped with steel lockers, 
has been added. A new floor and mod- 
ern shower baths have been installed. 
A feature of the women's division is 
electric hair dryers. The street-car loop 
has been shortened and ground formerly 
used is being made ready for a scenic 
floral garden. The old canoe house has 
been removed to make way for an en- 
larged picnic grounds, and a new ride 
called Ride the Ripple has been built. 
Another new feature that will add much 
to the beauty and charm of the park is 
the entrance tower, which is expected 
to be finished before the season is far 
advanced. 

Special attractions booked in for the 
formal opening include King Bros.’ 
Rodeo for a three-day engagement; 
Dare-Devil Huggins, balloon ascension 
and triple «parachute leap, and Jac 
Broderick’s School of Dancing, a group 
of young dancers whose engagement 
runs until tomorrow. 

The Broad Ripple pool, 
largest in the country, continues 
most attractive amusement unit. The 
total capacity is 4,300,000 gallons of 
water. At the west end of the pool is 
7,500 square feet of clean sand, while in 
the center is Rest Island, 100x12 feet. 
No charge is made for dancing in the 
Moonlight Dance Gardens. In the more 
formal dance hal] music is furnished by 
Curtis Thompson's Orchestra. Other 
regular features of the park include 
Skating rink, Merry-Go-Round, Derby 
Racer, Penny Arcade, Bug. Mill Chute, 
Airplane Swing, Whip, Bluebeard’s Cas- 
tle, Miniature Railway and Ferris Wheel, 
in addition to a number of refreshment 
and game concessions. A playground 
for children is again maintained. 

Oscar Baur is principal owner of 
Broad Ripple, and William F. Mahoney 
continues in the capacity of manager.

FAIRYVILLE, N. B., Can., June 7.— 
Morton MacLaren, proprietor of the 
Beach, MacLaren’s Beach, N. B., opened 
that seaside resort May 24, Victoria Day, 
a public holiday in Canada. However. 
business at the beach is not expected to 
hit its stride until the middle of June 
by which time the salt water bathing 
will have been resumed, if the fog and 
chilly weather are absent. 

Bud Tippett, proprietor of Dominion

swing at his beach rendezvous. Tippett 
has been making considerable improve- 
ments to his park property.

For the bathing, he has 
had built a new float and a new raft.

Tippett produces his own light and 
power at the beach with a dynamo. 
Since taking over the beach frontage, 
the beach having been known as Raynes 
Beach, Tippett has built a dance hall, 
refreshment stand, bathing lockers 
building and his own home, directly 
facing the beach. In a field behind the 
beach. this field being used for picnic 
parties, baseball, etc., he has erected a 
pavilion for serving meals The old 
Raynes Beach has been under his direc- 
tion since 1928. Tippett was one of the 
first to enlist in the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force for World War service, and 
was sent back to the dominion after 
being wounded. He was one of the first 
of the C. E. F. to return from overseas 
action, making his home in Fairville 
until moving last year to Dominion 
Beach, two miles away.

Rainbow Rink Enlarged 
And Improved Otherwise 


Rainbow Park Rink, Cincinnati, 
owned by Ohio Parks, Inc., and operated 
by William Sefferino, has been enlarged 
to the extent of about 30 feet and now 
contains approximately 18,000 square 
feet of floor space, making it one of the 
largest rinks in this section of the 
country. In addition to the extension 
other improvements have been made, 
these “including the installation of a 
specially made orchestrion, amplifying 
system and microphone, representing a 
total outlay of about $10,000, according 
to Sefferino.

J. Snowden, now in the automobile 
busines in Boston; George B. Reed, de- 
ceased, of Alliance, O.; George Johnson, 
deceased, of Chicago; Bob Turner, for- 
merly of New York City; James Delaney, 
of East Liverpool, O., and connected 
with a large glass conoern there; Jim- 
mie Reark, of Wellsville, O., and at last 


reports working for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad there; Leon Zilles, formerly of 
Wheeling. W. Va.; Eddie McDowell, of 
Philadelphia, whe met his death in a 
train accident; Emmett McDowell, of 
Philadelphia; Jack Donovan, winner of 
the first six-day race held at Madison 
Square Garden (promoted by Parson 
Davis) and who died of blood poisoning 
about four months after the race; Wil- 
liam X. Blakely, of Buffalo, now working 
for the New York Central Railway, with 
headquarters at Rochester, and Frank 
Vernon, of Washington Court House, C. 

Mathews, Berry, Boyce, Snowden, 
Reed, Johnson, Turner, Delaney, Reark, 
Zilles, MceDowells (both Eddie and Em- 
mett) and Vernon in those days were 
known as the kid skaters. This group 
skated a series of tne best two out of 
three 3-mile races at LeGrand Rink, 
Euclid avenue, Cleveland, for the boys’ 
speed championship. with Vernon win- 
ning two straight races.

HILE there still are fairs, the smaller ones in particular, that 

hold their exhibits under canvas, it is unusual when a fair switches 

from buildings to tents. That is what is to be done at Kenosha, 
Wis., where the Kenosha County Fair has moved from its old grounds 
to a new site just west of the city limits. Because of the change of 
location, and not being able to have the new plant completed in 
time, the exhibits at this year’s fair, August 14-16, will be entirely 
under canvas, instead of in buildings, as at the old site. Naturally, this 
this will be a novelty for Kenoshans, and it will be interesting to watch 
the outcome of the undertaking. 


That reminds us of a fair a few years ago in Canada—we believe it 
was at London, Ont. Shortly before the fair was to take place it was 
visited by a fire which destroyed the various buildings. Time not per- 
mitting for the erection of new structures, tents had to be brought into 
use, and the novelty of the canvas housing for the exhibits rcsulted in 
increased attendance over its previous fairs. If that experience can be 
taken as a criterion, the Kenosha County Fair Association is in line for a 
big winner this year, weather conditions permitting. 


Some secretaries probably would drop dead if they were asked to 
pay $90,000 for one single amusement feature. That's just what the 
Texas State Fair Association cf Dallas is paying for a two weeks’ cngage- 
ment of the big New York musical comedy hit, Sons o’ Guns, at this 
year’s fair. Texas “knows its onions”, don’t let anybody tell you other- 
wise. It wants the biggest and best of drawing-power cards, and money 
gets second consideration. With the weather man's sympathy, Sons o’ 
Guns, with hardly the least doubt, will put the Texas State Fair over in 
a bigger way, both from an attendance and receipts standpoint, than 
ever before. 


The name of another woman fair secretary has been called to our 
attention thru an unsigned postcard, mailed at Salt Lake City. She is 
Martha E. Gibbs, secretary of the Utah State Fair, that city. This makes 
a total of 40 in the United States and Canada, with five of them state 
fair secretaries. Any more, please? 


Now is the time for State and district associations of fairs to be giving 
some thought to arranging their winter meetings so that the dates don’t 
conflict, and thereby provide for a greater attendance of circus and car- 
nival agents, booking representatives, independent acts and promoters of 
other amusement features. Associations ought to get together and form 
what might be called “meeting circuits” in different sections of the 
country They will find it to their advantage to do this.

HARTFORD, Conn., June 7.—The fate 
of Charter Oak Park, almost historic for 
the events which have occurred on it in 
the last half century, may rest in the 
outcome of legal action started this 
week, when a temporary receiver was 
named for the Connecticut State Acri 
cultural Society, sponsor of the famous 
Charter Oak Fair. The application was 
made by William J. Goltra, who owns 
216 of the 1.390 shares. Fred B. Griffin 
was named as receiver, and the matter 
of making him permanent receiver wil! 
come up June 20 in the Superior Court, 
Hartford. 

The park holds the famous race track 
on which Grand Circuit harness racing 
was held for many years. The decline 
of pacing and trotting as a paving 
proposition, altho it still has a hold on 
the older cenerations as a sport, and the 
drift away from the agricultural fairs 
and mechanic arts, exhibitions, spelled 
the doom of the track. The General As- 
sembly of Connecticut has been asked at 
different times to aid the park so that 
Grand Circuit racing might be kept up 
to its old-time popularity, and the chief 
assistance was given to move the Con- 
necticut State Pair into the park from 
Berlin and passage of a bill which 
created the agricultural society by 
merger of the State fair at Berlin and 
the State Fair Association. Attempts to 
revive racing interest usually brought up 
the question of legalizing of betting on 
horse racing, long prohibited in one sec- 
tion of the park, but often winked at 
in the other corner, which was within 
another town altogether. In the end 
the law was enforced in the corner and 
horsemen paid less attention to the 
Grand Circuit meetings, which from a 
full week dropped to only three days, 
with the program added to with run- 
ning races or some other attraction 

The park consists of 121 acres, and 
while its prospects for development pur 
poses have long been viewed with favor. 
the society has been unable to sell it 
since deciding to dissolve. 


Poplar Bluff Fair 
In District Class 


POPLAR BLUFF. Mo., June 7.—The 
Butler County Fair here will be held this 
season September 15-20. The fair is now 
recognized as the district fair of South- 
east Missouri and Northeast Arkansas, 
and has enjoyed one of the most steady 
growths of any fair in a similar district 
of the United States which does not re- 
ceive State aid. It has never received 
State aid, has been held annually for 
more than 20 years, and during the last 
four years has been accumulating a nice 
fuud in the treasury. 

Features at the district show this year 
will include horse racing, fireworks, Mis- 
souri Pacific exhibits and free acts, in- 
cluding Betty Thomas and Company, 
flying rings and trapeze, and Reynolds 
and Collette, equilibristic novelty and 
acrobatics.

More money is being offered 
this year for purses in the running- 
horse races than at any time in the his- 
tory of this section's racing circuit. All 
counties of Southeast Missouri and 
Northeast Arkansas have been invited to 
vie with each other in exhibits for 
premiums, totaling $2,500. The popula- 
tion of the ar2a catered to by the Poplar 
Bluff fair totals more than 250,000. On 
Friday of the 1929 fair, 25,341 people 
passed thru the turnstiles, the largest 
crowd at the fair in any one day in its 
history. Much credit for the success of 
this institution is due H. S. Bloodworth, 
who has been secretary the last three 
years.

Connecticut Fairs 
By ELLIOTT H. PLATT 


HARTFORD, Conn. June 7.—From 
labor Day to Columbus Day, Connecticut 
will be the scene for almost a continu- 
cus display of the best from the farm, 
the home and the factory. Thru the 
medium of fairs in all parts of the State, 
for boys and girls, as well as grown- 
ups, a picture of progress will be shown 
to the populace of Connecticut and 
visitors from other States. Nearly 30 fairs 
will hold exhibitions, and from the early 
demonstration of enthusiasm the ex- 
hibits will live up to the reputation, if 
not surpass, that gained in the past. 


Eighty consecutive years of exhibitions 
is the enviable record of the Windham 
County Fair at Brooklyn, and several 
others have passed the half-century mark 
without a single break. The fairs of 
Connecticut dotted thruout the State 
and running from one day to a week, 
with an attendance ranging from 1,000 
to 200,000, are striving to hold their 
place of importance in their respective 
communities. Fair secretaries are, as a 
vhole, optimistic in Connecticut, and are 
determined to see that their fairs con- 
tinue and improve, even tho changing 
conditions have necessitated many al- 
terations in fair management. 


State aid is given to fairs in Connecti- 
cut, but fairs as a whole are not in favor 
of using the State as a “crutch”. Each 
fair manager wants his fair to follow the 
State’s pay-as-you-go policy, and have 
his individual fair “pay its own way”. 
This is strongly brought out by the 
amount of money that goes into perma- 
nent improvements each year. Thou- 
sands of dollars were spent last year to 
make conditions at fairgrounds more 
sanitary and to insure further com- 
fort of fair patrons. 


More than 2,000 miles of State roads 
serving every town in the State make it 
possible for practically every fair to be 
located on a hard-surfaced highway. 
This, it is found, not only adds to the 
ease with which patrons may visit fairs, 
but also to the speed with which con- 
cessions may be moved from one fair to 
another. The Association of Connecticut 
Fairs has worked out a schedule of dates 
for fairs, so that few conflicts are ob- 
served among the larger fairs. This, to- 
gether with the fact that fairs are located 
within shert hauling distance of each 
other, makes it possible for concession 
men to make up a ring within the State 
from August 30 to October 12.

license feces for carnivals in some cities, towns, counties and States are causing 


not only the loss of REASONABLE 
license payments into the town, city or 
county and State treasuries by carnivals, 
but also the loss of a great deal of cash 
trade to the local merchants, hotels, 
restaurants, truck men and various other 
business establishments. Especially dur- 
ing spring and early summer months. 

“This statement is in direct contrast 
to the propaganda of some agitators, to 
the effect that a carnival ‘takes so much 
money out of town’—which propaganda 
is spread by persons IGNORANT of the 
facts, or by individuals with their own 
‘axes to grind’—for the sole purpose of 
hampering carnivals. In direct contrast, 
but absolute FACT! 

“Here is some supporting fact to the 
above statement: A carnival organization 
does not realize cash profit during its 
spring and early summer season—grant- 
ing that now and then one of them may 
be so fortunate as to be an exception. 
That being the case, what becomes of 
their cash receipts from the public? 
There is but one answer, which is also 
fact: The receipts are paid out at each 
town by the carnivals for individuals’ 
subsistence, operating expenses, building 
and rebuilding of paraphernalia, etc. It 
is safe to state that of all the carnivals 
on the road this spring and all the 
engagements they have played, not more 
than 10 per cent of their ‘stands’ pro- 
vided cash profit, and in the remainder 
wf the towns, etc., played from $100 to 
$5,000 more money was paid out than 
the amount of the cross receipts. The

N LAST ISSUE complaints from a number of carnival managers were 
announced, each regarding the advancing of money to a prospective 
showman to join his company with tented attractions, the party 

failing to fulfill promises according to telegraphed and mailed cor- 
respondence. 


In each of these complaints, the same party, or at least the same 
name (“Dr. J. E. Leone’), was alleged to be faultily concerned. Two of 
the complainants enclosed handwritten letters (along with telegraphic 
communications), which they stated had been received from the party to 
whom they advanced money, and which, such being the case, passed 
thru the United States mails. The matter should be taken up with the 
U. S. postal authorities by the receivers of the letters—which will be 
mailed to them by “The Biilboard” on request to do so, should they wisi 
to let “Uncle Sam’s” nation-wide investigation service take the matter in 
hond. This writer is not a hand-writing erpe:t, but after closely studying 
the two letters he is to his own satisfaction convinced that bcth were 
written by the same person, each to a different company, both from New 
Orleans, and both the recipients have written cloims that then advancea 
money in good faith, figuratively to a faithless individual. 


There was a time in show circles, especially in the carnival and circus 
branches, when if either show manager or show attache was found to 
have really “pulled a dirty trick” on any member of the profescion, the 
fact was made known thruout show circles, and everywhere the trickster 
was not so much as given an “icy hand”. It should be the case these 
days—if parties are found te be “crooked” in intent against e well- 
intended showman, manager or otherwise. 


The matter of advancing money to even a widely known name is 
nowadays taking long chances, from the fact that some other person 
might, for the receiving of finances, be assumong the name. For this 
reason there is good in puilicity, which affords the “real party” oppor- 
tunity to prove that it was not he who requested the favor. Post Office 
money orders are preferable, because of that being a United States Govern- 
ment service—and Government sleuths are thruout the land—not so 
quickly provided, but probably better assurance. 


The Billboard receives many complaints of individuals having money 
advanced them by shows (theatrical and outdoor), and not joining, but 
usually it may be summed up as a sort of “breach of trust” should not 
promises be fulfilled. However, when there are several shows and the 
same name of person concerned. the matter takes on an appearance of 
“malicious intent”, and there is justificaticr of the data being placed 
in print. In connection with the above-mentioned cases, The Billboard 
would appreciate hearing from (or of) Dr. J. E. Leone.

ROBERT WOODY, since practically re-

AS THIS IS WRITTEN a “more re- 


strictive” ordinance is heing fostered by 
“objectionists” at Detroit toward car 
nivals—a sort of amendment, which its 
up to final reading by the city council 
Under the current requirements for a 
permit a caravan must receive consent 
of 50 per cent of residents within 500 
feet of the intended show lot. The pro- 
posed amendment would require the 
consent of 75 per cent of those residents, 
and (get this) it stipulates residents, not 
property owners (in that case, “ob- 
jectionists” could themselves, or their 
representatives, become residents—ren- 
ters—-wherever needed to put over their 
points of objection). Wonder why the 
increased percentage of those favorable 
to an engagement? Probably the “ob- 
jectors”, under the current requirement 
couldn’t dig up a sufficient number of 
residents who would be willing to coin- 
cide with the obiectionists’ slogan, “We 
don’t want it.” What are tiie many De- 
troit carnival men doing toward opposing 
the amendment?

they operate during these months?’ They 
operate in order to so far as possible 
meet the expenses of the show itself 
and its attaches, and principally in or- 
der to get satisfactorily organized prior 
to their celebration dates and fair sea- 
sons. Where exorbitant licenses are in 
effect, the carnivals cannot, in justice 
to their own business interests, exhibit 
—hence the loss of REASONABLE license 
fees to the town, city or county and 
State treasuries, also CASH SALES (not 
credit accounts) for merchants and other 
business institutions 

“It has been noticeable that several 
of the larger collective amusement 
ganizations have of late years each spring 
moved their show trains and people from 
the South in one long jump across sev- 
eral States to the North, to start their 
late spring and summer seasons To 
great extent this has been caused by a 
‘gouging’ for out-of-all-reason licenses 
(usually sponsored by interests that 
spend but a very small portion of their 
own receipts ‘in town’). Doubtless, un- 
der more reasonable license charges, 
many of the towns and cities in, those 
‘jumped-across’ States would be bene- 
fited in their treasuries and in behalf 
of their local business enterprises.

There is 
almost a Stute-wide campaign agaitst 
chain stores, pitchmen and peddlers. 
These local merchants are playing a los- 
ing game. They are like drowning men 
grabbing at a straw. They can't drive 
the chain stores out so they take venge- 

ance on the pitchman. I always hated 
to see the big fellow run the uttie fel- 
low out of his business, and I am not 
in favor of seeing the retail trade of this 
country fall into the hands of the chain 
stores However, from a _ pitchman's 
standpoint, I think the pitchman will 
be better off. I have yet to learn of a 
chain store manager trving to stop a 
pitchman from working. As a rule, 
chain storc managers are not members 
of the local Chamber of Commerce, and 
keep away from city or town lawmakers. 
They attend to their store and its busi- 
ness and have no time to be squawking 
about a pitchman being allowed the 
right to earn his living.

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HE barker’s voice has a magic 
sound—it is the voice of a genius 
that stirs the imagination, quick- 

ens interest, arouses desire and gets 
quick action. His job is to keep the 
crowds going in and coming out as 
quickly as possible. 

As a polished talker and a clever psy- 
chologist he ranks high in that profes- 
sion. He has studied and knows people 
He knows when the iron Is hot to strike. 

No other branch of the circus business 
has produced an individual as versatile 
and as smooth-tongued as the side-show 
barker. He deals in the most astonish- 
ing line of goods—freaks, monstrosities, 
mysteries, curiosities of the strangest 
kind. And he has a never-failing supply 
of thundering and lightning words for 
testing the glibness of his tongue. 

He fires the imagination as he raises 
his voice in fervid description, shocks the 
mind with a voice that bellows about the 
mysteries and strange sights, quickens 
the pulse with desire as he raises his 
voice in supplication, and brings the 
crowd surging with a tingle of awe in 
his winning voice. 

The barker has made the side-show 
business the great attraction it is today. 
All famous side-show characters owe their 
fame and riches to the ingenious stories 
concocted by the barker in making an 
opening before the crowd. 

Barnum was the first barker of note 
who sold freaks, strange people, novel- 
ties and curiosities to an audience of the 
wide world. Barnum was an inventive 
genius. He thoroly understood the art of 
arousing the curiosity and firing the 
imagination with spirited ballyhoo 

Barnum ballyhooed the first midget-— 
Tom Thumb—into international and ev- 
erlasting fame. In fact, all of the strange 
human oddities which Barnum picked 
up and exhibited became “the greatest 
natural curiosities ever witnessed in the 
world”. 

He selected words which aroused and 
stimulated the public, then he started a 
violent controversy which stirred up ex- 
citement to a fever heat. His success 
was based on the fact that he had a 
clever knack of catering to that insatiate 
hunger of human nature—the love of 
amusement and the desire for sensation 
and thrills. 

Following Barnum the calling of pro- 
fessional ballyhoos—the school] of talkers 
and lecturers—has grown nation-wide. 

To be a good ballyhoo is something of 
which to be proud. It requires eloquence 
and oratorical ability, a keen sense of 
crowd psychology, an acquaintance with 
the dictionary and a knowledge of the 
value of words. 

The barker is the voice of the side 
show. He is its life and power of action. 
Upon the barker, his words, his elo- 
quence and his ability to sell a crowd, 
the success of the show depends. He 
must sell his line of goods sight-unseen, 
and collect his money in advance. 

The ballyhoo cannot reveal the psycho- 
logical devices or tricks of speech and 
gesture by which he holds and sways his 
audiences. But he selects his words 
highly sonorous and emphatic—search- 
ing his mind for words employing the 
long “o” and “a” when used with the 
“h"—a most happy combination. He 
stresses euphony and illiteration. What 
the circus press agent does literally, he 
does orally. 

His ability to select phrases with long 
vowels and easily tongued consonants is 
his genius. From his mouth come dig- 
nified rhythmic tones which touch the 
minds of his hearers and stir them 
deeply. 

It is impossible to imitate by words, or 
hyphenated words, all the vocal tricks of 
the barker to_get effects. Each and every 
barker has a different intoning or sound- 
shocker. But all love to use vowels or 
words to which can be added “ah” as a 
snappy ending—like “wondahs", “per- 
formahs”, “befoah"”, “loveliah”, “figgah”, 
“floah”, “skeletahn”, etc. 


Sound is an important factor in the 
ballyhoo’s art. He deals with strange 
and novel human beings. He gives them 
names that have a bellowing sound—like 
“Bo Bo,” the gless-eating marvel; “Vi 
Go,” the strong man; “Tomah,” the jun- 
gle child; “No Na,” the wild girl; “La 
Belle Rosa,” queen of the deserts. 

The voice of the barker is heard be- 
tween and above the sounds of bells, ra*- 
tlers, music of the Alabama Minstrel 
Band, who are standing on one side of the 
entrance at the foot of the banners. “Ovah 
heah! Ovah heah-h! Hurry, Hurry. See 
‘em now”. He gets a crowd tin front of 
his platform on which, besides himself,

Barkers Are Born To Ballyhoo

stand several “walking exhibits” (those 
who get around without help). He con- 
tinues: “Now, ladies and gentlemen, with 
your kind attention for a few mo-ments, 
I will en-dev-ah to introduce to you a 
few of the many attractions which have 
been gathered from the four qua-tahs of 
the globe. Gathered at e-nor-mous ex- 
pense, merely as an educational collec- 
tion. Without fear of suc-cess-ful con- 
tra-dic-shun, with respectful dis-re-gard 
for other tent attractions which may yet 
exhibit, or have before us exhibited in 
this thriving and intel-lec-tual comunity, 
I make the statement that we have the 
larg-est, great-est and most var-ied col- 
lec-tion of strange people ever gathered 
together under one canvas.” He turns 
and looks back to the entrance and re- 
ceives a signal from a man Standing 
there pointing toward the inside and say- 
ing something to the barker which is ob- 
vious to the crowd. The inside is full 
and the people impatient, therefore there 
isn't time for the introduction spoken of 
in the beginning (this is what the crowd 
dreads, but is told by the barker) “The 
folks are going inside and we are starting 
right away, so that those who are attend- 
ing the Big Show will have time to see 
our show and not miss the Grand Entry 
in the big tent. Hurry! Hurry! They 
are all a-live; walk-ing; talk-ing; breath- 
ing human beings! We are here today 
and gone tomorrow. Don't fail to pay us 
@ visit!” 

The Alabama Minstrel Band has gone 
in. The shillers in and out again. Every- 
body on the front side of the show is 
talking. From inside comes a noise that 
cannot be connected with anything do- 
mestic, strange, and as if some creature 
from another world is howling his resent- 
ment at being caged or stared at. More 
folks step ‘up to buy tickets. The barker 
continues: “Nothing to offend the most 
sensitive, everything to enlighten. Hur- 
ry! Hurry! See 'em now! Alive—alive— 
alive! Out and over before the Big Show 
commences. Hurry! Hurry! Hurry!” And 
he continues for hours and you wonder 
how his throat and nerve hold up. Nerves 
of his system, not of his inclination. 

“The profession of the ballyhoo is old, 
but he varies his technique to meet a 
changing world,” says Edward H. Smith.

“The ballyhoo gives the attractions 
the thrill of surprise, the throb of won- 
der, the magnetism of novelty, the spark 
of magic.” 


An incident in the life of Sam O’Shay, 
according to Mr. Smith, one of the most 
colorful of the old Coney Island barkers, 
will give a glimpse of the type of bally- 
hoo that has passed. 


Freaks and anatomical monstrosities 
were highly popular. The genial O’Shay 
was exhibiting a 12-horned cow and lec- 
turing eloquently on the marvels of this 
strange creature. The innocent cow 
stood by, meekly chewing : er cud, indif- 
ferent to the humans that came to stare 
at her. 


““Lay-dees and gen-til-mun!” the auda- 
cious O’Shay began. “We have standing 
here this afternoon one of the seven wot.- 
ders of the ancient and modern world, 
the 12-horned sacred cow from Leba- 
non, the only creature under the blue 
canopy of heaven gifted with immortal 
and enduring life! Lay-dees and gen-til- 
mun, the eyes of this astounding beast 
looked upon the Savior when he trod 
the world, and in his day this marvelous 
beast was the object of worship and ven- 
eration in a pagan shrine in the land of 
Galilee! 


“Lay-dees and gen-tjl-mun, we cannot 
guess the things this incredible creature 
has seen; the mighty march of history 
that has passed before her dull eyes; the 
vast secrets that lie concealed in her 
voiceless brain! Lay-dees and gents, the 
Bible prophesied the coming of this sa- 
cred and inviolate creature that stands 
before you like any common cow! In 
the seventh chapter of-——” 

At this moment the complacent milker 
swung her head around and hooked 
viciously at an anaoying fly. The horns 
struck her side so violently that a fine 
wire that held six of them in place 
broke and let its burden rattle to the 
ground. 

A guffaw went up from the crowd and 
O’Shay turned to witness the disaster. 


The laughter increased but he was not 
beaten. 

“Just a moment, please, lay-dees and 
gen-til-mun!” he cried in his tremen- 
dous voice. “Every 300 years this super- 
natural beast sheds her horns. You have 
been so fortunate as to be present at this 
historic moment! We will now pass on, 
ley-dees and gen-til-mun, to the laugh- 
ing hyena, the famous creature of bibli- 
cal repute.” 

And the crowd followed him to the 
next attraction, hoping for more mirth- 
ful miracles. 

All ballyhoo seems to lead up to bark- 
ing—which is to say, sales talk. So it is 
not strange that barking and ballyhoo 
seem synonymous to the general public. 
Sales talks, to be sure, are of many kinds, 
humors, colors and tones. There is in 
these effete later years a tenrency to 
break away from old methods and try 
the “deep stuff”. But in the heart of 
this generation and probably of others to 
come, nothing and no one will ever quite 
take the place of the colorful, blatant, 
but lovable old leather-lung doing his 


spiel.

Roadside Advertising 


By WILLIAM J, CAIRN 


N a survey of State laws governing 

commercial advertising signs along 

public highways made by the 
Bureau of Public Roads of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, it was 
found that such laws range all the way 
from the most general of rules and regu- 
lations to certain well-defined stipula- 
tions. Only seven States are without 
State regulations—South Carolina, Ar- 
Kansas, Texas, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Wyoming. 

Connecticut, Massachusetts and Ver- 
mont have the best defined and most 
rigid laws. Before any agency can erect 
commercial advertising signs in these 
States it must be licensed by State 
authorities at certain annual fees, and if 
it does not reside in the State a bond 
must be furnished. Each license must 
show a number and the date of expira- 
tion. 

Connecticut levies a license fee of $100 
per year and an annual permit fee of $3 
for every 300 square feet or less of ad- 
vertising space to $9 for between 600 and 
900 square feet. Fees apply to each side 
of each panel. Signs of more than 900 
square feet are not permitted. 


In Massachusetts the fee is fixed with 
regard to administrative costs and varies 
thruout the State. Vermont levies an 
annual license fee of 3 cents for each 
square foot of advertising space. 

In Connecticut each application for a 
permit must bear the written consent of 
the owner of the property on which the 
Sign is to be erected, Each permit must 
State the size of display, and each sign 
must show the name of agency display- 
ing. owning or leasing billboards. No 
direction or danger sign shall bear ad- 
vertising, 

In Vermont the application for lMcense 
shall name the property upon which ad- 
vertising is to be displayed; the popu- 
lation of the city, villace or town; the 
size and description of sign and the 
distance at which it may be read from 
State highway, railroad or railway track, 
public park or navigable water. 

State authorities of these three States 
—Connecticut, Massachusetts and Ver- 
mont—have the right to exact fines for 
non-conforming signs and to remove 
them. The cost of remoyal, after due 
notice has been served, is collected from 
the agencies or from the sureties on 
bends. Connecticut imposes a fine of 
$100 for each non-conforming sign; 
Massachusetts, a fine of not more than 
$100 with a further $500 for continued 
violation; Vermont, a fine of $100 or im- 
prisonment of 30 days or both. 

Also in Connecticut any person who 
shall deposit, throw, affix or maintain 
any advertisement within limits of any 
public highway or on private property 
without consent of owners is subject to 
a fine of not more than $50 or imprison- 
ment of not more than six months or 
both. 

Advertising signs in Connecticut may 
not be placed within 15 feet of the right 
of way of a highway (this means 15 feet 
back from the building line—200 feet 
from cemetery, 200 feet from _ school, 
church and public park), and in Massa- 
chusetts within 500 feet. In these two 
States, cities and towns may further 
regulate and restrict advertising signs in 
a manner not inconsistent with State 
laws 

Loeal authorities of the three States 
may remove non-conforming signs within 
their juriscictions 

Laws of the three States, as well as 
laws of other States, permit certain ade 
vertising by manufacturers or land 
owners located along highways. Seven 
other States—Florida. Georgia, Mississip- 
pi, Nebraska, Nevada, North Oarolina and 
Tennessee—impose fees for advertising 
signs. Mississippi collects a fee of 75 
cents for each sign of from 10 to 100 
square feet of area, $1.50 for an area of 
between 100 and 300 square feet, and 

82.50 for an area of more than 3C0 square 
feet 

North Carolina exacts an annual 
license fee based on population of cities

placed on private property without con- 

sent cf owner and no signs are placed 
within limits of highways on penalty of 

a fine of $50 or imprisonment of not 
more than 30 days. Local authorities

regulate advertising signs within their 
jurisdictions. 

Tennessee forbids the erection of signs 
upon the right of way of any State hich- 
way and prohibits erection of signs re- 
sembling railroad crossing symbols on 
any public highway or street or on pri- 
vate property within one-quarter mile of 
any public road or street. The State re- 
quires an annual hcense fec for electric 
signs, according to population: from #10 
in cities and towns of than 5,000 
inhabitants to $50 in those of more than 
50,900. It imposes an additional annual 
fee of 867.50 upon agencies posting bills 
or other printed matter in counties of 
less than 20,000 inhabitants to $75 in 
counties with 60,000 or more. 

In Florida the State road department 
prohibits advertising signs on State high- 
ways and imposes on agencies in the bill- 
posting business a license tax of $5 in 
cities and towns of less than 10,000 peo- 
ple to $30 in cities and towns of 10,000 
or more. 

Nebraska requires a State permit for 
advertising signs, with a fee of 25 cents 
to $5 for each sign, and no sign may 
have more than 10 square feet. Also 
signs may not be erected within 300 feet 
of intersection of crossroads and railroad 
crossigns, and a fine of from $10 to $100 
is levied for violation of this law. All 
non-licensed signs are moved by State 
authorities. 


Georgia levies an annual tax of $1 on 
each agency for each location, defined 
as 75 lineal feet. No advertising signs 
are allowed on the Dixie highway in Bibb 
County. Chatham County is empowered 
to regulate signs within its jurisdiction 

Nevada levies an annual license fee of 
$5 on advertising agencies, the license 
to be issued by county clerk of county 
in which it is to be erected. Money fram 
licenses is apportioned to the road funds 
of counties. No permit is issued for bill- 
boards on any location which may 
measurably destroy the natural beauty 
of the scenery or obscure a view of the 
road ahead. Any agency erecting non- 
conforming signs is subject to a fine of 
$25 or #100 or imprisonment of from 
10 to 30 days. 

In nine other States—Minnesota, Colo- 
rado, Maine, Iowa, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, West Virginia, New Hampshire 
and Illinois—no advertising agency may 
erect or maintain upon any highway or 
right of way any commercial advertising 
sign. In eight of these States authorities 
have power to remove all non-conforming 
signs, and in seven States to exact fines 
of from $5 to $1,000 or imprisonment of 
from one to six months. Three of the 
States reculate distances from railroad 
crossings, road intersections and from 
curves at which signs may be placed 
ranging from 300 to 1,000 feet. Minnesota 
and North Dakota do not permit adver- 
tising on directional signs. In South Da- 
kota no advertising sign outside of city 
limits may have more than 20 per cent 
of its surface in red. 

The laws of 16 other States—California, 
Marylend, New York, Idaho, Michigan, 
Washington, Montana, Ohio, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Louisiana, Missouri. Rhode 
Island, Utah, New Jersey and Wisconsin— 
prohibit advertising signs on private 
property without consent of owners and 
on rights of way of highwavs without 
consent of State, city or county authori- 
ties. 

The majority of these States designate 
the distance from railroad crossings, in- 
tersecting highways and from curves at 
which signs may be placed, ranging from 
200 to 1,000 feet, with fines of from $10

to $500 or imprisonment of 10 to 
60 days for violation of law 

A few of the States 
remove non-conforming advertising signs. 
In others, local authorities may regulate 
and remove objectionable signs in terri- 
tory under their jurisdiction. Pennsyl- 
vania, Michigan and Idaho permit no 
adyertising on directional Fines 
collected in Missouri are credited to the 
State road fund for maintenance 

In six States—-Alabama, Arizona, Dela- 
ware, Indiana, Kentucky and Virginia—- 
laws governing advertising signs merely 
state that no person shall erect or main- 
tain upon any highway or right of way 
any advertising sign without the consent

of State authorities 
While Arkansas has no State regula- 
tion, authority governing advertising 


signs is vested in the county courts with 
no specific legislation. In Texas cities 
of more than 5,000 inhabitants have 
power to license, regulate, control or pro- 
hibit erection of signs or billboards as 
may be provided by charter or ordinance. 
In Oklahoma, county and township 
boards are charged with improvement of 
public highways, and have power to re- 
move all obstructions on highways under 
their jurisdiction. 

While Wyoming has no State regula- 
tion, the highway department claims 
jurisdiction over rights of way and as- 
sumes authority to refuse permission to 
erect advertising signs and to remove any 
in these areas. 

In Kansas county commissioners of 
each county are authorized to remove all 
advertising signs exceeding four feet in 
height within 50 yards of any railroad 
grade crossing. abrupt corner in the 
highway or entrance to driveway off the 
highway, after notice has been served on 
owner, and the costs of removal are en- 
tered on tax rolls with a penalty of 10 
per cent of the cost. 

New Jersey prohibits advertising signs 
on the Palisades along the Hudson River; 
New York bars advertising signs in Adi- 
rondack Park, and Delaware prohibits 
them for 200 feet of either side of the 
right of way of any highway entering 
Wilmington for a distance of one mile 
from the city limits 

No advertising signs are permitted on 
swamps and tidal overflow lands in 
Louisiana except under lease from 
owners, 


Fitting Tribute to Showman

sumed humaneness of the late Rob- 
ert M. Arnold, of the C. W. Naill 
Shows, Wis offered at his funeral. 
Knowing his sympathetic feeling for 
persons in distress and trouble, a num- 
ber of friends of the deceased show- 
man instead of sending flowers had the 
money which wou'd have gone to that 
purpose devoted to charity. The Naill 
organization, including Manager C. W. 
Naill, was especially kind and sym- 
pathetic.

Starlight Park 


NEW YORK. June 7.—The ninth sea- 
son for Starlight Park started April 
26, and the pool opened May 24. The 
park presents a spick and span appear- 
ance with its new color scheme of yellow 
and black. Concrete walks encircle the 
entire area and set off the rides and con- 
cession stands to advantage. A melody 
tower has been installed at the band 
stand, with two large horns, where the 
Amplion System provides music. It is 
planned to erect two program boards— 
ore in the front and another in the rear 
of the park—where patrons can see at a 
glance the prevai'ing musical programs, 
and horns have been placed thruout the 
grounds in strategic locations, assuring 
ample music at all times. In addi- 
tion, Starlight has its own broadcasting 
station, WRBQ, which is called “The 
Voice of the Bronx”. 


Beginning June 26 and continuing 
until August 28, the open-air opera sea. 
son will make its bow, as in former sea- 
sons, in the spacious Stadium, The 
seating capacity is 10,000, with box seats 
at $1, and reserved seats from 25 to 50 
cents. There are 5,000 free seats. This 
is a popular feature of the park and 
draws well, 


The Bronx Dale Athletic Clu’. begin- 
ning June 10, will present two amateur 
boxing shows monthly in the Stadium 

Dancing is held Wednesday, Saturday, 
Sunday and holidays in the Starlight 
Dance Falace. 


The pool presents an attractive ap- 
pearance with its Spanish-effect designs 
and parasols to match, that grace the 
beach. The bottom of the pool has been 
repainted a seaweed-green shade. Six 
hundred cubic yards of sand have been 
added to the beach. The normal capacity 
of the pool is 6,000. One thousand addt- 
tional lockers have been added. ‘The 
pool, with its real sea water, is scientific- 
ally operated and supervised by leading 
research laboratories. The sca'e of prices 
is 50 cents for adults and 25 cents for 
children up to six years. Saturday the 
prices are 75 and 25 cents. Sundays and 
holidays, $1 for adults and 50 cents for 
children. Season locker, $25. There is 
a wading pool for the kiddies, which is 
open from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. Moonlight 
bathing is permissible in both pools. 
Good illumination is afforded by the use 
of high-powered floodlights. 

The numerous rides in the park have 
been leased out this year, and the same 
applies to concessions. 

No acts or concert bands will be pleyed 
this season. 


It is planned to put on fireworks next 
Monday night, using ground pieces only, 
and if the experiment proves successful, 
there will be two pyrotechnical displays 
weekly for the remainder of the season. 

On Tuesday and Friday nights the ad- 
mission to the park is 5 cents, and 
amusements go for the same amount. 
Special red booths, where patrons can 
purchase their coupons for the rides, are 
located conveniently, This feature has 
stimulated business, and is called “the 
fast nickel”. Wednesday is Ladies’ Day 
and they are admitted gratis.

All save little Cal- 
liope, who was so named from the sweet- 
mess and alluring smoothness of her 
voice. 

No foolishness about Calliope. She was 
amazed at the gay carryings-on of her 
sister, Terpsichore, who when barely in 
her teens went thoroly dance mad, 
founded the first night club, installed 
dozens of prancing hostesses and became 
the Texas Guinan of her day. To Cal- 
liope and the other girls Terpsichore was 
a sore trial, but nothing could be done 
about it. Terpsichore had IT and was 
eager to prove it. Melpomene, gloomiest 
of the sisters, foresaw no good end for 
high-stepping Terpsichore. 

In common with nearly all of her sis- 
ters, Calliope suffered girlish embarrass- 
ment from unintentional social lapses on 
the part of the roughnecks who fre- 
guented Olympus. These huskies could 
not or would not pronounce the girls’ 
hames correctly. It was bothersome to 
ali nine, particularly to flighty Terpsi- 
chore, whom they called “TERPsikor”, 
and to velvety-voiced Calliope, whose lit- 
tle pink ears rebelled at their “CALiope”. 
It was all very well to scream “TerpSI- 


the most modest 


Kory” and “CalEYEopee” at the tor- 
mentors, but no one heeded and the 
jeerers had their way. Think of the 


similar plight of the other girls, particu- 
larly harassed Polyhymnia, and the ex- 
postulating Thalia, Euterpe, Erato, Mel- 
pomene, Clio and Urania. It is conceiv- 
able that Papa Zeus and Mama Mnemo- 
syne, in a tight corner, were tearfully up- 
braided and reproached. 

The maidenly argument on the sunny 
slope of Olympus has been handed down 
to us thru these many eons and it has 
enmeshed unsuspecting showfolk espe- 
cially. For the gadding followers of the 
dance adopted the whirling Terpsichore 
for their patron Muse; Thalia became the 
spirit of comedy; Melpomene gloomed as 
tragedy, and pretty little Calliope of the 
dulcet voice. » * 

It’s a far cry from the sun-kissed 
sward of Mount Olympus to Worcester, 
Mass., but it is across that vast orbit that 
any follower of Miss Calliope, as we of 
the white tops know her, must travel and 
arrive somewhat breathlessly hundreds 
and hundreds of years later, in 1855 to 
be exact, in the little workshop of J. 
C. Stoddert. 

Stoddert was a New Englander of an 
inventive turn of mind and in Worcester, 
Mass., was a Yankee “tinkerer” of re- 
nown. In his day and age the blatant 
steam whistle served many useful pur- 
poses, aside from announcing the ap- 
proach of the Boston or New York “ex- 
press”. It screamed from the factory roofs 
to make known the dinner and quitting 
hours; it sounded the alarm of fire or 
rising river; from the sentry’s box atop 
the prison wall it warned the country- 
side that a prisoner had escaped. 


These whistles, noted the astute Mr. 
Stoddert, varied in tone. None was ex- 
actly musical, but perhaps if several, 
graduating in pitch, were arranged 
properly, the diatonic scale could be pro- 
aducec Mr. Stoddert set to work. The 


neighbors were a bit troublesome at first, 
complaining of constant “jumpiness” as 
unexpected blasts burst from the work- 
shop of Stoddert in varying keys of 
shrillness during the arduous periods of 
rehearsal. There were runaway horses 
daily, elcerly ladies in the district had 
constant. palpitation, old men never 
dreamed of hearing normally again, but 
J. C. Stoddert, an artist, stuck to his

The Crooning Calliope 


By WILLIAM BARTLETT REY! 


triumphant scream on his finishing note, 
a piercing, full-toned high C, Stoddert 
announced the completion of his instru- 


ment. The neighbors, the horses, the 
elderly ladies and old men all shared 
Stoddert’s delight and relief. On Octo- 


ber 9, 1855, Stoddert had his contrivance 
duly patented and then for the first time 
made known the name by which it was 
to be called. It was to be the Calliope. 

According to the American Encyclo- 
pedia of Music, this is the instrument. J. 
C. Stoddert had evolved: “Over the top of 
a steam chest was arranged, according to 
the number of whistles, valve chambers 
having double poppet valves. A small 
stem passed from each of the valves thru 
the chamber to the outside, by means of 
which the valve could be opened upon a 
slight pressure. On each valve was 
placed a whistle that had its own sepa- 
rate tone, being of different diameter and 
depth of bell. The valves were lifted by 
means of pins placed ina _ revolving 
cylinder, and thus the tones were pro- 
duced. The principle is similar to that 
of the music box, and the tones in the 
calliope may be of different length, as 
whole, half, quarter, eighth and dotted 
notes. This is due to the pins being dif- 
ferent shapes. The keyboard was a later 
addition.” 

History is vague concerning Stoddert’s 
reason for his choice of name. It is not 
recorded, apparently, that he _ ever 
thought any explantation necessary. It 
is a bit farfetched to attempt a parallel 
between the saccharine tones of the Muse 
Calliope, spirit of epic poetry, and the 
shrieks of our noisy but beloved bally- 
hoo. We wonder how J. C. Stoddert, 
having made his romantic choice, pro- 
nounced the name he had so cavalierly 
picked? Just as we wonder how the 
sponsors of the little town of Calliope in 
Iowa, 40 miles north of Sioux City, came 
to attach it to their bailiwick and if the 
arguments, pro and con, have split the

amusing. Men left their workshops and 
rushed for the railway. Women and 
children swarmed like ants when their 
ant hill is trodden on, agrin with won- 
der and delight. The horses danced 
pirouettes to the music; the very pigs re- 
laxed the tension of their tortuous tails 
and stupid calves snuffed the music- 
laden air, their pendant tails outstand- 
ing straight behind. ‘Twas marvelous 
and we should not have been surprised if 
all the bending woods, charmed by the 
orphic strains, had walked down the 
shaded hills and made obeisance to the 
calliope, even as Birnam wood came 
down to Dunsinane!” 


Such are the salubrious results evolved 
from the calliope in our own day by 
Victor Robbins, Merle Evans and the 
others of Mr. Ringling’s musicianly lead- 
ers. 

The first river calliope Mr. Stoddert 
exploited aboard a small steamer on the 
Hudson, also in 1856, and its reception 
was little less than tumultuous. In the 
fine old days of the great steamboat 
traffic on the Mississippi River calliopes 
were features of the divers craft, send- 
ing their more or less tuneful shrieks 
from bank to bank, to the delight of 
those on shore, to whom the noisy rendi- 
tion of the songs of the day wasa 
strident joy. The two great Mississippi 
racers, the Natchez and the Robert E 
Lee, were equipped with calliopes. 


The last of the famous Mississippi 
racers, the Kate Adams, known from 
Natchez to St. Louis as the “Lovin’ 


Kate”, had a distinctive instr:ment, or 
her operator was keenly attuned to his 
whistles, for her calliope was considered 
one of her strong attractions and became 
closely identified with her fame. When 
the original Kate Adams burned in 1883 
she was succeeded by a second “Lovin’ 
Kate", also featuring the hardy calliope. 
She too came to grief and in 1899 the 
third and last Kate Adams entered the 
dwindling river traffic, bravely tooting 
her popular instrument. In 1925, at 
New Orleans Mardi Gras and carnival 
time, the old steamer was run from Cin- 
cinnati down to New Orleans on her 
farewell trip and from her decks the old 
calliope, newly adorned and_ shining, 
blared the Kate Adams’ swan song, with 
no hint of sentimental hoarseness in the 
escaping steam of her brave good-by. 


Calliope, pronounce her as you will, 
seems the fitting spirit of the big tops. 
Gay noise that is a hodgepodge of a 
thousand merry sounds, but yet is music, 
laughter and wide-eyed gasps, juvenile 
squeals and leonine roars, bursting bal- 
loons and crackling peanuts and the 
frolicsome japes of the capering joeys. 
On circus morning her welcome wail 
means “The show's in! And all's well!” 

Long may she toot!

Permit in Lisbon, N. D. 


On May 26 E. E. Garretson .applied to 
) Cc. Crites, the mayor of Lisbon, N. D., 
for a license for Schell Bros.’ Circus for 
june 13. The mayor informed him there 
was nothing coing in Lisbon in the show 
ine. When asked why, he was informed 
by the mayor that Lisbon did not want 
hows an@ was not going to have any as 
circuses were not in the scheme of God's 
,things. When Garretson asked him if 
hat was the only reason that he was 
refusing him a permit for the circus, 
Crites acknowledged it was. 

Garretson consulted an attorney— 
Hugo Remington. Remington looked up 
the city ordinance and State laws and 
said the mayor could not legally refuse 
him a permit without a good reason, and 
a religious belief was no reason. Reming- 
ton was retained as attorney and told 
to apply for a permit and if refused to 
bring suit for one. Remington advised it 
would be better to wait until the regular 
meeting of the city council June 2 and 
then apply for the permit, as the city 
council could issue the permit by a two- 
thirds vote over the mayor's head. 

Garretson agreed and at the meeting 
Remington asked for a permit for the 
Schell Bros.’ Circus from the mayor for 
June 13. The request was refused. 
Remington then turned to the aldermen 
nd stated his case to them and asked 
them to grant the permit. Remington 
also told the city council that he had 
asked the business men if they had 
any objec*ion to a circus coming to town 
and all of them said they wanted the 
circus to come. The proposition was 
finally put to a vote and every one of 
the aldermen voted yes when the roll 
was called. The mayor said he would 
never sign it, but the next morning when 
Attorney Remington offered him the 
money for the permit, and informed him 
that if he did not sign it he would 
find himself tancled up in a law suit. 
Mayor Crites signed the permit. 

About the only inconvenience to the 
advance was that Garretson had to Jump 
back to Lisbon from Grafton, N. D., so 
as to be at the meeting, and to Roy 
Roberts, who has the billing cars for the 
show. Roberts and his eight billers had 
to wait in Lisbon from Sunday p.m 
until Tuesday a.m. after the permit was 
granted before they could start to bill, 
as they were advised to by Remington.

G. H. Barlow, of Binghamton, N. Y., 
saw the Sells-Floto Circus at Utica, N. Y., 
May 31, and reports an excellent per- 
formance.

The circus, when erected on the lot, is 
a sight comparable only to that of the 
Ringling-Barnum Circus. The big top is 
a 160-foot, with five 50-foot ‘middles. 
The tent has been increased 4 feet in 
height and is using a 14-foot side wall. 
The height is the same as the Ringling 
tent. It is as fine a setting piece of 
canvas @s Was ever raised to center poles. 
The interior layout is in keeping with 
the exterior. The menagerie is also 
higher than last year, having a 13-foot wall 
and being an 60, with six large wooden 
poles. All of the tents are brand new 
and are made much more durable than 
formerly, more sweep bands and weather- 
protecting appliances being in evidence. 
The wagons and trains are nicely painted, 
The color scheme thruout is orange and 
dark blue. This pertains not only to 
cars, but also canvas decorations in big 
top. The circus is really dressed up in 
true Ringling style. The most outstand- 
ing advertising feature that the reviewer 
has ever seen on a circus lot was the 
new large electric sign reading “CIRCUS”, 
which hangs over the main entrance on 
a wire hung between two poles. The 
letters must be all of three feet in size 
each and the six letters covers all of 
20 or more feet. It is the most unqiue 
main entrance ever seen on any circus 
lot. Sells-Floto is in keeping with its 
slogan, “The Circus Beautiful,” which 
appears on one of the big-top poles. The 
poles, by the way, are blue and red— 
sarre as former Ringling Shows.

Conomac Park, Willi 
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Beach House Opens 
To Capacity Crowd 


FORT WORTH, Tex., June 7—With a 
program of exhibition water sports, the 
new Beach Heuse at Casino Park, on 
Lake Worth, was formally opened last 
Sunday afternoon. The building, one of 
the largest of its kind in the Southwest, 
accommodates 3,000 persons, and the 
capacity was taxed by crowds that 
gathered to view a water-clown act by 
Glen Wilcox, and life-saving demonstra- 
tions by J. S. Law, beach-house manager 
and life-saving instructor for the Red 
Ctoss, and his corps %f assistants. Speed 
swimming and fancy diving exhibitions 
completed the program. High diving was 
from a 36-foot tower, with platforms at 
intervals of 10 feet. 

The beach house is equipped with 
modern bathhouse facilities. It is just 
a few steps off the boardwalk. The build- 
ing is of mission type architecture, and 
is topped with a 54-foot tower. A well- 
equipped first-aid room has been placed 
in the house, and there is bright illumi- 
nation for night swimming. 

The stucco construction of the beach 
house, which is twice the size of the one 
destroyed by fire last summer, cor- 
responds with the architecture used 
thruout the rebuilt park. Fort Worth’'s 
annual municipal bathing revue will be 
held here Sunday afternoon and night, 
July 20. Jessie P. Street will again be 
director. 

The new Lake Worth bridge and Casino 
Park were formally dedicated Wednesday 
night, May 7, before a crowd estimated 
at more than 10,000. The Casino was 
rebutlt at a cost of about $250.000. The 
new boardwalk is about one mile in 
length, with numerous concessions on 
both sides. The dance hall is at one end 
of the boardwalk, and just a few feet 
from the newly paved highway and 
bridge. It is of stucco finish and has 
a specially built floor. Two huge crystal 
balls are suspended from the dance- 
hall ceiling, on which are played 24 
colored spotlights and floor lamps. Gate 
girls are dressed in uniform of apple- 
green shirt and trousers. There are four 
separate entrances to the floor. The 
dance floor is connected with two large, 
well-furnished lounges for private parties. 
Many pullman seats circle the floor for 
those who do not use the lounges. Hy- 
man Maurice and his 15-piece orchestra 
supply the dance music. There is dancing 
every evening. 

Among the rides at the park are Custer 
cars, Dodgem, Tumble Bug, Bugaboo 
Tunnel. Thriller, Miniature Railroad and 
Merry-Go-Round. Bluebeard’s Castle is 
among the funhouses. 

Pleasure and speed boats are provided 
at the lake, with two loading docks this 
year instead of one, as in the past. Two 
cafes have been built on the boardwalk. 
Free parking space is provided and there 
is alsoOwa free picnic grounds. Among 
concessions on the Soardwalk are batem 
ball, bozo, miniature golf course, shoot- 
ing gallery, fortune teller, penny arcade, 
high striker, peanut and popcorn stands 
and frozen custard. 

Casino Park is owned by the Lake 
Worth Amusement Company, of which 
S. N. Arni, of Bellefontaine, O., is presi- 
dent. M. C. Harrold, also of Be!lefon- 
taine, is another officer. George T. Smith 
is manager of the park; Bryan Roach, 
superintendent; Sully Montgomery, man. 
ager dance pavilion; Mrs. Montgomery, 
hostess of dance hall; Capt. J. 5S. Law 
manacer of bathnouse and bech; Harold 
Hoover, office manager, assisted by Mrs 
R. E. Matheson.

for the far West, was a matter of 85 
miles, and had to be made by stage- 
coach. 

Breaking the jump from Helena to 
Deer Lodge, we planned to spend the 
night at what was known as “the French 
Woman's Place”, one of those nonde- 
script road houses of the old West that 
furnished shelter, and sometimes a lot 
of other things one didn’t want.

Mr. Wiggins, Signor Blatz, Frank Wil- 
lis and his wife, myself and one or two 
others were in the first coach, and we 
piled out at the command of one of the 
masked men, lifting our hands as far 
towaid the sky as we could stretch them. 

Of course, it was “Pop” and the Hel- 


ena receipts they were after. When 
they learned that this foxy showman 
had sent the money on by Wells-Fargo 


Express they swore long and loud, and 
they decided to shake the rest of us 
caown They didn’t get much money, 
and only a few watches. But while they 
searched us one by one the rest of the 
party were encouraged to dance by an 
occasional pistol shot too close to their 
feet for comfort. I didn’t know Turkey- 
in-the-Straw from a minuet, but I 
stepped hard and fast, 

When the searchers reached me one 
of them said: “You're the iron-jawed 
fellow, ain’t you, that we saw in Helena? 
Open your mouth, let’s see those teeth.” 

I complied without delay, while the 
man ran his fingers warily over the 
double molars that formed each row. 
Any thought I might have entertained 
of biting those fingers was dispelled by 
the presence of a revolver uncomfortably 
close to my stomach. Finally they let 
us go, galloping off in the gloom. J 
slept little if any that night. 

We played Winnipeg when people were 
living in tents in the Manitoba metrop- 
olis, and mud streets were everywhere. 
The first day we were there they 
brovght in Louis Riel, the half-breed, 
who kicked up a rebellion, and every- 
body was so interested in seeing him 
that they forgot all about our show. 
But they made it up later. We made 
money as long as we stayed, and our 
engagement would have been longer if 
adventure had not beckoned “Pop” on 
in a most unexpected manner. 

One day there stalked into the show 
the finest Indian I ever saw, the chief 
of a tribe occupying a reservation about 
80 miles away. He was all excited over 
our exhibits, and thru an interpreter 
finally induced “Pop” to move out to 
the reservation. It was not a philan- 
thropic step on the part of the wily 
Wiggins. Your Indian is a good spend- 
er, and the 5,000 tribesmen had just re- 
ceived their rations and $5 in cash 
apiece from the Canadian Government. 
That was worth considering. It was a 
new experience to all of us to drive into 
an Indian camp along toward midnight 
of the second day. We were tired from 
the long trip, but enough tents had to 
go up sO we would have some place to 
Sleep. With that job out of the way, 
the chief led Mr. Wiggins and myself to 
a small frame building, furnished us 
with blankets, and by signs gave us to 
nnderstand that was where we, as guests 
of the tribe, would sleep. 


Rolled in blankets on the floor, it 
did not require any rocking to put us to 
sleep. I was determined to keep one 
eye open, but was dead to the world 
almost on the instant. Sometime after- 
ward I was awakened by a poke in the 
ribs and a grunt, and found an Indian 
towering over me. The chief was wak- 
ing Wiggins, and several others were 
grouped about, apparently amused af 
what seemed to me to be anything but 
a joke. 

When we stumbled to our feet, too 
sleepy to fully realize what was happen- 
ing, one of the red men lifted a trap 
door in the floor directly beneath where 
we had been lying, and drew a jug of 
whisky from its cache. I did not drink. 
Neither did “Pop”. But the chief in- 
sisted, and we each took a small swal- 
low, spitting it out when the rest of 
the party was not looking. The second 
round we were not so fortunate, and I 
got a new understanding of the mean- 
ing of “firewater”. There was no more 
sleeping that night. 

For three days we played there, always 
to good business, for the Indians would 
come again and again. “Pop” was tak- 
ing tickets when the chief strolled into 
the tent. He was puffing at a cigar, and 
the chief had the stub of one between 
his teeth. He motioned for a light, so 
Wiggins extended his cigar. 

With a quick move the chief placed 
the fresh cigar in his mouth and hand- 
ed Wiggins the stub, at the same time 
coming as near to smiling as an Indian 
can. Regarding discretion as the better 
part of valor, Wiggins laughed the oc- 
currence off as a joke. 

The next day the performance was re- 
peated, but it had lost its novelty. The 
third time Wiggins decided that Indian 
humor was not to his liking, and threw 
the proffered butt away angrily. 

Immediately the chief went into ac- 
tion. And such action. All the dignity 
of his station was thrown aside, as in 
the guttural of his tribe he tried to say 
something. Failing to make himself un- 
derstood, he went thru a violent pan- 
tomime, and walked off in high rage. 
A trader in the camp who heard of the 
incident told Wiggins the chief was mad 
because he had thrown the cigar away, 
but that was all the satisfaction we re- 
ceived. 

“That’s nothing to be so touchy 
about,” Wiggins exploded, but he de- 
cided it was time to move, a resolve in 
which we al] heartily concurred. It was 
not until we were safely back in Winni- 
peg that Wiggins slapped me on the 
back and exclaimed: “Did you know 
what made that chief so sore?” 

I didn’t, and I told him so. 

“The old fellow wanted to smoke the 
pipe of peace with me every day, and 
I didn’t have sense enough to know it. 
That's why he always gave me the butt 
he had. No wonder he was insulted.” 

It was the only faux pas I ever knew 
“Pop” Wiggins to perpetrate in all the 
years We traveled around the country 
together, until he retired from _ the 
“road” to establish a curio hall and 
vaudeville theater that added to his 
fame and fortune.

velopment in the production of a mate- 
rial commodity are entirely different 
propositions. Whereas the latter does 
lend itself tc improve the thing created, 
the contrary is true in the mechanizing 
of an art. 


If canned music is to be lastingly ac- 
cepted, the American nation will even- 
tually only be a consumer, but not a 
producer of art. This will be the result 
if the field of employment for the pro- 
fessional musician will be continually 
narrowed by mechanical music. A mere 
handful of musicians, whose renditions 
are embalmed and canned to supply the 
American people with music in theaters, 
will not suffice to perpetuate and en- 
courage the developing of music. 


Is it not timely to give thought to the 
future? Where are the professional musi- 
cians eventually to be found in our coun- 
try if their opportunities for employment 
have been destroyed? Is the developing 
of musicians to entirely fail in our 
country? Are we to have in this the 
same experience of mediocrity we now 
have with multitudes of American com- 
positions, which bear the same resem- 
blance to real music as the babbling of 
a child to that of an adolescent? Is the 
really trained musician to pass out of 
the picture? Will the canning process 
of music insure the development of 
musicians for the future? Is the woeful 
reduction of the number of students 
of music, of which music teachers now 
generally complain as being directly 
traceable to canned music, not an index 
as to what the future has in store for 
the art of music in our country? This 
and other pertinent questions force con- 
sideration, and are of interest to all the 
American people and not cnly to the 
musicians. However, the efforts to 
dispense canned music in our theaters 
may in time be rudely inhibited by new 
inventions. Perhaps television may have 
such result. Canned music is apparently 
not useful for such. However, be that 
as it may, it is to be hoped that progress 
in music ‘vill not lasting!y give way to 
the mechanical noise which is now forced 
upon the American people in our thea- 
ters, and which has no higher artistic 
value than the noise of a handorgan 
or that of a nerve-racking calliope.

TIME—Eight minutes. 

Billy Lytell and Tom Fant, male com. 
edy team, recruited from the vaudeville 
ield, are the featured players in this 
®hort. They offer a routine similar in 
many details to the act which they have 
been doing for several seasons on the 
major circuits of vaudeville. They are 
shown first as a pair of wisecracking 
comedians, exchanging gags and jokes, 
and interspersing it all with slap- 
stick antics. Their work registered 
strongly here at the Strand, New York, 
purely thru the obvious ridiculousness 
of the stunts. 

They balance their offering by doing a 
bit of harmony singing, a few intricate 
tap-dancing steps, and wind up with 
their familiar two-man band, in which 
they play a number of instruments 
simultaneously.

Intentional scrambling of the Biblical 
myth about Noah and the flood, putting 
a modern jazz touch to the ancient tale, 
and synchronizing the whole with lilting 
popular tunes, is the result achieved in 
this latest Aesop Fable, released thru 
Pathe. It is a worthy follow up to any 
of the previous Fables, containing many 
worth-while laughs, and giving the story 
some novel twists. 

Noah is first shown sensing the advent 
of rain thru the aches of growing corn- 
stalks on his toes. He is pictured as an 
old salty sailor, and at the first indica- 
tion of rain he ca)ls all his animal ship- 
mates to board the ark. We see the 
countless varieties of animals, entering 
the bark by twos, and in a mid-storm 
scene we see that the skunks have been 
assigned their own miniature ark, trail- 
ing behind.

One of the funniest and most enter- 
taining of the Silly Symphony Cartoons 
is this one titled Summer, in which the 
antics of every conceivable kind of in- 
sect common to the season produced 
loud and prolonged laughs here at the 
Film Guild Cinema, New York. First we 
see a magnified scene of an ordinary 
truck garden, with the pumpkin bugs 
on a spree, dancing and cavorting all 
over the place.

ber 1 under the contract asked for by the 
union. According to N. A. Hawkes, sec- 
retary of the local, each case has been 
considered individually and the cut has 
not been uniform. Names of houses 
affected could not be ascertained 

Settlement of the entire question of a 
general cut at this time wil! be taken up 
immediately upon the return of union 
officials from their convention. Both 
sides remain at a standstill at the pres- 
ent time, with the prospect of additional 
houses closing if no change is made. 

A similar cut has been in the bur- 
lesque theaters in Detroit for stage- 
hands by the affiliated local of the I A. 
T S. E. The Avenue, Palace, National 
and Loop theaters are affected Each 
house was awarded a varying cut, gen- 
erally said to be “slight”. Original re- 
ports were that at least two of these 
houses were to be closed for the summer, 
but prospects point to their remaining 
open for the summer run with the con- 
cession of the union The cut will not 
affect consideration of the wage scale in 
the new two-year contracts to be made 
cn September 1, according to union 
officials.

In Ad Dispute 


Report attempt to curtail 
carnival copy in Tennessee 
paper—show gets verdict 


A communication to The _ Billboard 
from Jack Oliver, of the Alabama Amuse- 
ment Co., from Elizabethtown, Ky., dated 
June 6, stated that altho his show was 
exhibiting outside the city limits there 
last week, and all its billing matter had 
been placed outside the city, none of it 
within the limits; altho the location was 
but about four blocks from the county 
courthouse, the chief of police of 
Elizabethown had served papers on him 
for him to appear in court. for advertis- 
ing the show in county newspapers pub- 
lished there. The communication fur- 
ther stated: 

“That the fine, according to an ordi- 
nance just passed, would be $100 That 
he and his associates considered it un- 
constitutional should a show not be al- 
lewed to advertise in a “county news- 
paper’, which circulation spreads thru- 
out the county, and to such extent that 
they had engaged attorneys and intended 
contesting the case to the limit. It was 
judged by the communication that the 
mayor of the city was taking no direct 
official action in the matter, as, in a way, 
he was also in show business, having 
a motion picture theater under con- 
struction in Elizabethtown, during which 
the movies were being presented in the 
Masonic Hall.” 

The Billboard wired Oliver, Saturday, 
the day of the court hearing, to com- 
municate data on the outcome of the 
trial, which was received Saturday after- 
noon, reading in part as follows: 

“The city of Elizabethtown lost its case 
against Jack Oliver and the Alabama 
Amus-ment Co. for advertising in both 
county newspapers. James & James, at- 
torneys for the defendants, put up a 
wonderful argument for them and won 
the case for them. Overton Warren, 
editor The Elizabethtown News, was at 
the trial and did all he consistently 
could for the defendants. The case was 
tried before Judge Jack Irwin, with 
Damon Cooper as prosecuting attorney.” 


Deny Weiss Is Manager 
Of Concessions With R. & C. 


A report reached The Billboard's New 
York office last week that Ben Weiss, 
well-known concessionaire, had been ap- 
pointed concession manager with the 
Rubin & Cherry Shows. 

The amusement company under that 
title was exhibiting in Middletown, O., 
last week, and Weiss had some conces- 
sions on the midway. With this in 
mind confirmation of the appointment 
was requested from that company by 
the carnival editor, the telegraphic an- 
swer being in part as follows: “Positively 
deny that Weiss or anyone else conces- 
sion manager with this organization, 
which will not carry a line of concessions 
for its engagements, the Weiss stands 
being only a temporary arrangement for 
Middletown
